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THE  YEAR  AFTER 


Perhaps  some  of  us  have  been  out  of  college  so  long 
that  the  first  year  out  is  a  thing  not  very  vividly  re- 
called. To  some  of  us  yet  within  the  gates,  "the  year 
after"  may  seem  a  thing  remote  and  dim,  and  to  be 
scurried  back  into  some  little  unused  cobwebby  part 
of  our  minds.  But  to  those  of  us  who  write  '07  after 
our  names,  it  is  doubtless  painfully  real. 

Sophomores  and  freshmen,  we  take  it,  have  a  sort 
of  eat-drink-and-be-merry  feeling.  They  put  the  first 
year  out  of  college  in  the  same  class  as  war,  danger,  and 
sudden  death,  that  we  pray  the  good  Lord  to  deliver 
us  from.  But  it  comes  much  more  inevitably  than 
these,  and  unless  tempered  with  a  little  philosophic 
thought,  methinks  it  sometimes  comes  almost  as  hard. 

The  year  after  we  leave  college  is  in  many  ways  the 
most  difficult  that  we  have  to  experience — a  year  of 
readjustments,  of  finding  the  real  relations  of  things. 
"College  fits  us  for  life!" — 'tis  time  worn  and  thread- 
bare, though  none  the  less  true.  But  we  must  con- 
stantly bear  in  mind  this  fact:  In  college  we  are  re- 
ceiving only  the  preparation,  the  theory  of  life,  as  it 
were ;  we  must  wait  for  the  real  practise  outside.  We 
are  living  in  an  atmosphere  entirely  abnormal,  where 
we  deal  only  in  simplicities,  where  all  that  is  com- 
plex is  eliminated.  Here  we  are  all  striving  toward 
one  goal,  and  each  ready  to  help  his  neighbor.  The 
deeper  problems  of  life  we  are  here  mercifully 
shielded  from.  Never  again  will  it  be  so  easy  to  tell 
right  from  wrong.  Living  will  never  again  be  so 
simple. 
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From  such  an  artificially  simple  athiosphere  as  this 
we  go.  We  find  that  in  spite  of  the  broad,  noble 
ideals  which  we  have  striven  to  instil  and  attain,  our 
point  of  view  has  grown  perhaps  a  bit  limited;  that 
perhaps  the  really  important  things  have  not  always 
seemed  the  biggest;  that  we  haven't  had  quite  the 
proper  sense  of  perspective. 

"College  teaches  us  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder, 
to  appreciate  good  qualities,  and  to  make  due  allow- 
ance when  they  are  lacking,  to  be  democratic,"  they 
say.  Again,  far  be  it  from  us  to  take  exception.  As 
college  women  we  feel  that  we  are  learning  these 
things.  As  fraternity  women,  we  feel  that  we  learn  to 
do  even  more.  But  it  is  infinitely  easier  to  do  and  to 
be  these  things  in  our  college  life  than  it  is  after  we 
leave. 

I  wonder  if  we  don't  sometimes  forget  for  a  little, 
that  after  we  leave  college  we  can  no  longer  be  col- 
lege women.  If  we  try  to  remain  college  women 
and  to  make  others  see  things  through  the  windows 
of  our  college  viewpoint,  we  will  be  very  unhappy. 
It  would  seem  that  the  thing  for  us  to  do  would  be 
humbly  to  give  thanks  for  our  superior  advantages, 
and  then  straight  way  to  forget  them.  We  have  su- 
perior advantages,  and  we  are  different  from  other 
people,  but  the  moment  we  allow  ourselves  to  be  al- 
ways conscious  of  this  fact,  just  this  moment  we  be- 
come the  worst  of  snobs. 

When  we  leave  college,  if  we  would  be  happy  we 
must  not  try  to  mould  the  interests  of  others  to  our 
own,  but  rather  make  the  interests  of  all  others  to  be 
included  in  our  own  interests.  Our  horizon  must 
needs  enlarge,  or  we  are  most  to  be  pitied. 

It  seems  to  be  one  of  the  ironies  of  a  usually  gener- 
ous fate  that  we  fully  appreciate  our  blessings  only 
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when  we  have  parted  from  them,  and  one  never  knows 
how  carefree  and  joyous  college  life  is  until  "the  year 
after,"  when  the  hard  things  really  come.  Perhaps 
it  would  keep  us  all  from  many  disappointments  and 
heart  aches  if  we  would  or  could  but  make  ourselves 
realize  in  leaving  our  college  halls  that  here  we  are 
living  under  artificial  conditions,  which  we  cannot 
expect  to  continue.  And  the  end  in  view?  It  is  that 
expressed  by  President  Hyde  in  his  "Choice  of  the 
College  Woman,"  "That  our  college  women  may  be- 
come the  comrades  of  all  who  labor,  the  sisters  of  all 
who  serve."

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WINTER  IN  MAINE 


The  mere  thought  of  a  winter  in  Maine  probably 
brings  a  momentary  shiver  to  one  who  lives  in  balmy 
Florida,  or  sunny  California.  With  us,  who  live  in 
the  old  Pine-tree  State,  the  shiver  is  more  than  mo- 
mentary. It  lingers  with  us  from  late  November  un- 
til March.  Some  morning  we  awake  and  find  that 
winter  has  come  during  the  night.  Softly  the  snow- 
flakes  have  drifted  down  and  covered  everything  with 
downy  white.  After  this  the  snow  comes  often,  and 
grows  deeper  and  deeper,  until  the  whole  world  seems 
to  be  under  a  soft  white  blanket — some  four  feet  thick. 
Sometimes  it  does  not  come  softly  drifting  down,  but 
is  driven  by  the  north  wind  in  blinding  sheets  of 
white.  It  covers  everything.  It  sifts  into  every 
crack  and  crevice.  The  trees  bend  beneath  their  load, 
and  drifts  waist-deep  block  the  roads.  The  wind 
howls  around  the  comers  and  shrieks  down  the  chim- 
neys like  some  lost  spirit.  The  cold  grows  more  in- 
tense, and  none  but  the  bravest  venture  out,  for  "a 
good  old  New  England  blizzard,"  as  the  saying  is, 
has  us  in  its  clutches.  But  at  last  the  wind  dies  down, 
the  snow  ceases  to  fall,  and  slowly  the  sleeping  earth 
is  aroused,  and  loosened  from  the  storm's  fetters. 

Yes,  a  winter  in  Maine  is  cold.  When  the  ther- 
memeter  goes  down  to  10,  20,  even  30  degrees  below 
zero,  and  we  start  out  to  our  eight  o'clock  recitations, 
our  ears  tingle,  our  cheeks — and  alas,  our  noses,  too — 
g^ow  red.  But  for  all  the  cold  and  snow  our  winter  is 
delightful.     The  crisp  air  fills  us  with  energy.     The 
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merry  tinkle  of  the  sleigh-bell  sounds  like  music  to 
our  ears,  and  the  old  rhyme, 

"Jingle  bells,  jingle  bells 
Jingle  all  the  way; 
Oh  what  fun  it  is  to  ride 
In  a  one-horse  open  sleigh," 

sings   in  our  hearts. 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  features  of  our  winter  sea- 
son is  its  scenery.  Nothing  can  be  more  beautiful  in 
its  results  than  an  ice  storm,  which  coats  every  object 
with  crystals  of  ice  that  glitter  and  sparkle  in  the  sun- 
light, giving  a  fairy-palace  effect  to  everything  in 
sight.  It  is  a  rare  pleasure  to  ride  through  a  wooded 
country  road,  where  low-hanging  boughs,  winter 
weighed,  bend  to  meet  the  drifts  piled  high  on  either 
side;  then  to  emerge  into  a  clearing  where  all  before 
you  is  a  trackless  waste  of  glittering  snow,  fitting  all 
the  hollows  and  ridges ;  a  vast  sheet  of  marble,  sculp- 
tured from  below. 

And  then  we  have  our  winter  sports — sleighing, 
coasting,  skating,  snow-shoeing,  and  skeeing  af- 
ford one  round  of  gaiety.  There  is  no  prettier 
sight  than  the  river  or  lake,  when  the  shining  ice  is 
thick  with  skaters,  gliding  swiftly  and  gracefully 
along,  darting  now  this  way,  now  that,  while  the  sun 
flashes  back  from  the  gleaming  skates  and  lights  up 
the  gay  colors  of  the  skaters.  Even  those  who  do  not 
enjoy  skating  grow  enthusiastic  over  coasting.  What 
fun  it  is  to  go  flying  down  over  the  long,  icy  hills  on 
a  double  runner,  faster,  ever  faster,  whizzing  around 
the  curves  until  it  seems  as  if  the  merry  crowd  would 
surely  be  tipped  into  the  snow.  Quite  often  this  does 
happen,  but  it  only  increases  the  fun,  and  brushing  off 
the  snow,  they  start  up  the  hill  for  another  coast. 
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Even  when  the  snow  is  deep,  we  can  still  have  our 
long  tramps  through  woods  and  fields,  for  with 
snow-shoes  we  can  walk  on  top  of  the  snow.  This 
sport  is  often  amusing  as  well  as  exhilarating,  espe- 
cially if  there  is  a  beginner  in  the  party.  For  the  first 
time  one  comes  to  a  fence,  he  is  quite  likely  to  get  one 
foot  safely  over  only  to  find  it  facing  the  one  on  the 
other  side  of  the  fence,  which  refuses  to  cross  in  spite 
of  all  his  manoeuvring.  The  result  is  that  he  has  to 
unstrap  one  of  the  dumsy  shoes  before  he  can  pro- 
ceed. Some  who  are  more  daring  prefer  the  slender 
skees  to  snow-shoes,  and  go  shooting  down  over  long 
hills,  guiding  themselves  and  balancing  with  a  long 
pole. 

And  so  it  goes  until 

"The  warm  wind  comes  blowing  o'er  the  southern  seas," 

bringing  our  beautiful  New  England  spring. 

In  spite  of  cold  and  storms,  in  spite  of  red  noses  and 
chilled  ears,  we  girls  who  spend  our  winters  in  Maine 
would  not  exchange  places  with  Fraternity  sisters 
who  live  where  it  is  summer  all  the  time.

This  year  I  am  in  the  capital,  San  Juan,  and  have  been 
able  to  visit  many  of  the  numerous  historical  places.

Of  course  every  one  goes  to  El  Morro  and  Fort  San 
Cristobal  the  first  thing ;  to  El  Morro,  to  shudder  over 
the  dark  dungeons  and  subterranean  caverns  that  once 
echoed  dismally  to  the  cries  of  unfortunates  buried 
alive ;  to  San  Cristobal  to  stand  in  the  haunted  sentry- 
box  and  feel  delicious  shivers  while  the  guard  tells 
the  story  of  the  Spanish  soldier  on  duty  there,  oh  I 
perhaps  a  hundred  years  ago,  who  disappeared  and 
was  never  seen  again.  You  can  look  down  the  dizzy 
height  from  the  parapet  to  the  rocks  below,  where  the 
Atlantic  beats  in  hollow  monotone,  and  wonder  what 
did  become  of  the  poor  fellow  anyhow.  The  guard, 
a  native,  will  tell  you  that  the  devil  carried  him  away, 
and  you  really  feel  inclined  to  believe  it. 

El  Morro  and  San  Cristobal  are  filled  with  Ameri- 
can troops,  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  now  mount  the 
flagstaff  to  greet  the  dawn.  It  is  really  hard  to  believe 
that  it  was  not  always  so.  A  place  of  far  greater  in- 
terest to  me,  is  an  old  convent  on  Cristo  Street,  from 
which  the  nuns  fled  during  the  terrible  cyclone  of  San 
Ciriaco,  in  August,  1898.  It  is  a  huge  stone  building, 
covering  about  a  block.  It  was  built  somewhere  in 
the  early  seventeenth  century,  and  proclaims  its  age 
by  its  black  and  crumbling  walls,  by  its  moss  and  ivy- 
covered  towers,  and  sunken  stairways  of  stone.  It  is 
of  special  interest  because  the  hand  of  modem  man 
has  been  withheld  from  it.  All  the  legend  and  tradi- 
tion that  have  clustered  around  it  through  nearly  three 
centuries  is  its  heritage  still. 

The  massive  front  door  admits  the  visitor  into  the 
great  vestibule.  There  is  an  odd  kind  of  closet  di- 
rectly to  one  side  of  the  door,  with  a  small,  square 
opening  at  about  the  height  of  a  man's  head.  A  veil 
was  drawn  over  this  opening,  and  here  the  nun  re- 
ceived her  visitors — they  could  hear  her  voice,  but 
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could  not  see  her  face.  Imagine  visiting  a  favorite 
sister,  after  intervals  of  years,  in  this  manner !  Imag- 
ine the  comfort  in  clasping  a  thin,  penitentially-scarred 
hand  through  this  square,  and  to  hear  a  hollow  voice 
express  a  prayer  that  God  would  save  you  from  your 
sins!  I  wonder  whether  they  did  not  look  back  on 
bright  childhood  days  together,  and  human  emo- 
tion rise  and  overwhelm  them  as  they  stood  there. 

The  chapel  opens  from  the  vestibule.  The  altar  in 
this  room  is  magnificent  still.  Above  the  altar  is  a 
beautiful  painting,  the  "Adoration  of  the  Sacred 
Heart."  The  ceiling  of  the  chapel  is  above  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  the  convent.  Along  the  sides  on  the  sec- 
ond floor  are  the  little  openings  where  the  nuns  could 
stand — ^and  be  seen  by  the  worshippers  in  the  chapel 
below?  No,  indeed.  There  were  two  sliding  parti- 
tions, one  with  shutter-like  openings  turning  up,  the 
other  turning  down,  so  the  sound  could  pass  easily, 
but  not  even  a  shadow  be  seen. 

The  convent  is  built  around  a  beautiful  court,  filled 
(and  tended  now  by  a  family  which  lives  in  one  cor- 
ner of  the  building),  with  beautiful  tropical  vines, 
flowers,  and  shrubs.  Around  the  sides  of  the  con- 
vent, facing  the  court,  run  wide  balconies,  reached  by 
wide  staircases  of  stone.  One  could  easily  get  lost  in 
the  maze  of  corridors  and  stairways.  Every  spot  is 
interesting  in  its  medieval  decay,  but  a  few  rooms 
especially  so.  One  is  a  large  room,  with  a  stone  floor, 
in  which  the  sisters  were  wont  to  flog  each  other  daily, 
taking  turns  in  this  labor  of  love.  Why,  do  you  sup- 
pose? Because  they  were  mortal,  and,  therefore,  could 
not  be  perfect,  even  if  shut  in  from  every  human  de- 
sire and  happiness,  perhaps? 

Another  gruesomely  fascinating  place  is  the  burial- 
room.    It  is  entered  by  a  flight  of  steps  leading  down 
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from  the  ground  floor,  so  that  it  is  really  a  sort  of  cel- 
lar. It  is  very  small,  and  one  wonders  how  all  the 
sisters  who  died  during  those  centuries  found  rest 
for  their  bones  in  its  vaults,  until  the  mystery  is  ex- 
plained. A  crescent-shaped  opening  in  the  wall, 
about  three  feet  long,  was  pointed  out.  After  the  sis- 
ters had  reposed  in  state  for  a  sufiicient  length  of  time 
the  bones  were  taken  out  and  dumped  through  this 
opening  into  a  small  sealed  room  adjoining.  The 
Latin  inscription,  printed  on  the  opening,  would  make 
even  a  Christian  scientist  feel  creepy :  "Behold !  What 
you  are  now,  we  once  were;  what  we  are  now,  you 
soon  will  be!"  Then,  when  some  one,  who  can't  let 
bad  enough  alone,  lights  a  match,  and  you  gaze  in 
fearful  fascination  into  the  black  depths  of  that  sealed 
room — and  you  catch  a  glimpse  of  something  white — 
a  devout  sister's  skull  probably — you  turn  and  run  up 
the  stairs  as  fast  as  you  can,  up  to  where  the  ruise- 
nor  is  singing  love  songs  to  his  mate  in  a  jasmine 
bush  in  the  courtyard,  where  the  blessed  sunlight  of 
1907  is  sifting  through  its  shade.  It  is  a  pleasure  for 
me  to  think  of  the  young  nun  who  escaped  that  awful 
burying-place.  She  was  so  young  when  she  left,  that 
perhaps  she  forgot  its  horrors  and  became  happy. 
Hers  is  one  of  the  prettiest  legends  connected  with 
the  convent.  Her  lover  went  off  to  some  war,  and 
she  was  told  he  was  killed.  Of  course,  as  she  loved 
him  dearly,  the  only  thing  for  this  medieval  maiden 
to  do  was  to  take  the  veil.  She  did  so,  and  was  as 
happily  miserable  as  she  had  wished  to  be,  and  more, 
too,  perhaps.  She  must  have  been  taking  more  inter- 
est in  mundane  affairs  than  she  should,  for  one  even- 
ing, when  she  went  up  to  startle  the  rats  and  bats  in 
the  old  belfry  with  the  vesper's  bell,  she  peeped 
through  a  window  which  the  mother  superior  must 
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have  forgotten  was  there,  and  saw — her  lover,  walk- 
ing sadly  past.  In  some  way  she  attracted  his  atten- 
tion. That  very  night  he  sent  up  on  a  rope  a  dress  for 
her,  and  leaving  her  nun's  vows  and  garments  be- 
hind, she  came  down  the  rope  and  they  were  mar- 
ried that  night  by  a  priest,  who  little  dreamed  what 
treachery  he  was  aiding.  I  hope  this  legend  is  true. 
Every  one  says  it  is,  and  I  am  going  to  believe  it,  for 
I  am  so  glad  to  think  that  one  victim,  at  least,  escaped. 

And  so  endeth  the  second  lesson.

FROM  DRESDEN  TO  AUSSIG 


THROUGH   THE   HEART  OF   SAXON   SWITZERLAND 

Saxon  Switzerland,  at  last,  and  its  famous  scenery, 
of  which  I  had  heard  so  much!  To-day  we  were  to 
bid  a  sad  farewell  to  Dresden,  the  city  where  I  had 
worshipped  for  weeks  at  the  shrine  of  Art  and  Beauty 
and  Music. 

Only  the  thought  of  what  was  awaiting  us  could 
have  lured  me  away.  It  was  that  unknown  which  has 
an  irresistible  fascination  for  us  all.  We  long  for  it, 
cross  seas  and  continents  in  search  of  it,  give  up  real 
comforts  for  we  know  not  what,  all  for  the  gratifica- 
tion of  this  craving  for  the  unknown.  For  that  reason 
and  that  alone,  was  I  willing  to  take  the  train  for 
Potschau    that  beautiful  summer  morning. 

We  were  still  sorrowing  at  the  thought  of  having 
said  a  last  adieu  to  Dresden,  when  we  were  inter- 
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rupted  in  our  meditations  by  finding  ourselves  at  Pots- 
chau,  where  we  scrambled  out  to  take  the  ferry  across 
the  river  to  Wehlen,  a  small  village,  where  the  jour- 
ney on  foot  through  the  Uttewalder  Grund  to  the  Bas- 
tei  was  begun. 

Mountains  loomed  before  us  on  all  sides,  seemingly 
unclimbable,  as  if  forbidding  all  desecration  of  their 
loveliness.  There  is  no  cause  to  fear  losing  one's  way 
in  Germany,  however.  While  looking  around  to  find 
some  one  of  whom  I  might  inquire  the  way  I  saw  a 
huge  guide-post  pointing  the  way,  and  at  every  turn 
and  fork  of  the  road  were  more  guide-posts.  We  be- 
gan the  ascent  at  once,  first  winding  up  and  around  the 
mountain,  then  gradually  down  again,  passing  through 
deep,  shaded  ravines,  with  high  rock  walls  rising  sky- 
ward on  all  sides.  The  mid-day  sun  tried  in  vain  to 
reach  us  here.  There  was  a  cool  fragrance  in  the  air ; 
a  feeling  of  peace  and  tranquility  diffused  itself 
throughout;  the  restfulness  of  nature  and  the  beauty 
of  the  universe  enveloped  all  things.  Tiny  brooklets 
murmured  softly  as  they  crept  past  mossy  banks,  as  if 
loath  to  leave  this  enchanted  spot,  the  trees  sighed 
gently  at  their  going,  the  tall  ferns  and  dainty  wild 
flowers  growing  along  the  banks  leaned  to  caress  the 
rippling  water  as  it  passed. 

Deeper  and  deeper  into  the  leafy  wilderness  we 
went.  It  was  the  wildest  country  I  had  yet  seen  in 
Europe,  but  we  had  not  escaped  the  many  signs  of 
civilization.  The  work  of  man  was  to  be  seen  on  all 
sides — the  splendid  road,  smooth  and  white  as  a  mar- 
ble pavement;  the  comfortable  benches  placed  at  in- 
tervals along  the  roadside  for  the  very  weary;  the 
signs  and  guide-posts  at  every  cross-road,  making  it 
impossible  for  the  stranger  to  lose  his  way;  wayside 
inns  and  tiny  restaurants  for  hungry  and  thirsty  man 
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or  beast.  This  was,  indeed,  Europe,  the  most  highly 
civilized  of  continents.  Man  had  been  here  and  done 
his  part  The  beauties  of  nature  and  the  comforts  of 
civilization  were  both  within  the  traveler's  reach. 

Over  the  hills,  down  and  up  again  we  went, 
through  the  shadiest  winding  lanes  in  the  world. 
What  a  glorious  place  to  spend  a  honeymoon !  To  be 
able  to  tramp  for  days  through  this  ideal  land  with 
only  your  beloved  one  and  nature  for  company,  and 
no  jarring  note  from  the  outer  world  to  mar  your 
tranquility  and  happiness!  It  was  a  spot  for  loving 
and  for  dreaming,  where  dreams  seemed  more  beau- 
tiful than  realities. 

Through  this  dreamland  we  passed  until  we  came 
to  the  Bastei,  the  highest  point  for  many  miles 
around,  and  here  we  forgot  our  dreams  in  the  joy  of 
the  glorious  reality  spread  out  before  us.  The  fertile 
Elbe  Valley,  richly  cultivated  and  dotted  with  numer- 
ous small  villages  along  its  banks,  stretched  out  for 
miles  and  miles  before  us  until  it  lost  itself  in  the  dis- 
tant horizon.  The  rocky  peaks  resembled  g^eat  im- 
pregnable castles,  and  there,  in  the  foreground,  were 
the  fortress-crowned  heights  of  Konigstein  and  Lilien- 
stein.  On  every  side  was  the  same  magnificent  sweep, 
as  beautiful  and  as  promising  as  the  land  of  Canaan 
must  have  looked  to  the  Israelites.  Long  we  gazed  at 
the  scene,  overcome  by  the  thoughts  and  emotions  the 
place  inspired.  A  great  pity  welled  up  in  my  heart 
for  all  those  lovers  of  beauty  and  nature  who  were  de- 
prived of  such  an  exquisite  pleasure  as  I  was  now  en- 
joying. We  were  loath  to  leave  the  summit  toward 
which  we  had  worked  for  so  many  hours,  but  when 
we  reached  the  Bastei  Bridge,  that  famous  seven- 
arched  bridge  of  stone  connecting  the  rocky  pinnacles 
that  here  rise  from  the  valley,  the  prospect  seemed,  if 
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possible,  even  more  magnificent  than  before,  and 
again  we  stood  drinking  it  in  as  if  each  moment 
would  be  our  last  on  earth. 

Slowly  we  proceeded  onward  down  steep  and  un- 
even steps  cut  in  the  very  rock  itself.  So  steep  it  was 
in  places  that  we  thought  we  would  tumble  straight 
to  the  river's  brink.  Down  to  the  village  of  Rathen 
we  went,  passing  tiny  dwellings  scarcely  larger  than 
huts,  and  often  there  issued  forth  a  bright-eyed,  rosy- 
cheeked  peasant  lass  with  a  handful  of  the  ever- 
present  post-cards,  tempting  us  to  buy. 

For  days  would  I  have  lingered  willingly  in  this 
lovely  spot,  wandering  where  my  errant  fancy  led 
me,  but  it  was  not  to  be.  The  next  morning  we  took 
a  "Luxus  Fahrt"  to  Aussig  on  one  of  the  largest, 
fastest  and  best  boats  on  the  Elbe,  and  one  which  took 
us  through  the  very  heart  of  Saxon  Switzerland  and 
over  the  German  border  into  Bohemia. 

It  was  a  glorious  day  in  August,  a  day  made  for 
such  a  journey  in  the  land  made  famous  by  poets' 
songs.  There  was  Lilienstein,  and  just  opposite  was 
Konigstein,  those  great  fortress-crowned  peaks  stand- 
ing like  giant  sentinels  guarding  the  little  villages  nest- 
ling so  confidingly  at  their  feet.  On  we  went,  past 
Schandau,  a  prosperous  town,  glorying  in  its  row 
of  handsome  looking  hotels  and  pretty  gardens  spread 
out  as  if  to  allure  the  passing  tourist. 

As  we  continued  our  way  down  the  winding  Elbe 
each  turn  brought  fresh  beauties  before  our  eager 
eyes.  It  reminded  me  most  pleasantly  of  the  Rhine. 
The  castles  were  replaced  by  the  rock-crowned  peaks 
and  thickly-wooded  hills,  which  were  equally  romantic 
and  appealing.  Nowhere  are  comparisons  more  odi- 
ous than  when  traveling.  Every  river,  every  city, 
every  village,  every  landscape  has  a  beauty,  a  fasci- 
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nation,  an  individuality  of  its  own  that  leaves  no  room 
for  comparisons. 

Then  we  passed  Herrnskretschen,  a  village  of  ap- 
parently three  or  four  houses,  and  these  situated  on 
both  banks  of  a  turbulent  little  mountain  stream  that 
here  joins  the  quiet-flowing  Elbe.  Soon  we  were  ex- 
cited by  seeing  something  in  the  distance  that  resem- 
bled a  bridge  spanning  the  Elbe,  the  first  we  had 
seen  since  leaving  Dresden.  It  was  Tetschen,  an  im- 
portant manufacturing  town  and  one  of  the  pleasant- 
est  and  most  attractive  spots  in  the  smiling  Elbe  Val- 
ley. Many  passengers  alighted  here,  intending  to  make 
a  long  stay.  It  was,  indeed,  a  tempting  spot,  and  I  was 
inclined  to  envy  them,  but  I  was  bound  for  Bohemia ! 

Across  the  river  from  Tetschen  is  the  smaller  town 
of  Bodenbach,  with  the  Austrian  custom-house,  and 
now  we  were  in  that  other  land  famed  in  song  and 
story.  Already  the  scenery  began  to  look  different, 
fewer  cliffs  and  mountains,  and  a  more  hilly  and  un- 
dulating landscape.  Vineyards  and  pasture  lands 
cover  hills  and  valleys  alike.  Here  and  there  in  the 
broader  valleys,  set  down  in  a  haphazard  manner,  are 
the  greenest,  grassiest  hillocks  in  the  world,  looking 
as  if  they  had  been  carpeted  with  a  soft,  green,  shim- 
mering velvet.  And  so  it  continued  until  we  reached 
Aussig,  our  stopping  place  for  the  night. 

Aussig,  my  first  real  glimpse  of  Bohemia — shall  I 
ever  forget  it?  Only  a  small  shipping  town,  situated 
at  a  sweeping  bend  in  the  river,  with  one  street  car, 
half  a  dozen  hotels,  and  about  fifteen  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, and  yet  it  has  left  a  lasting  impression. 

We  strolled  around  after  supper  to  look  at  the 
quaint  old  place,  which  rambles  all  over  the  small 
space  alloted  to  it  among  the  hills  and  cliffs,  and  ends 
with  a  start  at  the  river  bank  and  up  against  the  side 
of  the  walls  of  rock.    A  prettier  picture  was  awaiting 
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US  when  we  turned  and  strolled  down  by  the  river, 
where  all  the  life  of  the  village  seemed  to  be  concen- 
trated. The  many  small  boats  lying  along  the  riverside 
with  their  myriad  lights  formed  a  city  among  them- 
selves. The  families  who  live  in  them  from  year  to 
year  were  sitting  in  groups  on  the  bank  seemingly  quite 
happy  and  contented  with  their  lot — a  hard-working, 
simple-hearted  people,  enjoying  their  rest  and  a  quiet 
chat  with  their  neighbors. 

It  was  a  beautiful  scene  by  night — the  broad  bend 
of  the  river  on  which  nestled  the  little  village,  rejoic- 
ing in  its  splendid  natural  harbor,  where  gleamed 
the  many-colored  lights  of  the  coaling  boats  anchored 
there,  while  from  the  town  came  an  answering  gleam 
of  twinkling  lights,  upon  all  of  which  brilliancy  the 
sombre  cliffs  looked  grimly  down.  The  boatmen, 
their  wives  and  children,  sat  unheeding  upon  the 
banks,  and  their  soft  voices  were  wafted  on  gentle 
breezes  to  eager  ears.  How  alert  all  our  senses 
seemed  in  this  strange  land  amid  these  unfamiliar 
scenes ! 

Long  I  sat  at  my  window  that  night,  drinking  in 
the  beauty  and  the  strangeness  of  the  scene.  As  I 
sat  the  people  left  the  banks  and  soon  the  ships  began 
to  pass  in  the  night,  slowly,  noisily  to  the  creaking  of 
chains,  a  long  procession  of  gleaming  lights,  of  soft 
voices,  of  dark  shapes  gliding  mysteriously  by,  out 
into  the  silent  night.  A  veiled  moon  and  I  watched 
on;  presently  the  moon  deserted  me,  frightened  away 
by  the  soft  but  unmistakable  steps  of  approaching 
dawn.  What  a  glorious  night  it  had  been,  with  the 
river,  the  lights,  the  boats,  and  the  irresistible  charm 
of  Bohemia  for  company.  To  me  Aussig  will  always 
mean  Bohemia  and  Beauty  and  Romance,  and  a  won- 
derful moonlit  night  of  beautiful  dreams.

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THE  AUTHOR  OF  THE   SORORITY  HANDBOOK 


There  have  been  few  of  the  Greek  letter  journals 
lately  that  have  not  had  something  to  say  about  the 
Sorority  Handbook,  and  almost  all  comments  have 
been  favorable.  The  Handbook  means  a  g^eat  deal 
to  the  sorority  world  because  it  is  the  first  book  of  its 
kind ;  that  is,  the  first  devoted  exclusively  and  exhaust- 
ively to  the  sororities  and  their  interests.  While 
Baird's  Manual  must  always  be  a  valued  text-book  for 
the  student  of  general  fraternity  matters,  still  Mrs. 
Martin's  product  is  a  more  convenient  ready  reference 
book  for  sorority  data,  and  contains  many  interesting 
facts  which  cannot  be  found  in  Mr.  Baird's  book.  It 
is,  in  truth,  a  book  which  every  intelligent  and  inter- 
ested member  of  a  sorority  should  possess  and  study. 
The  popularity  of  Mrs.  Martin's  book  is  attested  by  the 
fact  that  within  a  year  two  editions  have  been  found 
necessary.  But  the  Sorority  Handbook  speaks  for 
itself,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  in  the  Eleu- 
sis  to  tell  something  about  its  author. 

Ida  Shaw  Martin  should  be  known  to  us  all.  While 
only  one  of  our  orders  can  claim  her  in  membership, 
still  she  belongs,  nevertheless,  to  the  whole  sorority 
world,  and  her  efforts  are  by  no  means  kept  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  field  of  her  own  fraternity. 

As  there  is  so  much  written  about  heredity  in  these 
days,  our  readers  will  not  be  surprised  at  learning 
something  about  her  parents ;  besides  it  is  a  pretty  ro- 
mance. They  help  one  the  better  to  understand  Mrs. 
Martin,  her  breadth  of  view,  her  intellectual  ability, 
and  her  interest  in  people. 
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Her  mother,  who  was  from  an  English  family  of 
scholars,  spent  her  youth  on  one  of  our  southern  plan- 
tations. Her  father  was  from  an  old  New  Hampshire 
family.  He  went  West  early  in  life,  and  in  1861  en- 
listed in  an  Indiana  regiment,  which  was  quartered 
for  some  time  on  the  southern  plantation  just  men- 
tioned. The  hero  and  heroine  of  this  story  were  both 
very  musical.  The  result  was  another  version  of  Page's 
Meh  Lady  story.  There  was,  of  course,  much  opposi- 
tion to  the  marriage  in  that  time  of  bitter  feeling,  but 
after  the  war  it  was  finally  consummated.  They  lived 
in  St.  Louis,  and  this  was  the  birthplace  of  Sarah  Ida 
Shaw. 

When  she  was  seven  years  old  her  parents  moved 
to  Boston,  that  city  of  culture  and  learning,  where  her 
home  has  since  been,  and  where  she  received  her  edu- 
cation. A  college  education  for  a  girl  was  almost  tm- 
heard  of  when  she  first  came  to  Boston,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  Boston  University  cast  "the  higher  edu- 
cation" in  her  way.  Her  parents  were  fortunately 
liberal-minded,  owing  probably  to  their  western  resi- 
dence, and  the  "new  woman"  bugbear  did  not  scare 
them.  And  Mrs.  Martin  is  a  type  of  the  new  woman 
at  her  best — the  woman  whose  character  and  intellect 
are  well-rounded  and  deepened  by  contact  with  the 
best  thoughts  of  the  past  and  experience  with  the  liv- 
ing present. 

After  her  graduation  from  the  Girls'  Latin  School 
she  entered  Boston  University.  Here  her  interest  in 
the  sorority  question,  which  later  meant  so  much  to 
her,  was  aroused,  curiously  enough,  by  her  antagon- 
ism to  the  whole  idea.  She  had  a  strong  prejudice 
against  fraternities,  induced  by  the  stories  she  had 
heard  of  the  dreadful  hazings  and  episodes  connected 
with  the  Greek-letter  societies  at  Harvard.  She  be- 
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Heved,  therefore,  that  these  societies  were  the  inven- 
tion of  the  Evil  One,  and  was  shocked  on  finding  some 
of  them  among  the  women  in  Boston  University.  Her 
firm  determination  was  "to  have  nothing  to  do  with 
them !" 

Boston  University  had  no  dormitories  and  almost 
no  general  student  social  life.  It  was  a  round  of 
study  and  catching  trains  home,  and  so  college  life 
seemed  to  this  young  woman,  in  her  freshman  and 
sophomore  years,  to  present  little  opportunity  for  com- 
ing to  know  people.  In  her  junior  year,  however,  as 
"electives"  kept  her  more  around  college,  she  began  to 
see  the  advantage  of  membership  in  societies.  Her 
eyes  began  to  open  to  other  things,  too :  the  needs  of 
those  women  students  who  came  from  great  distances, 
attracted  by  the  fascination  of  Boston  as  a  literary 
center,  students  who  were  strangers  in  a  big  city,  and 
for  whose  physical,  social,  or  spiritual  welfare  the 
University  took  little  heed.  The  enrollment  was  in- 
creasing every  year.  There  were  at  this  time  three 
Sororities  here:  K  K  r  (1882),  A  ^  (1883),  T  <>  B 
(1887).  It  was  in  her  senior  year  (1888),  that  Mrs. 
Martin  accomplished  the  founding  of  another  society 
with  the  help  of  three  other  seniors,  and  AAA  came 
into  existence.  The  Tri-Delta  history,  recently  issued, 
states  that  Mrs.  Martin  is  largely  responsible  for  the 
Fraternity's  ritual,  constitution,  and  emblems,  and  that 
she  is  the  designer  of  the  badge.  She  worked  inde- 
fatigably  for  her  society  in  its  early  days,  all  through 
the  busy  years  of  teaching  which  followed  her  g^adua- 
ation,  and  was  for  twelve  years  Grand  President. 

Her  marriage  did  not  cause  her  to  lose  her  interest 
in  matters  educational  (Mrs.  Martin  considers  the 
sorority  a  factor  in  education,  too!),  for  her  husband 
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is  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  largest  school  districts  in 
Boston. 

Then  came  a  great  and  crushing  sorrow  into  her 
life  in  the  loss  of  her  only  child,  a  boy  of  about  seven. 
For  a  long  time  she  was  ill  and  stricken  from  this 
blow.  But  gradually  interest  in  living  came  back  to 
her,  and  it  makes  the  believer  in  the  good  of  the  soror- 
ity glad  to  think  that  it  has  been  largely  through  her 
sorority  work.  At  least  this  is  what  she  herself  says, 
and  she  ought  to  know.  It  happened  this  way :  Miss 
Fitch,  editor  of  the  Trident,  wrote,  asking  Mrs.  Mar- 
tin for  some  assistance  in  some  work  for  her  maga- 
zine. Doubting  her  powers  and  still  ill  in  body,  Mrs. 
Martin,  with  a  flash  of  her  old-time  energy,  endeav- 
ored to  respond.  The  very  effort  was  the  first  step 
in  her  recovery.  Then,  after  a  visit  from  Miss  Fitch — 
herself  an  inspiring  and  helpful  personality — it  seemed 
that  life  came  back  to  the  Sorority  Handbook's  au- 
thor with  the  preparation  of  her  book.  For  at  Miss 
Fitch's  suggestion  she  determined  to  give  the  fra- 
ternity ^orld  the  benefit  of  the  data  she  had  been  col- 
lecting. She  hopes  and  expects  to  make  the  Hand- 
book an  annual  issue,  since  it  has  received  a  so  cordial 
welcome.  There,  meanwhile,  in  her  beautiful  home, 
"Iveagh  Park,"  in  Canton,  Mass.,  among  her  groves 
of  splendid  trees,  she  is  getting  well  again,  and  able 
to  take  up  work  along  various  lines,  stimulated  al- 
ways by  her  interest  in  her  sorority  work.  She  be- 
lieves this  to  be  a  worthy  cause,  for  she  looks  upon  the 
thousands  who  compose  the  sororities  to-day  as  a 
united  body  of  educated  women  striving  toward  the 
grandest  of  ideals — ^the  perfection  of  womanhood  and 
all  that  means  in  the  uplift  of  mankind. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SIXTH  INTER  ^  SORORriY 

CONFERENCE 


The  Sixth  Inter-Sorority  Conference  met  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 13,  3  p.  m.,  for  its  first  session,  with  Miss  Holcombe,  Chi 
Omega,  in  the  chair.  Miss  Elda  L.  Smith,  Pi  Beta  Phi,  acted 
as  secretary. 

The  following  delegates,  after  presenting  credentials,  were 
enrolled :

The  secretary  read  a  summary  of  the  work  of  the  five 
Inter-Sorority  Conferences  prepared  by  Miss  Gamble  for  the 
use  of  new  delegates.  Miss  Holcombe  read  her  report  as 
secretary  of  the  I.  S.  C.  Her  summary  of  the  year's  achieve- 
ments follows: 

After  the  close  of  the  Fifth  I.  S.  C,  1,000  copies  of  the 
minutes  were  printed  and  circulated,  with  500  copies  of  the 
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model  constitution  for  Pan-Hellenics.  Later,  800  copies  of 
the  report  of  the  delegate  to  the  Deans'  Conference  were 
printed  and  circulated.  The  secretary  took  the  liberty  to 
divide  into  two,  motions  the  resolution  against  high  school 
sororities.    It  was  made  to  read: 

Motion  I.  Resolved,  That  sororities  in  high  schools  and 
other  secondary  schools  should  be  discountenanced. 

Motion  II.  Moved  that  after  four  years  from  date  of  noti- 
fication by  Grand  Presidents,  each  Sorority  in  the  Inter- 
Sorority  Conference  refuse  to  admit  any  young  woman  who 
has  been  a  member  of  a  sorority  in  a  high  school  or  second- 
ary school. 

Voting  blanks  were  sent  to  all  Grand  Secretaries  and  a 
vote  called  for.  The  secretary  delayed  calling  for  the  result 
of  the  vote  in  order  that  the  subject  might  be  discussed  in  the 
journals  before  final  action  was  taken.  The  result  of  the 
vote  occurs  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

The  dispensations  to  Wisconsin  and  to  Michigan,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Fifth  I.  S.  C,  were  ratified  by  the  Grand 
Presidents. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  investigate  the  law  concerning 
the  making  and  wearing  of  jewelry  by  unauthorized  persons. 
She  did  much  corresponding  on  the  subject,  and  is  indebted 
to  Wright,  Kay  &  Co.,  Detroit,  Mich.,  for  an  extensive  article 
taken  from  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  journal.  From  it  a  conclusion 
is  reached  that  there  is  no  law  that  covers  the  question.  The 
jewelers  think  such  a  law  would  be  hard  to  enforce. 

The  secretary  wishes  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  send- 
ing the  various  sorority  journals  to  the  secretary  of  I.  S.  C. 
Some  journals  reached  her  promptly,  but  from  some  editors 
no  copies  were  received.  Complaint  was  made  to  her  that  the 
grand  officers  also  do  not  receive  the  exchanges. 

The  chairman  appointed  a  committee  on  recommendations, 
Mrs.  Parmerlee  and  Mrs.  Canby. 

Reports  were  read  from  all  twelve  sororities  composing  the 
I.  S.  C.  The  reports  considered:  (a)  Conflicts  and  difficul- 
ties arising  in  Pan-Hellenics;  (b)  Attitude  of  sorority  on 
high  school  sororities;  (c)  All  convention  action  bearing  upon 
the  Conference  or  Inter-Sorority  relations;  (d)  Recommend- 
ations to  the  Conference;  (e)  Suggestions  for  improvement 
in  Pan-Hellenic  organizations. 
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The  remainder  of  the  session  was  spent  in  discussion  of 
the  exact  meaning  and  wording  of  the  I.  S.  C.  Constitution.  To 
facilitate  matters,  the  chair  appointed  Mrs.  Lieb,  Miss 
Mathews  and  Mrs.  Norton  to  act  as  a  committee  to  examine 
the  present  tentative  constitution  and  receive  all  recommenda- 
tions suggested. 

Adjourned. 

INTER-SORORITY    CONFERENCE^    SECOND    SESSION 

This  session  convened  Saturday,  September  14,  at  9 130  a.  m., 
and  was  given  up  to  the  reports  of  committees.  Alpha  Phi, 
who  has  been  appointed  to  investigate  conditions  at  Michigan 
University,  reported  a  decided  advance  in  Pan-Hellenic  spirit 
there.  The  chairman  of  I.  S.  C.  is  authorized  to  send  word  to 
each  chapter  at  Michigan  University  that  the  dispensation 
recommended  by  I.  S.  C.  and  granted  by  the  Grand  Presidents 
expires  September  23.  In  addition,  each  delegate  is  to  send 
word  to  her  Grand  President  to  so  notify  her  chapter  at 
Michigan.  The  I.  S.  C.  extends  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Woodward  for  her  efforts  toward  adjusting  the  difficulties 
at  Michigan. 

The  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  delegate  reported  the  result  of 
her  study  of  conditions  at  Wisconsin  University.  Mention 
was  made  of  the  meeting  of  Madison  women,  who  adopted 
resolutions  advocating  moderation  in  social  affairs.  Kappa 
Kappa  Gamma  was  continued  as  a  standing  committee  for 
the  same  study  a  year  longer,  and  Mrs.  Canby  was  asked 
to  express  to  the  Pan-Hellenic  at  Madison  the  approval  by 
I.  S.  C.  of  the  improvement  there.  The  chairman  of  I.  S.  C. 
was  ordered  to  notify  the  Pan-Hellenic  at  Wisconsin  that  her 
dispensation  expires  at  the  Seventh  I.  S.  C,  1908. 

The  difficulties  experienced  at  Syracuse  were  discussed,  and 
Mrs.  McElroy  and  Miss  Thompson  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  work  through  their  Grand  Councils  toward  an 
adjustment. 

Mrs.  Tennant  read  her  report  on  Social  Service  and  Pan- 
Hellenics.  She  reported  that  lists  of  four  questions  had 
been  sent  to  each  Sorority  visiting  delegate,  and  to  a  few 
persons  identified  with  colleges  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
their  statements  valuable.  From  the  replies  she  obtained 
the  following  facts: 
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1.  Where  Pan-Hellenic  compacts  have  been  agreed  upon 
and  then  dishonored,  in  every  case,  without  exception,  the 
trouble  has  centered  in  a  small  selfishness  that  has  justly 
brought  criticism  on  the  entire  sorority  body.  There  has 
been  no  care  for  "the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number," 
and  apparently  no  realization  that  principle  should  stand 
before  indtTHdual  preference.  On  the  other  hand,  where  an 
earnest  attempt  has  been  made  to  follow  a  Pan-Hellenic  agree- 
ment, snobbishness  to  a  large  extent  is  dying  out,  as  a  con- 
sequence of  a  more  intelligent  understanding  of  each  other's 
motives  and  standards;  certain  evils,  such  as  the  large 
expense  connected  with  "rushing,"  are  acknowledged;  and  a 
strong  current  is  setting  in  the  direction  of  alma  mater  first, 
fraternity,  if  necessary,  second. 

2.  The  sorority  girl  finds  her  social  needs  very  adequately 
met  in  her  own  group,  consequently  she  does  not  readily  see 
the  need  of  identifying  herself  with  Woman's  Leagues  and 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  "Noblesse  oblige — noble  birth  implies  responsi- 
bility." We  believe  the  sorority  was  bom  rightly,  and  to 
recognize  her  own  powers  is  the  present  responsibility. 

3.  There  is  a  rapidly  growing  sentiment  of  kindliness 
toward  the  non-fraternity  student. 

4.  There  is  an  earnest  expression  against  the  evils  of  rush- 
ing— over-elaborateness  of  entertainment,  neglect  of  regular 
college  work,  and  unwarranted  expenditures. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Miss  Thompson  and  Miss 
Mathews  was  appointed,  with  two  purposes:  (a)  to  reprint 
the  Pan-Hellenic  Model  Constitution,  appending  to  it  the 
various  recommendations  for  the  serious  consideration  of  Pan- 
Hellenic  associations;  and  (b)  to  collect  during  the  year  a 
copy  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  rules  from  each  association,  these 
rules  to  be  incorporated  in  a  pamphlet  for  the  instruction  of 
Pan-Hellenic  associations,  and  for  printing  in  each  of  the 
sorority  journals. 

Miss  Smith  was  appointed  to  draw  up  a  letter  to  be  sent 
to  alumnae  clubs,  telling  them  of  the  purposes  of  I.  S.  C,  and 
urging  their  assistance  in  solving  local  Pan-Hellenic  difficul- 
ties. Mrs.  Tennant  was  asked  to  make  a  summary  of  her 
report,  to  be  included  in  this  letter. 

For  the  benefit  of  girls  living  in  sorority  houses,  Mrs. 
Tennant  will  have  a  list  of  women  who  might  be  obtained 
as  chaperones. 
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The  Conference  considered  the  application  for  membership 
in  I.  S.  C.  from  Alpha  Delta  Phi  Sorority,  and  instructed 
the  chairman  to  inform  them  that  they  do  not  meet  the 
requirements  for  membership. 

Adjourned. 

JNTER-SOSORTTY    CONFERENCE^    THIRD    SESSION 

After  the  annual  luncheon  of  the  I.  S.  C.  delegates  the 
Conference  convened  in  third  session  at  2  p.  m. 

Mrs.  Leib  gave  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
modify  the  wording  of  the  Constitution,  making  it  read  as 
follows : 

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Inter-Sorority 
Conference. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  object  of  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference  shall  be  to 
improve  the  methods  of  rushing  and  pledging,  and  to  consider 
questions  of  general  interest  to  the  sorority  world. 

ARTICLE   III 

ORGANIZATION 

The  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  one  delegate  from 
each  national  sorority  represented. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EUGIBILITY   TO    MEMBERSHIP 

No  sorority  shall  be  represented  in  the  Conference  which 
has  less  than  five  chapters,  or  which  has  any  chapter  in  an 
mstitution  below  collegiate  rank. 
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ARTICLE  V 

MEEnNGS 

The  Conference  shall  assemble  annually,  time  and  place  of 
the  following  meeting  to  be  arranged  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CALLING   OF    MEETINGS 

Section  i.  The  meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  called 
by  the  sororities  in  rotation. 

Section  2.    The  official  list  shall  be: 

1.  Pi  Beta  Phi. 

2.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

3.  Kappa  Kappa  Ganmia. 

4.  Delta  Gamma. 

5.  Alpha  Phi. 

6.  Gamma  Phi  Beta. 

7.  Alpha  Chi  Omeg^. 

8.  Delta  Delta  Delta. 

9.  Alpha  Xi  Delta. 

10.  Chi  Omega. 

11.  Sigma  Kappa. 

12.  Alpha  Omicron  Pi. 

Section  3.  Additions  to  official  list  shall  be  made  in  order 
of  election  to  membership. 

Section  4.  The  delegate  from  the  sorority  calling  the  Con- 
ference shall  act  as  chairman,  and  the  delegate  from  the 
sorority  next  in  order  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  Confer- 
ence, and  shall  continue  in  office  until  she  calls  the  next  Con- 
ference. 

ARTICLE  VII 

POWERS 

The  powers  of  this  organization  shall  be  two- fold:  First, 
to  propose  legislation  to  the  sororities;  second,  to  act,  upon 
request,  as  a  standing  court  of  appeals  to  settle  local  difficul- 
ties reported  to  it  by  the  sororities  or  by  the  Pan-Hellenic 
Associations. 
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ARTICLE  Vm 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  i.  Chairman:  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  the 
meetings. 

Section  2.  Secretary:  The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be 
as  follows: 

She  shall  keep  the  minutes. 

She  shall  send  reports  of  the  Conference,  within  two  weeks 
after  adjournment  to  the  members  of  the  Conference  and  to 
all  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  sororities  represented  in  the 
Conference,  for  distribution  to  chapters  aand  officers  of  their 
sororities. 

She  shall  issue  questions  proposed  by  the  Conference  to 
the  Grand  Secretaries  for  presentation  to  their  sororities 
and  shall,  upon  receipt  of  the  result,  send  notice  of  same 
to  all  Grand  Secretaries. 

She  shall  report  all  measures  of  Inter- Sorority  interest 
passed  by  any  Grand  Council,  or  by  any  convention,  at  once 
to  the  Conference. 

She  shall  send  to  each  Grand  Secretary  voting  blanks  for 
all  motions  submitted  to  the  sororities  by  the  Conference. 

She  shall  prepare  the  program  of  the  next  Conference 
meeting  and  the  instructions  to  delegates,  and  shall  issue  the 
call  for  the  next  meeting. 

She  shall  have  power,  on  application  from  any  Pan-Hellenic 
Association,  to  appoint  a  member  of  the  Conference,  whose 
sorority  interests  are  not  involved  in  the  question  at  issue, 
to  investigate  and  arbitrate  any  difficulty  arising  in  the  Pan- 
Hellenic.  Expenses  of  the  one  sent  are  to  be  paid  by  the 
local  Pan-Hellenic. 

ARTICLE   IX 

METHODS    OF   PROCEDURE 

Section  i.  Actions  of  Inter- Sorority  interest  passed  by  any 
Grand  Council  or  at  any  Grand  Convention  shall  be  reported 
at  once  to  the  secretary  of  the  Conference,  and  also  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  each  sorority  represented  in  the  Con- 
ference. 
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Section  2.  Suggestions  offered  by  the  Conference  shall  be 
submitted  as  soon  as  possible  by  the  secretary  to  all  the  Grand 
Secretaries  of  the  sororities  represented  in  the  Conference. 
Voting  blanks  may  be  used  for  all  motions  submitted  to  the 
sororities,  and  the  result  of  the  vote  announced  by  each 
Grand  Secretary  to  the  secretary  of  the  Conference  within 
two  months. 

Section  3.  The  Conference  secretary  shall  then  announce 
the  result  to  all  Grand  Councils  and  chapters.  The  motions 
that  have  received  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  sororities 
shall  at  once  become  binding  upon  all  chapters,  the  Grand 
Councils  being  responsible  for  the  observance. 

ARTICLE   X 

LEGISLATION 

Legislation  enacted  by  a  sorority  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Conference  can  be  repealed  or  modified  only  by  formal  action 
of  the  sororities,  who  must  follow  the  reg^ular  order  of  pro- 
cedure (Art  IX).  Legislation  cannot  be  changed  by  any 
one  sorority,  or  by  the  Inter- Sorority  Conference. 

ARTICLE  XI 

AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
all  the  sororities  represented  in  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference. 

On  balloting,  each  delegate  voted  in  favor  of  adopting  the 
Constitution  as  presented,  with  the  exception  of  Alpha  Omi- 
cron  Pi,  who  had  not  yet  been  instructed  by  her  sorority. 

In  reporting  the  result  of  the  vote  on  the  High  School 
Sorority  question,  Miss  Holcombe  announced  that  Motion  I 
(that  sororities  in  high  schools  and  other  secondary  schools 
be  discountenanced)  had  carried  every  sorority  except  Alpha 
Omicron  Pi,  who  had  been  unable  to  give  a  definite  vote, 
since  the  voting  blanks  did  not  reach  her.  Her  delegate, 
however,  reported  that  she  concurred  in  Motion  I.  The  vote 
on  Motion  II  was  not  unanimous  with  the  eleven  fraternities 
heard  from. 
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A  motion  was  carried  that  a  protest  be  formulated  and  sent 
to  Mrs.  Martin  and  Mr.  Baird  asking  them  to  use  their  influ- 
ence against  high  school  sororities  by  inserting  articles  against 
these  organizations  in  the  next  editions  of  their  books.  The 
editors  of  the  diilFerent  sorority  magazines  are  urged  in  each 
issue  to  include  articles  discouraging  high  school  sororities, 
and  to  omit  all  articles  encouraging  them. 

The  committee  on  recommendations  made  its  report,  which 
included  all  recommendations  submitted  by  the  various  dele- 
gates in  their  reports. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted  that  in  the  case  of  grant- 
ing a  dispensation  each  Grand  President  shall  notify  the  sec- 
retary of  the  I.  S.  C,  who  shall  send  official  notification  to  the 
Pan-Hellenic  asking  the  dispensation. 

The  I.  S.  C.  recommends  that  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  be  made  the  basis  for  the  definition  of 
"an  institution  below  collegiate  rank."  (See  Constitution, 
Art  IV.) 

The  Conference  recommends  that  Deans  of  Women  be  en- 
couraged to  present  to  the  I.  S.  C.  matters  of  interest  to  col- 
lege women. 

The  Conference  authorized  the  secretary  to  have  printed 
blanks  whose  use  will  lessen  the  difficulty  in  securing  united 
action  among  the  different  sororities. 

The  Sixth  Inter-Sorority  Conference  desires  to  emphasize 
in  the  report  the  request  that  the  editors  of  sorority  magazines 
exercise  more  care  in  sending  exchanges  to  the  grand  officers 
of  other  sororities,  and  in  sending  them  promptly.  The 
recommendation  that  fraternity  journals  be  sent  to  all  chapters 
in  colleges  where  the  respective  sororities  are  represented 
was  reconsidered,  and  the  editors  are  now  requested  to  send 
but  one  copy  to  each  college  where  represented,  this  copy  to 
be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Pan- Hellenic  Association. 

Some  music  schools  in  universities  where  college  sororities 
have  chapters  have  entrance  requirements  lower  than  the 
literary  colleges.  The  delegates  discussed  the  right  to  initiate 
students  in  these  music  schools,  but  found  no  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  problem. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Pan-Hellenic  recommenda- 
tions was  accepted.     (For  (a)  see  Part  II.) 

Alpha  Phi  announced  that  their  Sorority  had  succeeded  in 
copyrighting  their  badge. 
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A  motion  carried  that  each  Sorority  be   assessed    $5    for 
Inter-Sorority  Conference  expenses. 
The  Conference  adjourned  to  meet  in  September,  1908.

The  committee  has  thought  it  best  to  incorporate  in  the 
secretaray's  report  of  the  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Inter - 
Sorority  Conference,  the  Model  Constitution  for  Pan-Hellenic 
Associations,  and  to  add  to  it  the  recommendations  of  the 
Conference. 


MODEL  CONSTrnmON  FOR  PAN/HELLENICS 

Constitution 

ARTICLE   I 

NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Pen-Hellenic 
Association  of  the 

ARTICLE   II 

PURPOSE 

This  Pan-Hellenic  shall: 

1.  Fix  the  date  of  pledge  day. 

2.  Regulate  the  rules  for  rushing. 

3.  Regulate  other  matters  of  Inter-Sorority  interest  in  this 
college  presented  to  it  for  consideration. 

4.  Co-operate  with  the  college  authorities  and  all  college 
organizations  in  questions  of  general  college  interest. 
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ARTICLE  III 

ORGANIZATION 

This  Pan-Hellenic  shall  be  composed  of  one  active  and  one 
alumns  member  from  each  chapter  of  the  National  Sororities 
represented  in  the  institution,  and  from  such  locals  as  they 
may  see  fit  to  admit 

ARTICLE  IV 

OFFICERS 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  this  Pan-Hellenic  shall  be: 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  cflficers  shall  serve  for  one  year,  dating 
from  the  first  meeting  of  the  Pan- Hellenic  after  the  Christmas 
holidays. 

Section  3.  The  office  of  President  shall  be  held  in  rotation 
by  the  chapters,  in  the  order  of  their  establishment  as  nationals 
in  the  college :  the  locals  to  hold  office  after  the  nationals  in 
the  order  of  their  organization.  A  local  becoming  national 
shall  take  its  place  among  the  nationals  according  to  the  date 
of  its  installation  as  a  national. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  the  chapter 
which  is  to  have  the  presidency  the  following  year. 

Section  5.  The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  those  usually 
devolving  upon  such  officers. 

ARTICLE   V 

VOTING 

A  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  fix  the  date  for 
pledge  day  and  to  make  niles  regulating  rushing. 

ARTICLE  VI 

AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  can  be  amended  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Pan-Hellenic. 
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BY-LAWS 

I.  The  date  of  pledge  day  shall  be  the 

II.  It  shall  be  considered  dishonorable  for  a  fraternity 
member,  active  or  alumna,  to  speak  disparagingly  of  another 
fraternity  or  one  of  its  members  to  a  rushee. 

III.  The  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  this  Pan-Hellenic 
shall  be  printed  not  later  than  May  ist  of  each  year  and  five 
(5)  copies  of  the  same  shall  be  sent  by  each  chapter  to  its 
Grand  President. 

IV.  These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Pan-Hellenic. 

The  Conference  would  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  Pan-Hellenic  Associations: 

1.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  Article  III,  of  the 
Model  Constitution  as  printed  above,  urging  that  in  every 
organization  of  Pan-Hellenics  there  be  one  active  and  one 
alumna  member  from  each  chapter,  instead  of  two  active 
members. 

2.  That  there  be  regular  meetings  of  the  Pan-Hellenic,  as 
often  as  once  in  two  months,  at  least. 

3.  That  invitations  to  the  meetings  be  extended  to  the  Deans 
of  Women  and  Faculty  of  Women. 

4.  That  Pan-Hellenics  give  particular  attention  to  Article  II, 
Section  4,  in  the  Model  Constitution,  and  in  the  meetings 
extend  their  discussion  to  questions  of  general  college  interest. 
There  might  be  discussion  of  such  topics  as  the  Promiscuous 
Wearing  of  Fraternity  Pins,  Chaperones  of  Sorority  Houses, 
Incessant  Calling  at  Sorority  Houses,  Lifting  of  Pledges,  and 
Cribbing. 

5.  That  complaints  and  difficulties  in  Pan-Hellenics  be  re- 
ported directly  to  the  Grand  Presidents,  and  settled  by  them 
when  possible. 

6.  That  a  late  pledge  day  be  urged  upon  all  chapters,  pref- 
erably a  sophomore  pledge  day.

It  is  most  interesting  to  note  the  attitude  the  major- 
ity of  the  fraternities  are  taking  in  regard  to  horseplay 
at  initiations.  And  it  is  especially  significant  that  the 
articles  that  appear  in  our  exchanges,  and  the  almost 
universal  disapproval  voiced  in  their  chapter  letters, 
are  meant  to  carry  weight  within  the  circle  of  their 
own  brotherhood.  It  is  not  a  pose,  exacted  by  the 
severe  criticism  on  this  score  that  the  college  frater- 
nity in  general  has  met  with,  but  an  earnest  convic- 
tion, apparently  growing  out  of  much  experience,  that 
horseplay  lessens  the  dignity  and  impressiveness  of 
any  ritual  worth  the  name,  and  by  so  much  weakens 
the  influence  the  older  men  should  have  over  the  un- 
formed and  untried  character  of  the  initiate.  The 
Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma  (among  many  others), 
notes  this  tendency  and  says: 
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THE  RIGHT  WAY 


Last  year  several  chapters  either  did  away  altogether  with 
horseplay  when  initiating  or,  following  out  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  last  Grand  Conclave,  had  fun  with  the  new  men  a  half 
day  or  a  day  before  holding  the  initiation  ceremony  proper, 
which  was  conducted  with  due  solemnity.  These  chapters 
voted  the  new  way  a  big  success.  This  year  the  nimiber  of 
chapters  disassociating  fun  and  initiation  was  greatly  in- 
creased. It  is  pretty  generally  agreed  by  the  latest  experi- 
menters that  the  initiations  were  "the  best  ever."  As  for  the 
chapters  that  "tried  it  on"  last  year,  the  new  way  is  now  the 
only  way  for  them.  "We  find,"  said  a  sophomore  to  The 
Caduceus,  "that  the  new  men  are  greatly  impressed  by  a 
solemn  initiation,  and  I  only  wish  I  could  have  received  such 
an  impression  of  the  ritual  and  the  fraternity  when  I  was 
initiated.  Why,  when  I  saw  how  fine  the  right  way  was,  I 
wanted  to  be  initiated  all  over  again.  We  certainly  started 
the  freshies  right  this  year." 

Anent  Fraternity  policies  in  the  makmg,  Phi  Chi,  in 
some  thoughtful  paragraphs  on  instructed  delegates, 
says: 

A  great  deal  can  be  accomplished  by  a  little  thought  be- 
forehand. Do  you  know  of  any  existing  laws  that  are  not 
working  to  the  best  interest  of  the  fraternity?  If  so,  make  a 
note  of  them  and  instruct  your  delegate  to  bring  them  up  for 
discussion  at  the  meeting.  Do  you  desire  any  new  legislation? 
If  so,  discuss  it  thoroughly  in  your  chapter  meeting,  so  that 
your  delegate  can  lay  it  intelligently  before  the  Grand  Chapter. 
Do  you  want  any  special  privileges  in  the  way  of  voting  on 
rejected  members?  If  so,  have  it  well  in  hand  so  that  it  can 
be  presented  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  your  dele- 
gate. Pick  out  your  representative  men.  Remember  that  the 
Grand  Chapter  is  made  up  every  year  of  the  brightest  and 
best  in  the  fraternity,  and  your  chapter  doesn't  wish  to  appear 
at  a  disadvantage. 

Send  your  best  men.  Send  your  debators,  men  who  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity,  and  who  can 
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take  the  floor  and  debate  questions  that  concern  the  welfare 
of  the  entire  organization. 

Send  a  man  who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  what  your 
chapter  has  done,  so  that  the  rest  may  have  the  advantage  of 
his  experience. — Phi  Chi  Quarterly,

Do  you  seek  the  good  of  your  fellow  men,  to  make  the  world 
better  for  having  lived  in  it?  Then  verily  so  it  shall  be.  The 
spirit  of  helpfulness  and  loving-kindness  shall  be  yours. 

Do  you  ask  to  walk  in  the  high  places  of  spirituality,  to 
keep  clean  hands  and  a  pure  heart?  This  shall  be  yours  to 
your  life's  end. 

Do  you  supremely  desire  money  and  worldly  goods?  Then 
surely  the  mind  and  the  heart  and  the  character  of  the  lover 
of  power  and  wealth  shall  be  yours.  Whether  you  have  the 
gold  or  not  is  an  extrinsic  matter;  the  real,  essential,  in- 
trinsic consequence  is  that,  with  such  aspirations,  you  will 
bear  the  sordid  "guinea-stamp." — Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 


The  Themis  of  Zeta  Tau  Alpha  has  a  very  good 
article  on  the  college  sorority,  and  any  sorority  girl 
will  recognize  from  the  following  clipping  how  true  a 
sketch  of  conditions  it  gives : 

Much  of  the  opposition  to  sororities  comes  through  the 
ignorance  of  those  criticizing.  Many  understand  little  about 
secret  societies,  and  do  not  see  the  good  of  them.  When 
asked   if   they  know   their   purposes,   aims   and   ideals,   they 
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admit:  "No,  I  do  not  know  much  about  them,  but  I  have 
always  understood  that  they  were  social,  for  the  most  part, 
and  took  the  students'  attention  from  serious  college  work." 
With  this  vague  understanding,  they  have  formed  their  idea. 
Perhaps  there  were  many  evils  and  unfortunate  features 
attached  to  both  fraternities  and  sororities  in  their  beginning, 
but  have  we  not  overcome  them  to  a  great  extent?  Can  you 
attribute  to  a  man  all  the  faults  of  his  childhood?  The  great 
underlying  good  of  and  necessity  for  fraternities  remains. 
The  evils  attached  to  them  in  the  past  have  been  for  the 
most  part  outgrown,  and  while  the  good  remains,  may  we 
not  hope  that  the  system  is  strong  enough  to  outgrow  all 
later  evils  that  may  develop!

Some  fraternity  critics  object  to  the  time  and  the  labor 
spent  upon  these  organizations.  Here  much  can  be  said  pro 
and  con;  but  all  things  considered,  the  development  both 
from  close  contact  with  human  nature  and  the  carrying  on  of 
the  business  affairs — ^this  gain  more  than  compensates  for  the 
expenditure  of  time.  All  cultured  people  realize  to-day  that 
books  play  a  less  important  part  in  the  education  of  the  young 
than  formerly.  Efforts  are  being  made  and  means  provided 
in  all  the  best  colleges  and  universities  for  making  the  life  of 
the  student  more  pleasant  and  for  giving  a  broader  culture 
than  books  alone  can  supply.  There  is  a  delightful  touch  in 
the  sorority  meetings,  and  in  the  fellowships  of  its  members 
which  nothing  else  can  supply.  There  is  a  strength  which 
comes  from  real  union,  to  which  there  is  nothing  similar. 

It  should  be  a  recognized  fact  that  a  girl  may  spend  little 
or  much  time  on  fraternity  work,  according  to  her  own  wishes. 
Sometimes  hard  tasks,  which  many  could  do  with  the  greatest 
ease,  are  left  for  a  few.  Yet  complaints  from  these  few  are 
almost  unheard  of;  for  those  who  work  realize  that  they 
receive  far  greater  benefits  than  the  careless  or  the  idle.  They 
are  the  most  loyal.  Yet  the  disloyal  sorority  girl  is  rarely 
known.  To  her  sorority  never  is  she  disloyal,  and  in  turn 
she  becomes  far  more  loyal  to  her  college  than  is  the  non- 
sorority  girl.  Through  her  chapter  and  its  work  she  keeps 
in  touch  with  college  work,  and  her  interest  is  often  mani- 
fested in  a  very  substantial  way. 

As  to  the  expense,  little  need  be  said.  Here,  also,  much 
or  little  money  may  be  put  into  fraternity.    It  is  not  necessary 
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that  a  girl  have  the  most  expensive  pin  in  the  chapter,  nor 
that  she  give  expensive  spreads  for  her  friends.  If  habits  of 
economy  have  been  taught  at  home,  they  will  follow  the  girl 
into  her  chapter  life,  and  the  regular  fraternity  dues  need  not 
draw  too  heavily  upon  any  college  girl's  resources. 

Our  critics  sometimes  urge  that  fraternities  rule  politics, 
and  that  their  members  are  put  into  office,  whether  worthy  or 
unworthy.  This  is  not  tmiversally  true,  though  it  may  be  so 
in  a  few  instances.  In  the  college  which  comes  most  under 
my  observation  such  a  thing  would  be  impossible.  Should 
all  the  fraternities  combine  they  would  have  only  about  one- 
tenth  of  the  votes  at  the  time  of  class  elections.  Sorority 
girls  frequently  hold  high  positions  here  merely  from  the 
fact  that  others  realize  their  competency.  Never  is  a  girl 
nominated  merely  because  she  is  a  sorority  girl,  and  rarely 
is  she  nominated  by  her  sisters,  even  though  they  realize  her 
ability. 


Our  chapter  finds  that  each  year  there  is  always  a  certain 
amount  of  business  which  should  be  attended  to  at  certain 
meetings  that  is  often  neglected  or  is  thrown  late.  It  has 
been  our  custom  until  recently  to  rely  upon  the  memory 
of  certain  members  to  bring  up  such  matters  of  business  at 
the  proper  time.  This  has  proven  unsatisfactory  to  us  in  the 
past.  In  order  to  prevent  negligence  of  this  kind,  we  have 
devised  a  plan  that  does  away  with  depending  upon  the  mem- 
ory of  any  of  our  members. 

The  new  plan  consists  of  a  calendar  arrangement  consist- 
ing of  a  number  of  cards  corresponding  to  the  number  of 
meetings  which  we  hold  regularly  during  the  year.  These 
cards  are  securely  fastened  to  a  small,  neat  board,  which  we 
hang  in  our  initiation  room.  The  recording  secretary  puts  on 
the  respective  cards  the  matters  that  should  come  up  at  certain 
meetings.  As  other  matters  are  discussed  and  action  deferred 
until  a  certain  date  they  are  put  on  the  card  for  the  future 
period.  These  cards  are  referred  to  at  each  regular  meeting 
and  in  this  way  the  chapter  is  more  accurate  in  transacting  its 
business,  and  things  are  not  so  liable  to  be  neglected.  We 
find  it  advisable  to  put  this  calandar  in  the  care  of  some  one 
person,  and  the  duty  in  our  chapter  falls  upon  the  recording 
secretary.    In  this  way  matters  that  come  up  year  after  year 
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at  certain  times  are  attended  to,  and  other  business  affairs  that 
should  be  attended  to  at  any  certain  time  are  not  forgotten. — 
Beta  Theta  Pi. 


Many  of  our  chapters  are  growing  so  old  that  in  a  few  more 
years  none  of  their  charter  members  or  early  initiates  will  be 
living.  It  is  doubtful  if  many  of  our  older  chapters  have 
complete  historical  records  of  their  existence  as  a  chapter 
from  their  establishment  to  the  present  time.  We  suggest  to 
each  chapter,  old  or  young,  the  importance  of  collecting  histor- 
ical data  with  a  view  to  having  its  history  written  sooner  or 
later.  Chapter  histories  are  always  interesting  to  the  members 
of  the  Fraternity,  and  particularly  to  the  members  of  the 
chapter.  Moreover  they  are  valuable  as  preserving  informa- 
tion that  would  otherwise  be  lost,  and  they  will  do  much  to 
retain  the  interest  of  the  alumni  in  the  active  chapter.  We 
advise  that  each  chapter  call  for  volunteers,  active  or  alumni, 
who  will  collect  the  data,  particularly  of  the  earlier  years,  be- 
fore the  elder  brothers  pass  to  the  Chapter  Grand  and  the 
stories  of  the  early  struggles  and  triumphs  be  lost  forever. — 
Phi  Delta  Theta.

There  are  so  many  interesting  articles  in  the  soror- 
ity magazines  that  we  wish  it  were  possible,  as  one 
of  our  "esteemed  contemporaries"  once  said,  for  the 
office  of  reviewer  to  pass  in  some  mysterious  manner 
through  all  our  chapters.  For  surely  the  views  of 
other  girls,  wrestling  with  the  same  problems  that  we 
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are,  occupied  with  the  same  ideas,  pursuing  the  same 
ideals,  would  be  of  so  great  assistance  and  advantage. 
The  best,  however,  that  the  editors  can  do  is  to  cull 
the  best,  the  most  suggestive,  and,  with  an  eye  to  her 
own  sisters,  the  most  helpful  articles,  and  give  as 
much  of  them  as  space  will  premit.  And  we  think 
the  following  carry  weight  by  very  reason  of  their 
earnestness  and  what  we  may  call  universality : 

THE  INDIVIDUAL  DEBT 

When  we  receive  our  fraternity  pin  we  receive  something 
which  is  not  only  a  sign  of  membership,  but  which  is  an  open 
sesame  to  influence  neither  •  realized  nor  appreciated  in  full 
at  the  time.  Looking  back  upon  the  day  of  graduation,  we 
comprehend  many  of  the  benefits  of  fraternity  life  to  which 
we  gave  little  thought  when  in  college.  But  with  our  maturer 
years  alone  comes  the  full  realization  of  all  we  owe  to  our 
fraternity  relations.  Just  what  bearing  they  have  upon  us 
and  the  development  of  our  character  is  difficult  to  put  into 
words,  but  each  one  of  us  has  felt  their  influence  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent. 

As  one  of  our  younger  girls  expressed  it,  we  should  look 
upon  our  pin  as  an  asset — a  gift — the  value  of  which  does  not 
depreciate  with  time.  For  this  very  reason  every  sincere 
Alpha  Phi  should  ask  herself,  "What  am  I  doing  to  fulfil 
the  obligation  thus  incurred?" 

Every  effort  of  the  individual  lends  toward  the  harmony  of 
the  whole.  Each  individual  ripple  upon  the  fraternity  sur- 
face has  its  effect  for  good  or  ill,  and  who  can  say  how  far 
it  will  extend?  We  all  know  that  enthusiasm  inspires  enthus- 
iasm, and  its  lack  in  one  affects  other  most  ardent  spirits. 
Can  we  then  afford  to  offer  of  ourselves  anything  but  the 
best? — Alpha  Phi  Quarterly. 


There  are  many  girls  of  character  and  with  splendid  re- 
sources who  remain  in  the  background,  feeling  perhaps  that 
their  opinions  are  not  worth  as  much  as  the  forward  girls,  or 
perhaps  they  lack  the  knowledge  of  fraternity  aims  and  needs 
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that  would  make  their  ability  of  use.  Initiating  the  girls  is  not 
all.  It  is  as  much  our  duty  to  teach  them  as  it  is  theirs  to 
learn.  Many  initiates  do  not  know  how  to  go  about  learning, 
nor  do  they  know  what  to  learn.    How  can  we  help  them? 

First  and  foremost  is  by  example.  We  should  be  well  up 
on  all  general  fraternity  matters,  such  as  the  history  and  pur- 
poses of  fraternities  from  the  beginning,  as  well  as  our  own 
history  and  aims.  Each  member  should  bear  herself  so  as  to 
be  looked  up  to  and  respected  by  those  who  have  just  been 
brought  into  the  fold.  It  is  easy  to  become  careless,  but  the 
fraternity  is  sacred.  The  chapter  is  not  a  social  club.  Recall 
the  purpose  of  our  fraternity,  keep  our  motto  before  each  new 
member,  for  it  is  just  after  they  are  initiated  that  they  are 
most  impressionable,  and  consciously  or  imconsciously  they 
follow  in  our  footsteps. 

As  soon  as  a  pledge  is  initiated  make  her  at  home  in  the 
chapter,  but  let  there  be  that  feeling  of  expectancy,  the  feeling 
that  there  is  so  much  to  leam,  so  much  to  receive  and  so 
much  to  give;  for  while  her  responsibility  continues  to  grow 
as  she  learns,  from  the  first  she  becomes  a  representative  of 
the  fraternity,  and  she  should  be  taught  to  feel  this.  Each 
initiate  should  be  trained  so  that  if  at  some  future  time  she 
should  be  chosen  to  fill  the  highest  office  of  the  fraternity  she 
would  be  found  worthy. — Themis  of  Zeta  Tau  Alpha. 


The  vote  of  our  convention  upon  the  question  of  high 
school  sororities  defines  the  attitude  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
upon  that  subject.  High  school  sororities  should  be  dis- 
couraged; but  radical  action,  such  as  declining  to  initiate 
into  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  any  young  women  who  have  been 
members  of  such  sororities  would,  we  believe,  defeat  our  very 
object.  Such  legislation  would  give  to  the  high  school  soror- 
ity a  dignity  and  importance  which  are  not  its  due.  It  might 
also  deter  desirable  girls  who  had  joined  such  high  school 
organizations  before  making  definite  plans  for  college  from 
entering  co-cducational  institutions.  All  that  seems  to  be 
left  for  us  to  do  is  to  urge  definite  action  upon  the  parents, 
for,  in  the  last  analysis,  they  are  the  only  persons  who  have 
absolute  authority  in  this  mattcT.— Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 
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It  is  naturally  a  difficult  thing  for  the  active  girl  to  realize 
that  any  one  should  desire  to  belong  to  another  sorority  than 
hers,  and  yet  she  is  forced  to  admit  that  there  are  splendid 
girls  in  all  the  sororities.  Her  conclusions,  too,  are  based 
wholly  upon  the  existing  chapters  in  her  college.  There  is  no 
question  but  that  the  tone  of  a  Greek  journal  mirrors  the 
character  of  its  order.  If  the  editors  will  faithfully  carry  out 
the  suggestion  of  the  Conference,  and  place  copies  in  the  hands 
of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Associations,  and  if  the  latter,  in  turn,  will 
faithfully  see  to  it  that  the  exchanges  are  systematically  cir- 
culated, the  range  of  vision  of  the  active  chapter  will  be 
broadened,  the  feeling  of  goodfellowship  and  hearty  cooper- 
ation will  be  strengthened,  and  the  unity  and  harmony  for 
which  the  Conference  has  been  so  zealously  striving,  must, 
in  a  measure  at  least,  result. — Sigma  Kappa  Triangle, 


We  earnestly  entreat  every  fraternity  woman  to  do  her 
share  toward  bringing  about  ideal  conditions.  If  she  can 
do  nothing  else,  she  can  express  faith  in  our  ultimate  suc- 
cess— she  can  be  hopeful  and  not  dampen  our  enthusiasm  by 
always  taking  the  pessimistic  view  of  the  situation.  She  must 
realize  that  the  world  is  progressing  and  that  the  time  is 
rapidly  approaching  when  narrow,  self-centered  societies, 
which  exist  for  purely  selfish  reasons,  will  not  be  tolerated. 
We  must  strive  for  something  worth  while  or  the  usefulness 
of  Greek-letter  organizations  is  over. — Kappa  Alpha  Theta.

Headquarters    The  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  will  be  headquarters 

for  the  Convention.  The  hotel  is  situated  on 
Fifty-first  Street,  convenient  to  Hyde  Park  Station,  at  Fifty- 
third  Street.  The  rates  are  remarkably  reasonable,  as  follows : 
American  Plan — Room  without  bath,  for  one  person,  $3;  for 
two  persons,  $2.50  each.  Room  with  private  bath,  for  one 
person,  $4;  for  two,  $3  each.  Take  note  of  the  reasonableness 
of  these  rates,  and  that  this  is  the  American  plan. 

Chaperonage  The  members  of  the  Supreme  Governing  Coun- 
cil will  arrive  at  the  hotel  Saturday,  June  20. 
There  are  two  wise  matrons  among  the  six,  and  careful 
mothers  may  feel  assured  that  their  daughters  will  be  re- 
ceived on  their  arrival  and  properly  chaperoned  at  the  hotel 
during  their  stay. 

Arrivals  Delegates  are  urged  to  arrive  in  Chicago  in  daylight 
hours  if  possible.  If  any  have  to  reach  Chicago  at 
night,  however,  they  will  be  met  if  they  will  send  their  names, 
road,  and  time  of  arrival  to  Wendla  J.  McCaskey,  6357  Nor- 
mal Avenue,  Chicago.  Delegates  to  the  Convention  should 
be  on  hand  by  Monday  afternoon. 

Stations  Delegates  coming  in  at  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western Station,  the  Union  Station,  La  Salle  Street 
Station,  Polk  Street  Station,  or  Grand  Central  (Harrison 
Street)  Station,  should  transfer  in  Parmalee  Transfer  Co. 
busses  or  in  cabs,  to  the  Illinois  Central  suburban  station, 
and  take  the  suburban  train  to  Hyde  Park  (Firty-third 
Street).  These  trains  run  every  twenty  minutes,  or  oftener 
during  the  rush  hours. 

Delegates  arriving  over  the  Illinois  Central  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  western  division,  known  as  the  Omaha,  Sioux 
City,  Sioux  Falls,  and  St.  Paul  road)  ;  the  Michigan  Central; 
the  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana;  the  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and 
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Louisville,  or  the  Big  Four,  will  come  in  on  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral tracks,  and  should  check  baggage  to  Hyde  Park  Station, 
and  leave  train  at  Hyde  Park  instead  of  going  on  to  the 
main  station  down  town. 

Baggage    Baggage   checks   should   be  given   to  the   transfer 
man  on  the  train  for  delivery  of  baggage  to  the 
Chicago  Beach  Hotel.    All  deliveries  are  by  wagon,  as  subur- 
ban trains  carry  no  baggage. 

Warm  Clothing    The  Southern  delegates  are  warned  not  to 

expect  the  same  temperature  for  summer 
weather  as  found  in  their  '*Sunny  South,"  and  should  accord- 
ingly bring  some  warm  clothing  and  wraps.  The  nights  and 
mornings  of  June  in  Chicago  are  frequently  quite  cold,  especi- 
ally on  the  lake  shore,  where  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  is 
situated.

An  inspector,  new  to  the  dignity,  approaches  a 
chapter  with  some  nervousness  and  a  little  loss  of 
confidence  because  she  feels  that  very  probably  she 
will  not  be  fair  in  judging,  wise  in  suggesting,  and 
broad  in  estimating  values.  But  from  the  moment 
that  she  lays  her  hand  in  the  hand  of  her  to-be-visited 
sister,  all  fears  vanish,  and  the  problems  disappear. 
A  sympathetic  understanding  flashes  from  one  to  the 
other  as  each  feels  the  well-known  grip. 

A  few  minutes  with  the  Kentucky  Chapter — for 
my  first  visit  was  here — and  I  felt  that  I  had  always 
known  them  and  that  their  ideals  were  my  ideals, 
their  sorrows  were  my  sorrows,  and  their  joys 
my  joys. 

The  long  confidential  talks,  the  teas,  dinners,  lun- 
cheons, initiation  and  business  meeting  showed  me 
that  Chi  girls  can  entertain  gracefully,  think  deeply, 
and  play  vigorously.  Chi  girls  are  interested  in  all 
of  the  college  activities,  fill  their  parts  well  when  they 
have  leading  parts,  assist  quietly  in  all  functions  given 
by  their  elders,  and  some  of  them  take  a  leading  place 
in  the  educational  betterment  of  the  state  of  Kentucky.

old  trees,  the  romances  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sity— the  atmosphere  gives  one  a  strong  impression  of 
serenity,  dignity  and  tradition.  Many  of  Lexing- 
ton's beautiful  houses  have  a  gay  romance  or  tragic 
story. 

A  drive  in  the  city,  through  grounds  of  Kentucky 
State  College,  out  on  the  famous  pike  to  Henry  Clay's 
home,  fills  a  stranger  with  respect  for  a  city  which  has 
such  lively  business  interests,  and  yet  a  keen  interest 
in  the  traditions  of  past  years. 

From  Lexington  my  trip  took  me  next  to  Knoxville, 
to  visit  the  members  of  Pi  Chapter.  Eight  loyal 
actives  and  numerous  alumnae  in  Knoxville  owe  alle- 
giance to  the  University  of  Tennessee.  The  Univer- 
sity buildings  occupy  the  highest  hill  in  Knoxville, 
and  the  grounds  overlook,  on  one  side,  the  beautiful 
Tennessee  River,  and  on  the  other,  a  large  part  of 
Knoxville.  The  campus  is  very  beautiful  and  very 
well  kept,  and  the  University  women  are  proud  of  the 
fine  spirit,  traditions,  and  progress  of  this  growing 
University. 

My  four  days  here  were  filled  with  talks,  drives, 
teas,  luncheons,  a  business  meeting,  initiation,  and  a 
debate,  and  delightfully  filled  too. 

Pi's  room  in  Barbara  Blount  Hall  is  pretty  and  in- 
teresting, since  the  girls  themselves  did  every  bit  of 
painting,  papering,  and  decorating.  They  may  well 
be  proud  of  it! 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Zeta  Tau  Alpha 
girls  in  their  new  and  pretty  room. 

Knoxville,  like  Lexington,  has  large  business  inter- 
ests and  old  traditions.  The  Knoxville  Alumnae  are 
planning  to  give  some  systematic  aid  to  the  poor 
families  in  the  factory  district  of  Knoxville,  below  the 
rest  of  the  city,  along  the  river.     There  is  a  great 
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deal  of  suffering  among  these  people,  and  Knoxville 
can  use  all  of  the  organized  help  it  can  get.  Not 
many  alumnae  chapters  have  such  wide  fields  in  need 
of  help. 

The  next  chapter  on  my  journey  was  Sigma.  The 
life  of  a  woman's  college  was  entirely  new  to  me. 
The  regular  hours,  healthful  exercises,  amusements, 
and  general  chance  for  improvement  impressed  me 
most  favorably.  The  interest  the  Sigma  girls  took  in 
all  of  the  other  Randolph-Macon  girls,  their  spirit  of 
comradeship,  their  concern  in  college  activities,  and 
their  general  attitude  of  healthful  consideration  for 
everything  good  were  highly  satisfying.  I  am  very 
glad  Chi  Omega  has  a  chapter  in  this  delightful  and 
high-toned  school  for  girls. 

It  seems  too  good  to  be  true  that  here  I  really 
visited  the  Editor  of  the  Eleusis  in  her  own  home! 
Sister  Mattie  Craighill  and  I  talked  about  Chi  Omega 
policy.  Convention,  our  chapters,  and  again,  Con- 
vention, until  the  wee  sma'  hours  of  the  night  I  spent 
with  her,  but  we  left  too  much  still  unsaid.  I  would 
gladly  linger  longer  over  the  many  pleasant  expe- 
riences I  had,  and  the  many  charming  people  I  met 
in  this  historic  old  Virginia  town,  Lynchburg,  but  I 
must  hasten  on. 

To  the  beautiful  Capital  City  I  turned  my  face,  and 
soon  found  myself  in  former  familiar  haunts  of  sev- 
eral years. 

Phi  Alpha  Chapter  of  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity, is  large,  lively,  and  enthusiastic.  The  Phi 
Alphas  have  the  Convention  fever  very  badly,  and  I 
am  hoping  that  it  will  be  fatal  in  many  cases. 

The  girls  here  are  proud  of  the  changes  in  their 
growing  University,  in  the  Woman's  Building  partic- 
ularly, where  they  have  rooms  which  are  very  attract- 
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ive  and  a  great  comfort  to  them.  Several  times  each 
week  Phi  Alphas  lunch  together  in  their  room,  and 
fine  times  they  have!  This  chapter  has  always  been 
and  is  still  very  much  interested  in  the  Neighborhood 
Settlement  House.  This  year  the  girls  are  planning 
to  assist  at  the  May  Fair  and  Festival.  The  alumnae 
are  also  interested  in  the  Neighborhood  activities. 

The  Phi  Alphas  had  aroused  my  enthusiasm  over 
Chi  Omega's  Baby  Chapter  before  I  left  Washing- 
ton. Delta  is  certainly  a  prodigy.  So  large  and  en- 
thusiastic is  the  chapter  that  I  am  sure  it  is  an  abnor- 
mal baby.  However,  with  the  splendid  patronesses 
that  Delta  has,  the  growth  will  be  steady  and  con- 
tinuous. 

Dickinson  College,  with  its  beautiful  compus,  his- 
toric associations,  fine  old  traditions,  illustrious 
alumnae,  and  enthusiastic  classes,  will  celebrate  its  one 
hundred  and  twenty-fifth  birthday  this  spring. 

My  visit  to  the  Carlisle  Indian  School  was  very 
interesting.  It  seems  to  mc  I  never  heard  more  beau- 
tiful singing  than  that  of  the  seven  hundred  Indians 
when  they  sang  the  Doxology,  just  before  sitting 
down  to  dinner! 

Like  most  babies,  Delta  likes  to  get  up  early,  and 
although  I  had  to  take  a  five-thirty  train,  most  of  the 
girls  were  at  the  station  to  bid  me  "God  speed." 

The  longest  wait  on  my  whole  trip  occurred  at 
Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  where  I  had  to  change  roads 
and  wait  several  hours.  Kate  Bishop,  a  Sigma 
alumna,  met  me  at  the  station,  took  me  driving,  and 
gave  me  physical  and  mental  refreshment  before  start- 
ing me  for  Morgantown.  Chi  Omegas  seem  always 
near  one  in  time  of  need! 

Three  years  ago  next  June,  Pauline  Stevenson  (Phi 
Alpha)  and  I  installed  Theta  at  West  Virginia  Uni- 
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versity.  One  of  the  charter  members,  Virginia  Foulk, 
is  still  in  college,  and  is  as  enhusiastic  as  ever.  It 
did  seem  good  to  see  her  there. 

The  Theta  girls  are  active  in  college  affairs,  good 
students,  popular,  and  very  enthusiastic  Chi  Omegas. 
Everything  they  undertake  they  do  well,  and  they 
undertake  a  great  deal.  Their  charming  patronesses 
are  of  great  assistance  to  them.  The  Thetas  initiated 
Louise  Simmons  while  I  was  visiting  them,  the  only 
real  initiation  of  my  trip.  Mrs.  Cox,  one  of  their 
charter  members,  closed  the  joyous  evening  with  a 
banquet  at  her  home.  Fortunate,  indeed,  are  Chi 
Omegas  who  have  sisters  like  Mrs.  Cox. 

At  Dickinson  College  and  West  Virginia  Univer- 
sity, I  visited  several  of  the  men's  fraternity  houses.

The 
girls  had  more  fun  from  the  experience  than  the  girl, 
however. 
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Sixteen  enthusiastic  girls,  a  new  house,  and  no  ex- 
aminations immediately  due — can  all  Chi  Omegas  not 
imagine  the  good  time  I  had  at  Michigan? 

Visiting  classes  on  the  campus,  talking  with  the 
girls,  going  through  the  regular  inspecting  '^stunts" 
made  the  time  all  too  short.  I  certainly  wish  every 
Chi  Omega  could  take  just  such  a  trip  and  see  ten  or 
a  dozen  of  our  splendid  chapters. 

The  joy  of  going  from  one  group  of  cultured  peo- 
ple with  their  educational  advantages  to  another  with 
different  ideals,  the  pleasure  of  finding  out  fine  things 
about  a  chapter  from  each  Dean  of  Women ;  the  meet- 
ing with  the  other  fraternity  people;  interesting  con- 
versations with  faculty  men  and  women;  the  cor- 
diality of  people  everywhere  to  another  interested  in 
education;  the  acquaintance  with  hundreds  of  loyal 
Chi  Omegas  all  over  our  country — inspires  one  with 
the  desire  to  give  the  best  one  has  to  the  spread  of 
education,  so  that  more  and  more  people  in  our  broad 
land  may  have  the  benefit  of  association  and  friend- 
ship with  some  of  America's  finest  men  and  women.

CONFERENCE  OF  DEANS  AND  ADVISERS 

OF  WOMEN 


At  the  third  conference  of  Deans  and  Advisors  of 
Women  in  State  Universities,  held  in  Chicago,  De- 
cember i8,  19,  20,  1907,  twelve  universities  were  rep- 
resented. The  afternoon  session  of  December  20  was 
given  over  to  the  discussion  of  fraternity  affairs  and 
conditions,  with  eleven  representatives  from  the  Inter- 
Sorority  Conference.  The  large  number  of  repre- 
sentatives from  the  I.  S.  C,  as  well  as  the  spirit 
throughout  the  meeting,  proved  conclusively  how 
ready  fraternities  are  to  cooperate  with  university 
authorities  on  questions  of  interest  to  young  women 
in  coeducational  schools. 

The  chairman,  Mrs.  Jordan,  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  introduced  the  following  subjects  for  dis- 
cussion: The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  chape- 
rons of  chapter  houses,  the  subject  of  the  late  pledge 
day,  and  scholarship  standards.  The  following  notes 
were  taken  by  the  present  writer  from  the  various 
discussions : 

It  was  the  general  opinion  that  it  is  more  helpful  to 
have  as  chaperon  a  woman  of  broad  culture  fur  whose

judgment  and  social  qualifications  the  girls  have  the 
deepest  respect  than  to  have  a  woman  who  seeks  to 
combine  the  duties  of  chaperon  with  those  of  house- 
keeper. Some  one  had  had  a  chaperon  say  to  her,  "I 
do  not  understand  what  my  positions  is  or  wliat  my 
duties  are.  I  am  a  little  afraid  of  going  too  far,  and 
I  feel  that  I  should  like  to  have  a  different  relation  to 
the  University."  Evidently  the  position  of  chaperon 
should  be  more  clearly  defined.  Recognition  is  given 
to  chaperons  in  some  universities  by  making  them 
members  of  the  Woman's  League.  At  one  university, 
the  girls  have  a  commendable  custom  of  giving  a  re- 
ception for  their  chaperon,  inviting  faculty  ladies  and 
college  girls,  so  that  she  may  be  included  in  the  calls 
made  at  the  house.  At  another,  the  chaperons  are 
asked  to  assist  the  Dean  of  Women  in  her  monthly 
receptions.  In  general,  the  chaperons  are  approved 
by  the  Dean  of  Women  before  final  selection.  Mrs. 
Richard  Tennant,  824  South  Fifth  Street,  Terre 
Haute,  Ind.,  is  making  a  list  of  the  addresses  of  gentle 
women  who  desire  positions  as  chaperons. 

As  win  be  seen  in  the  resolutions  given  below,  the 
conference  concurred  with  the  I.  S.  C.  in  recommend- 
ing sophomore  pledging.  The  advisability  of  a  late 
pledge  day  was  upheld  for  several  reasons.  In  early 
pledging  a  fraternity  does  not  always  know  whether  it 
is  getting  good  students  or  poor  ones.  All  that  can 
be  done  is  to  look  up  high  school  records,  and  often 
that  is  no  guide  at  all.  Even  when  the  high  school 
standing  is  ordinary  the  fraternities  sometimes  take  a 
girl  whom  they  like,  with  no  regard  to  her  future 
scholarship.  The  girl  enters  college  to  be  weak,  if 
not  dropped,  and  thus  the  scholarship  of  the  fraternity 
is  lowered. 
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If  a  girl  is  pledged  before  she  has  been  in  college 
for  a  period  of  time,  she  is  cut  off  from  many  strong 
university  friendships  she  might  otherwise  make.  A 
freshman  girl  who  is  not  pledged  to  a  fraternity  is 
bound  to  get  into  certain  university  activities  which 
will  discover  to  herself  her  tastes  and  ability.  She 
will  thus  have  a  better  chance  to  find  herself  and 
choose  congenial  circles  of  friends. 

The  difficulty  of  supporting  houses  can  be  overcome 
if  the  fraternity  take  steps  about  this  long  enough 
before  adopting  the  sophomore  pledge  law. 

As  to  the  question  of  scholarship,  it  seems  evident 
that  the  excessive  social  life  of  the  fraternity  girl  is 
the  chief  hindrance.  The  sophomore  pledge  day  will 
remove  the  difficulty  of  weak  scholarship  among 
freshmen.  Nebraska  supports  the  scholarship  of 
freshmen  by  allowing  the  fraternities  to  pledge  regis- 
tration week  and  not  to  initiate  until  the  second  semes- 
ter. Pledged  girls  cannot  be  initiated  if  they  are  de- 
linquent. Any  one  not  initiated  within  a  year  and  a 
half  is  not  considered  a  pledge. 

The  -Deans  think  the  organizations  of  fraternities 
are  beneficial  to  the  girls  themselves,  and  especially 
helpful  to  the  Deans  in  the  promotion  of  their  work. 
Great  good  has  resulted  from  the  visits  and  advice  of 
inspectors.  The  Deans  urge  that  the  inspectors  come 
directly  to  them  and  be  frank  on  questions  of  com- 
mon interest. 

RESOLUTIONS 

The  Conference  was  unanimously  agreed: 

I.  That  there  should  be  complete  segregation  in  lodging 
houses;  that  in  houses  occupied  by  women  there  should  be 
provided  a  reception  room  on  the  first  floor;  and  that  such 
houses  should  be  personally  supervised  by  the  Dean  of 
Women. 
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2.  That  there  should  be  university  residence  halls  for  men 
and  for  women,  and  that  in  these  halls  there  should  always 
be  a  certain  proportion  of  upper-classmen. 

3.  That  the  self-government  of  students  should  be  encour- 
aged, not  only  among  the  student  body  at  large,  but  within 
smaller  groups. 

4.  That  social  life  among  students  is  excessive;  that  this 
excess  is  a  menace  to  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of 
scholarship,  and  is  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
tmiversities  and  of  the  students;  and  that  social  functions 
should  be  limited  to  two  nights  a  week  and  should  close  not 
later  than  midnight 

5.  That  there  should  be  no  inter-collegiate  athletic  contests 
for  women;  and  that  dramatic  and  musical  organizations  in 
which  women  take  part  should  not  give  out-of-town  per- 
formances. 

6.  That  there  should  be  a  scholarship  standard  of  eligi- 
bility for  participation  in  inter-class  athletics;  and  that  there 
should  be  a  test  based  on  scholarship  and  physical  fitness 
for  participation  in  dramatic  and  musical  events. 

7.  The  Conference  concurs  with  the  Inter-Sorority  Confer- 
ence in  recommending  sophomore  pledging.

Why.  then,  may  we  not,  through  the  medium 
of  the  Eleusis,  have  articles  by  different  chapters  on 
methods  which  they  have  tried  and  found  good,  arti- 
cles on  the  organization  of  work,  suggestions  as  to  the 
servant  problem,  or  the  systematic  keeping  of  books? 
Or,  why  could  not  some  council  member  give  advice 
born  of  a  tried  experience,  or  conduct  a  department 
of  the  Eleusis  on  this  special  subject?    The  narra- 
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tive  of  failures  and  successes  would,  I  know,  prove 
interesting,  if  not  amusing,  and  perhaps  be  the  means 
of  saving  some  readers  from  pitfalls  and  dangers.

Paying  of  Dues  While  it  seems  a  pity  to  intrude  mer- 
cenary question  into  the  beauty  of 
our  Fraternity,  yet  a  fraternity  has,  I  think,  a 
practical  side  also.  I  want  to  enter  a  plea  for  a 
greater  sense  of  financial  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
sisters.  It  is  an  uncomfortable  fact  that  men  are 
more  careful,  as  a  rule,  in  financial  matters  than  are 
women.  It  is  so  easy  for  a  girl  to  put  oflF  paying  her 
chapter  dues  until  she  has  paid  her  confectioner,  her 
dry-goods  bill,  her  laundry,  and  wasted  a  lot  of  money 
on  trifles.  Then  she  comes  to  with  a  start,  realizing 
that  it  is  the  end  of  the  month,  her  money  has  evapo- 
rated, and  her  dues  are  unpaid.  And  the  next  check 
goes  in  the  same  way. 

Every  chapter,  whether  it  lives  in  a  house  or  not, 

m 

has  its  obligations  to  meet.  Tradespeople  are  not 
going  to  wait  until  you  get  ready  to  pay.  Does  not 
the  honor  of  the  Fraternity  demand  that  each  sister 
do  her  part,  and  promptly  pay  the  amount  asked  of 
her  by  the  chapter?  And  this  obligation  should  not 
cease  when  a  girl  leaves  college.  The  Fraternity  gives  a 
girl  advantages  and  blessings  that  can  never  be  reck- 
oned by  money  standards,  and  surely  some  small  re- 
turn is  due,  especially  in  cases  where  chapters  are 
struggling  under  the  debts  incurred  in  furnishing  a 
house. 

Might  it  not  be  a  good  idea  for  each  chapter  to  re- 
quire each  girl  who  leaves  college  to  send  back  some 
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moderate  amount  every  year  for,  say,  three  years  ?  It 
would  help  to  keep  alive  an  active  interest  on  the  part 
of  alumnae  and  chapter,  and  should  be,  I  think,  not  a 
burden,  but  a  pleasure  to  a  grateful  graduate.

Choosing  Members    It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the 

most  difficult,  and  yet  in  many 
ways  a  very  pleasant  task,  assigned  to  a  frater- 
nity girl  is  that  of  choosing  new  sisters.  For,  in 
selecting  a  new  g^rl,  we  must  remember  that  we  are 
not  only  looking  for  a  pleasant  college  friend,  but  we 
are  choosing  one  who  will  some  day  go  out  into  the 
world  and  make  our  history.  The  good  of  the  Fra- 
ternity is  at  stake,  for  the  mistakes  of  one  member  may 
overbalance  the  good  done  by  many  others. 

First  of  all,  in  choosing  a  girl,  be  slow  in  making 
your  decision.  Remember  that  when  a  girl  first 
comes  to  college  she  is  "putting  her  best  foot  for- 
ward." But  on  the  other  hand,  we  should  not  let 
insignificant  facts  loom  up  so  greatly  in  our  minds  as 
to  crowd  out  questions  of  vital  importance.  It  does 
not  make  all  the  diflference  in  the  world  as  to  how  a 
g^rl  arranges  her  hair.  It  is  wise  to  remember,  too, 
that  the  good-looking,  attractive  girl  is  sometimes  to 
be  avoided  rather  than  courted.  For,  rushed  by  sev- 
eral fraternities,  and  subject  to  flattery  on  all  sides, 
she  may  greatly  overestimate  her  own  importance. 
She  may  lack  that  strength  of  character  which  should 
be  found  in  every  fraternity  girl. 

Before  deciding  definitely  upon  a  girl,  find  out 
whether  she  is  thoughtful  and  earnest;  whether  she 
exercises  a  sweet  and  good  influence  on  those  about 
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her;  and  then  see  if  she  is  kind,  unselfish,  and  willing 
to  help  others  as  well  as  to  be  helped. 

If  we  consider  these  things,  we  will  surely  secure  a 
sister  who  is  worth  while;  who  will  make  her  life 
count  for  something ;  and  who,  by  striving  to  attain  to 
the  noble  ideals  for  which  her  Fraternity  stands,  will 
become  a  noble  and  worthy  representative  of  the 
Greeks.

A  Useful  Custom     Certainly    friendship,    lasting    and 

unselfish,  is  the  keynote  of  every 
fraternity  of  high  ideals  and  it  should  be  the  aim 
of  every  chapter  in  our  Fraternity  to  foster  and 
nourish  this  feeling  of  friendship  until  it  predominates 
over  all  others.

a  word,  to  promote  the  feelings  of  friendship  and 
unity  of  interest  which  should  and  ought  to  be  the 
underlying  bond  which  unites  us  all.

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THE  TAJ  MAHAL 


Under  the  date  of  February  12,  1896,  I  find  in  my 
diary,  written  during  my  journey  from  China  to 
America  via  India,  the  following  entry:  "Torday  we 
drove  out  of  Agra  four  or  five  miles  to  the  Taj  Mahal, 
the  most  beautiful  mausoleum  in  the  world.  It  was 
built  by  Shah  Jehau  for  his  wife,  who  was  called 
'Noor  Mahal,'  the  Tight  of  the  Palace/ '' 

Altering  the  childish  phraseology  somewhat,  and 
adding  a  few  words,  I  shall  quote  more,  and  try  to  g^ve 
you  an  idea  of  this  justly  famous  building.  Our  car- 
riage stopped  before  a  massive  gateway  of  red  sand- 
stone, an  imposing  entrance  worthy  of  the  gem  of 
architecture  seen  through  its  arch.  At  the  end  of  a 
long  avenue  of  slim  cypresses,  and  reflected  in  the 
oblong  mirror  of  water  which  was  hemmed  on  either 
side  by  the  paved  approach,  we  saw  a  dazzling  struc- 
ture of  white  marble  elevated  on  a  platform  over  three 
hundred  feet  square,  from  each  corner  of  which  rises 
a  minaret  133  feet  high.  Before  entering  the  mauso- 
leum proper,  we  climbed  the  winding  stairway  of  one 
of  these  minarets,  and  gained  a  comprehensive  view 
of  the  Taj  set  in  the  midst  of  trees,  whose  dark  green 
masses  enhance  the  purity  of  the  marble.  The  main 
building  is  flanked  on  either  side  by  mosques.  Beyond 
flows  the  broad  Jumna,  around  a  sweeping  curve  of 
which  we  could  discern  the  city  walls,  fortifications 
and  palaces  of  Agra.  It  was  in  one  of  these  palaces 
that  Shah  Jehau,  who  was  taken  prisoner  by  his  own 
son,  Aurungzebe,  lived  for  seven  years,  and  died  in 
sight  of  the  Taj. 
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Down  on  the  platform  below  us  eddied  a  crowd  of 
tourists,  of  Hindus,  and  of  scarlet-coated  soldiers,  for 
the  British  government  takes  excellent  care  of  her 
valuable  architectural  possessions  in  India.  While  we 
were  up  in  the  minaret  our  guide  told  us  the  general 
facts  about  the  Taj.  The  construction  consumed 
twenty-two  years,  and  on  the  building  was  spent  sixty 
million  dollars.  The  walls  form  an  octagon  130  feet 
high;  from  the  center  rises  a  dome  120  feet,  and  this 
is  balanced  by\  a  small  dome  at  each  of  the  four  cor- 
ners. The  arches  are  cusped,  while  the  general  style 
of  architecture  resembles  that  of  the  Alhambra.  The 
exterior  is  covered  with  inscriptions  from  the  Koran, 
but  within,  the  walls  are  inlaid  with  agate,  camelian, 
jasper,  turquoise,  mother  of  pearl,  and  similar  stones, 
in  a  design  to  simulate  vines  and  flowers.  On  the 
main  floor  are  placed  the  sarcophagi,  but  the  bodies 
of  the  king  and  of  the  qqeen  lie  in  really  less  richly 
ornamented  tombs  below.  On  the  kings  tomb  is 
carved  a  pen,  on  the  queen's  a  tablet,  which  signifies 
that  woman  is  the  tablet  upon  which  man  writes: 

About  a  month  later,  we  drove  out  to  the  Taj  again, 
this  time  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning.  As  we  walked 
up  the  approach,  the  brilliant  moonlight  threw  into 
relief  the  gracefully  proportioned  dome  which  rested 
so  lightly  on  its  foundation  that  it  looked  like  a  giant 
bubble  ready  to  soar  into  the  clouds  at  the  slightest 
breath.  The  torches  of  the  guide  lighted  the  interior 
of  the  vault  so  fitfully,  and  the  echo  sounded  so  much 
more  ghostly  than  at  midday,  that  we  decided  not  to 
intrude  longer  on  the  sleep  of  the  king  and  of  the 
queen.  Backward  lingering  glances  revealed  a  fairy- 
building,  a  fitting  reminder  of  the  magnificence  of  that 
line  of  mighty  Moguls  who  once  ruled  India  right 
royally.

Dear  Sisters : 

There  are  so  many  things  to  tell  about  that  I  scarcely  know 
just  where  to  begin.  The  first  important  thing  that  happened 
in  Chi  since  our  last  letter  was  a  visit  from  Mrs.  Bain.  It 
had  been  a  long  time  since  Chi  had  a  visit  from  a  member 
of  the  S.  G.  C,  and  it  gave  us  much  pleasure  to  have  Mrs. 
Bain  with  us.  We  feel  as  if  she  were  a  mother  to  Chi,  and 
whatever  difficulty  may  arise  we  know  to  whom  we  can  turn 
for  interested  advice.

Please  do  not  think  that  Chi  Chapter 
is  to  change  hands,  or  that  Kentucky  University  is  to  change 
hands,  for  everything  is  to  be  the  same  except  the  name. 
Transylvania  University  is  not  a  new  name  for  this  institution, 
but  it  is  the  old  name  under  which  the  University  was  begun. 

Transylvania  Seminary  was  chartered  by  the  legislature  of 
Virginia  in  1783.  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky,  Transylvania  Seminary  became  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity in  1799.  It  continued  under  this  name  until  1865, 
when  the  name  was  changed  to  Kentucky  University. 

On  account  of  confusion  arising  with  the  State  University 
situated  at  Lexington,  it  was  thought  best  to  go  back  to  the 
old  name.  This  was  done  by  an  act  of  the  Kentucky  Leg- 
islature in  March,  1908,  and  it  will  go  into  effect  June  12,  1908.

ORGANIZATION 


The  chapter  shall  be  composed  of  all  alumnae  Chi  Omegas 
in  Lynchburg  and  vicinity. 
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PURPOSE

fraternity  and  college  matters. 

5.  To  use  our  means  and  influence  toward  the  furthering 
of  philanthropic  work  in  our  city.

OFFICERS 

Section  i.  The  officers  shall  be  the  six  regular  officers  of 
the  Fraternity  and  a  Chapter  Correspondent.

The  vote  of  our  convention  that  the  high  school  sorority 
should  be  discouraged  has  received  a  satisfactory,  though 
unconscious,  endorsement  from  the  recent  action  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  Girls'  High  School  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

The  action,  though  final,  has  not  been  unexpected;  and, 
needless  to  say,  meets  with  the  approbation  of  the  corps  of 
teachers,  many  of  whom  are  members  of  the  national  col- 
lege fraternities. 

Dr.  William  L.  Felter,  principal  of  the  Girls'  High 
School,  announced  to  the  members  of  the  eight  Greek-letter 
chapters  in  that  school  that  while  he  would  not  disband 
them  they  must  not  initiate  any  new  members. 

As  indicated  by  this  and  similar  actions,  the  high  school 
sororities  have  incurred  an  antagonism  which,  even  in  the 
East,  is  neither  local  nor  ephemeral,  and  before  the  next 
convention  the  necessity  for  radical  action  will  probably 
have  passed  with  the  passing  of  the  high  school  sorority. — 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 


This  goblin  ghost  of  imitation  fraternities,  by  the 
way,  suddenly  loomed  up  in  a  new  and  weird  form  in 
Washington,  and  those  chaT>ters  of  our  own  and  other 
fraternities  who  are  in  the  South  will,  we  think,  be 
particularly  interested  to  hear  the  manner  of  its  ap- 
pearance. One  day  not  long  ago  "A  lady  to  see  you" 
was  announced  to  one  of  our  Chi  Omega  girls  here. 
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Rather  puzzled  that  no  name  or  card  was  sent  up,  our 
sister  sailed  down  to  find — a  coal-black  young  negress, 
arrayed  in  the  latest  styles,  seated  in  the  drawing- 
room. 

Before  her  "hostess"  could  gather  sufficient  com- 
mand of  her  amazed  and  wrathful  wits  to  order  her 
out,  she  managed  to  announce  that  she  was  from  the 
Negro  High  School;  that  they  were  organizing  a 
Greek  Fraternity,  and  that  knowing  Miss  Blank  was 
a  member  of  a  similar  order,  she  had  come  over  to 
ask  just  how  to  start  one  or  how  to  go  about  affiliating 
with  another! 


There  is  so  much  splendid  material  to  choose  from 
in  our  exchanges  this  quarter  that  we  can  but  regret 
that  it  is  only  practicable  to  clip  paragraphs  here  and 
there  which,  in  our  judgment,  may  be  of  use  and  in- 
terest to  Chi  Omegas.  With  a  Convention  of  our 
own  to  be  held  so  soon,  many  suggestions  that  appear 
in  the  magazines  make  an  especial  appeal  to  us. 
Alpha  Kappa  Kappa  makes  a  point  concerning  the 
Ritual,  for  example,  that  we  might  all  well  remem- 
ber and  apply: 

It  should  be  the  self-imposed  duty  of  every  brother  to 
Icam  perfectly  the  whole  ritual.  It  is  not  a  complicated 
affair,  and,  when  understood,  is  not  difficult  to  memorize. 
When  one  is  sure  of  his  part,  it  is  much  easier  for  him  to 
deliver  it  in  a  deliberate,  clear-cut  manner,  and  by  this  means 
bring  out  the  beauty  of  the  work  and  make  it  as  impressive 
as  it  was  intended  to  be.  Our  ritualistic  work,  like  some  of 
the  musical  compositions  of  the  old  masters,  depends  upon 
the  spirit  and  beauty  of  the  interpretation  rather  than  upon 
any  technical  difficulties  or  brilliant  execution. — The  Centaur. 
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A  year  ago  three  pledges  were  industriously  studying  the 
chapter  roll  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  After  the  manner  of 
freshmen,  they  sought  some  means  of  easing  their  weary 
minds.  The  result  was  an  elaborate  system  of  reference 
which  was  amazingly  efficient.  The  freshmen  remembered 
those  names  so  they  could  say  them  backward,  forward, 
upside-down  and  inside  out.  For  months  afterward  "Mu" 
meant  to  them,  **Mew,  a  cat  in  the  mountains;  mountains, 
Allegheny;"  or  the  mention  of  "Lambda  Alumnae"  started  that 
train  of  thought  which  ran,  "Lambda,  lamb,  mutton,  grease, 
Greece,  Athens;  Lambda  Alumnae  at  Athens,  Ohio." 

Are  there  no  pleasanter  and  simpler  methods  of  familiar- 
izing ourselves  with  our  chapter  roll?  One  such  method 
might  be  the  exchange  of  banners.  There  is  something  very 
suggestive  about  a  college  banner.  The  sight  of  one  imme- 
diately brings  before  the  mental  vision  a  picture  of  an  athletic 
field  with  hundreds  of  cheering  students  waving  their  college 
colors;  or  a  cozy  room  in  a  dormitory  where  a  dozen  girls 
have  assembled  for  a  social  cup  of  chocolate;  or  a  group 
of  stately  buildings  where  a  busy  throng  passes  in  and  out 
If  each  chapter  room  were  hung  with  banners  representing 
every  chapter  in  the  fraternity,  the  weekly  meetings  might 
have,  in  a  slight  degree,  the  binding  influence  which  a  national 
convention  has  in  such  a  large  degree. 

There  is  another  way  for  the  chapters  to  grow  better 
acquainted.  Every  college  has  certain  buildings  of  which 
it  is  proud,  and  these  are  always  faithfully  reproduced  in 
photographs  or  in  the  omnipresent  souvenir  postal  cards. 
It  would  be  a  very  simple  matter  for  chapters  to  exchange 
pictures  so  that,  when  the  Journals  come,  telling  about  the 
good  times  at  the  different  colleges,  each  chapter  would 
have  a  fairly  definite  picture  of  just  how  and  where  those 
good  times  happened.  This  ought  to  lead  to  a  closer  sym- 
pathy and  greater  interest  in  the  chapter  letters. 

Will  the  chapters  consider  these  suggestions  and  decide 
whether  they  would  like  to  try  this  method  of  becoming 
better  acquainted? — Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 


We  like  Kappa  Sigma's  way  of  denoting  the  men  in 
their  personals  by  the  name  of  their  college  rather 
than  of  their  chapter.     Of  course,    all    active    men 
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should  know  at  once  from  a  Greek  chapter  name  at 
what  college  it  is  located,  but  surely  to  alumni  who 
have  been  out  of  college  for  any  length  of  time,  it 
must  be  more  intelligible  to  read  of  a  man  from 
"George  Washington,"  or  "California,"  or  "Idaho," 
than  "Alpha  Eta," "Beta  Xi,"  or  "Gamma  Theta."  And 
in  line  with  a  policy  of  keeping  up  inter-chapter  inter- 
est, Phi  Kappa  Psi  prints  in  the  Shield  photographs 
of  twenty-two  of  its  chapters,  while  Beta  Theta  Pi 
claims  chapter  letters  to  be  not  an  interesting  addition 
but  indeed  an  essential,  integral  part  of  a  fraternity 
magazine — 

The  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  first  of  the  fraternity  journals,  was 
issued  primarily  to  serve  as  a  medium  of  chapter  intercourse. 
Prior  to  its  establishment  the  only  way  the  chapters  kept 
themselves  informed  was  by  a  laborious  system  of  corre- 
spondence, and,  as  the  chapter  secretaries  were  often  busy, 
and  not  infrequently  lazy,  the  system  was  imperfectly  main- 
tained. The  undergraduates  in  the  fraternity  of  course  re- 
member nothing  of  this.  It  happened  many  years  ago,  but 
they  need  occasionally  to  be  reminded  of  it  because  too  many 
of  them  think  that  the  chapter  letters  occupy  too  much  space, 
and  that  more  space  should  be  given  to  the  already  over 
estimated  athletic  side  of  college  life.  The  function  of  Beta 
Theta  Pi  and  all  similar  journals  is  first  and  foremost  to 
afford  a  medium  for  the  publication  of  chapter  letters.  Its 
secondary  functions  are  to  keep  the  fraternity  informed  con- 
cerning its  doings  collectively,  and  the  doings  of  its  mem- 
bers individually  when  such  doings  are  noteworthy,  to  note 
the  progress  of  colleges  and  institutions  and  other  fraterni- 
ties and  in  general  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  fraternity  side 
of  college  life. 


Insistence  on  this  real  unity  of  all  the  chapters 
would  seem  to  be  necessary  "somewhere,  somehow," 
when  inner  societies  threaten  to  spring  into  existence. 
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We  notice  that  one  of  the  Greek-letter  societies  is  troubled 
by  the  appearance  of  an  **inner  society,"  made  up,  by  a  process 
of  selection,  from  the  membership  of  several  of  the  fraternity's 
chapters.  The  problem  of  the  outer  society,  with  its  tendency 
to  divide  the  allegiance  of  members  of  a  chapter,  and  create 
lines  of  social  cleavage  where  there  should  be  nothing  but 
an  absolutely  uninterrupted  common  bond  of  union,  is  bad 
enough,  but  the  situation  presented  by  an  inner  socitey  is  one 
that  must  be  met  by  any  fraternity  which  values  its  own 
existence,  with  firmness  and  dispatch.  The  very  inception  of 
such  an  organization,  indicates,  of  course,  a  failure  to  grasp 
fully  the  spirit  of  a  brotherhood.  No  matter  what  the  pur- 
pose of  such  an  inner  organization  might  be,  whether  good, 
bad  or  indifferent,  the  effect  nuist  be  the  same — that  of  dis- 
organization— ^and  where  such  an  organization  becomes  inter- 
collegiate it  stands,  of  course,  as  a  menace  to  the  very  life 
of  the  fraternity  within  which  its  parasitic  growth  goes  on. 
Such  an  organization  should  have  the  same  treatment  which 
medical  science  gives  to  a  tape-worm.  Doubtless  this  inner 
society  was  thoughtlessly  organized,  but  a  very  little  consid- 
eration puts  it  in  the  light  of  a  conspiracy  against  the  com- 
mon good  of  the  fraternity. — Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 


The  word  fraternity  means  nothing,  if  it  does  not  mean  the 
impulse  toward  altruism.  The  college  fraternity  is  a  greater 
influence  in  the  world  of  business  and  politics  than  most  men 
imagine,  because  it  bears  its  part  in  inculcating  the  thought 
of  others  in  the  minds  of  the  leaders  in  college  life,  who  are, 
if  statistics  prove  anjrthing,  to  be  the  leaders  in  the  business 
and  political  life  of  to-morrow.  The  fraternity  widens  the 
altruistic  feeling  of  those  who  come  within  its  influence — 
that  is,  if  it  is  a  real  fraternity.  The  young  man  who  comes 
to  college  has  learned,  perhaps,  to  extend  this  feeling  to  the 
borders  of  a  family  circle.  He  has  learned  intimately  to  un- 
derstand others  only  within  the  limits  of  that  circle,  for  the 
every-day  friendships,  after  all,  are  not  very  deep  and  inti- 
mate: the  associations  they  involve  are  only  those  which  come 
when  people  are  on  their  good  behavior — of  the  closest  rela- 
tionships of  life  they  do  not  partake.  In  the  life  of  the 
chapter  comes  contact  with  a  considerable  group  of  men — 
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necessarily  of  somewhat  varying  temperaments,  differing  cir- 
cumstances in  life,  and  generally  divergent  t3rpes.  The  lesson 
of  the  college  fraternity  is  to  bring  to  bear  upon  all  these  men 
the  same  spirit  which  holds  the  family  circle  together.  The 
brotherhood  of  men  is  a  splendid  ideal,  but  to  acquire  a  con- 
ception of  what  that  term  means  is  a  matter  of  gradual  de- 
velopment: it  cannot  be  achieved  otherwise  than  by  personal 
contact.  The  associations  of  the  real  fraternity  broaden  the 
sympathies  and  widen  the  social  horizons  of  those  who  share 
in  them.  Who  doubts  but  that  this  very  thing  is  the  most 
pressing  social  need — we  might  almost  say  social  necessity? 
The  college  fraternity  true  to  its  real  purpose  is  engaged  in 
the  cultivation  of  just  those  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  which 
must  save  the  world  to  a  higher  civilization,  if  it  is  saved  at 
all.  It  is  in  the  colleges  that  we  find  men  most  eagerly 
studying  the  problems  of  social  and  industrial  life  which 
have  come  with  changed  conditions,  and  that  there  is  a 
necessity  for  such  study,  resulting  in  a  realization  of  one's 
social  and  political  duties  as  well  as  one's  social  and  political 
rights,  no  one  can  doubt  So,  we  say,  the  college  fraternity 
as  a  social  and  political  influence  is  of  vastly  greater  weight 
than  most  men  imagine,  situated  as  an  institution  where  it  is, 
teaching  what  it  does,  and  involving  that  intimate  association 
of  men  one  with  another  which  leaves  behind  it  a  broader 
grasp  of  social  obligation. — Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 


At  one  of  our  meetings  recently  the  subject  of  the  proper 
disposal  of  the  pins  belonging  to  Thetas  who  had  passed  on  to 
the  Higher  Life  brought  forth  a  very  interesting  discussion, 
and  we  thought  it  a  subject  of  sufficient  importance  to  the 
other  chapters  for  their  opinions.  Some  felt  that  the  pins 
should  be  returned  to  their  chapter  to  which  the  deceased 
member  belonged,  while  others  considered  it  better  to  have 
the  pin  remain  always  on  the  person.  In  any  case,  there 
should  be  some  one  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  that  all  pins  are 
uniformly  cared  for,  so  that  we  need  have  no  further  repeti- 
tion of  the  pins  coming  into  the  possession  of  unscrupulous 
persons.— /Ca/»/»a  Alpha  Theta. 
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Mr.  Clarence  Birdseye,  in  an  address  delivered 
before  the  Religious  Education  Association  in  Wash- 
ington, D,  C,  had  this  to  say  in  regard  to  fraternity 
Ufe: 

I  am  not  here  to  plead  the  cause  of  the  Greek-letter  fra- 
ternities or  to  excuse  their  shortcomings,  which,  from  care- 
ful study  in  many  colleges  and  with  the  best  inside  opportuni- 
ties, I  know  as  well  as  any  of  you.  But  these  faults  and  fail- 
ures are  partly  inherent  in  any  college  education,  and  in  any 
home  with  many  members,  and  always  have  been,  and  are 
largely  chargeable  to  the  college  authorities  and  alumni,  who 
have  regarded  chiefly  the  financial,  pedagogical  and  adminis- 
trative departments  and  have  neglected  and  misunderstood 
the  college  home  life. 

I  urge  you  most  earnestly  to  give  attention  to  the  student 
life,  and  especially  to  that  portion  of  it  which  we  have  called 
the  college  family  life,  whether  fraternity  or  non- fraternity, 
and  to  look  upon  the  fraternities  as  logical  growths — ^not  as 
inherent  evils,  but  as  the  line  of  least  resistance  and  of  the 
most  immediate  promise.  But  whether  or  not  you  agree  with 
me  as  to  the  fraternities,  I  beg  you  to  give  immediate  heed 
to  the  family  life  of  our  students.  We  shall  be  nearest  the 
truth  when  we  realize  that  at  present  the  college  family  life  is 
more  nearly  related  to  the  parents'  home  than  it  is  to  the 
pedagogy  of  the  college,  and  should  be  studied  and  treated 
accordingly.  We  must  come  to  appreciate  that  the  ninety 
per  cent,  of  the  student  life,  with  all  its  activities  and  inter- 
ests, may  be  greater,  educationally,  than  the  ten  per  cent, 
of  pedagogy,  and  quite  as  well  worthy  of  earnest  and  intelli- 
gent thought  and  action,  and  that  the  heart  of  that  ninety  per 
cent,  for  any  individual  is  his  college  family  life,  whatever 
form  that  family  life  may  take. 

In  striking  contrast  appeared,  at  about  the  same 
time,  the  following  by  Elbert  Hubbard : 

"The  Egyptians  guarded  their  mysteries  with  jealous  dread. 
We  know  their  secret  now.  It  is  this :  there  are  no  mysteries. 
That  is  the  only  secret  upon  which  any  secret  society  holds 
any  caveat.    Wisdom  cannot  be   corralled   in   gibberish  and

THE  CONVENTION  AS  A  WHOLE 

The  Chicago  Beach  Hotel  stood  placidly  beside  the 
calm  lake  on  Saturday,  June  19,  little  dreaming  per- 
haps, of  the  galaxy  of  beauty,  grace,  and  youthful 
wisdom  that  was  soon  to  be  sheltered  within  her 
pleasant  walls.  It  is  a  hotel  of  conventions,  and 
conventioners  of  many  kinds  have  paced  the  long 
verandas  and  inhaled  the  fresh  breezes  from  Lake 
Michigan.  But  the  Chi  Omega  Convention  had  never 
been  there  before!  Now,  the  Chicago  Beach  rears 
her  head  with  greater  pride  upon  the  lake  shore,  and 
enshrines  within  her  bosom  a  glorious  memory. 

It  happened  that  the  State  Bar  Association  was  in 
session  the  latter  part  of  the  week  at  the  same  hotel, 
but  the  lawyers  made  little  or  no  impression  by  rea- 
son of  the  contrast,  and  the  Chi  Omegas  were  sorry 
for  them. 

Indeed,  it  was  a  convention  to  be  proud  of — a  hun- 
dred and  fifty  girls  and  women,  representatives  of  the 
best  in  our  American  college  life,  and  their  worth  was 
recognized  on  all  sides. 

Sister  Louise  Holman,  Psi,  a  member  of  the  Tex- 
arkana  Alumnae,  has  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
arrival  on  Saturday.  She  was  followed  by  the 
S.  K.  A.,  Jessie  Parker,  to  whom  it  fell  to  select  the 
»uite  for  the  Supreme  Governing  Council,  which  she 
did  to  the  satisfaction  of    all.     Next    came    Mattie 
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Craighill,  and  later  the  Arkansas  delegation — Mrs. 
Purdue,  Jobelle  Holcombe,  May  Miller,  and  the  rep- 
resentatives from  Psi  and  Fayetteville.  The  sisters 
Carson  from  Pi  Chapter,  were  soon  discovered,  and 
Mary  Wright  Bain  put  in  an  appearance  Sunday. 
And  so  on  up  through  Tuesday  the  names  on  the  reg- 
ister, with  X  O  after  them,  rapidly  increased. 

Only  members  of  a  fraternity  know  just  how  great 
is  the  pleasure  experienced  in  greeting  and  "grip- 
ping" sisters,  old  and  new  acquaintances,  and  the 
dining-room  and  lobby  of  the  hotel  were  full  of  such 
happy  meetings  during  these  ante-convention  days. 

On  Sunday  the  Chi  Omegas  went  in  a  body  to  hear 
the  Rev.  Frank  W.  Gunsaulus,  of  the  Central  Con- 
gregational Church,  in  the  city  auditorium.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  day  was  spent  in  rest  and  in  ceaseless 
conversation,  relating  to  Chi  Omega  and  Chi  Omegas, 
in  the  various  rooms,  at  meals,  on  the  veranda,  and  on 
the  lake  shore. 

On  Monday  the  S.  G.  C.  held  morning  and  after- 
noon sessions  in  their  apartments,  and  dispatched 
much  important  business  in  the  interest  of  the  Frater- 
nity. Monday  night  in  the  ball-room  of  the  hotel  the 
Convention  enjoyed  to  the  full  the  reception  and  the 
clever  vaudeville  entertainment  given  by  the  hostess 
chapters. 

And  then  the  Fifth  Biennial  Convention  of  Chi 
Omega  really  began. 

TUESDAY 

Tuesday  morning  at  ten  o'clock,  the  first  business 
session  opened  with  due  solemnity  and  form.  The 
hotel  management  had  spared  no  pains  to  make  us 
comfortable.  On  a  platform  reared  in  the  bay- 
window  of  the  ball-room,  and  surrounded  by  palms 
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and  other  potted  plants,  the  Supreme  Governing 
Council  sat  in  state,  an  immense  bunch  of  White  Car- 
nations adorning  the  platform  in  front.  Chairs  were 
ranged  in  two  sections — the  delegates  from  the  chap- 
ters on  the  right,  the  alumnae  and  non-voting  actives 
on  the  left.  Around  on  the  walls  Chi  Omega  pen- 
nants and  pennants  from  the  different  colleges  hung 
in  attractive  decoration  to  the  Convention  meeting- 
place.  Hazel  Mahler  was  appointed  "page,"  Wendla 
McCaskey  assistant  S.  M.,  Sue  Bitting  assistant 
S.  T.  B.,  in  order  that  the  Council  members  might  not 
be  disturbed  during  the  sessions. 

The  Convention  began  with  the  Fraternity's  simple 
but  impressive  opening  ceremony.  Next  Latu-a  Loth- 
rop  Brown's  address  of  welcome,  and  Mrs.  Purdue's 
address  of  greeting  were  listened  to  with  pleasure  and 
applauded  vigorously.  After  this  the  Credential 
Committee  made  up  the  Convention  roll,  and  business 
began.  The  reports  from  the  chapter  delegates  took 
up  all  the  morning  and  part  of  the  afternoon  session. 
They  were  interesting  reports,  too,  arid  valuable,  espe- 
cially for  the  active  delegates.  One  of  the  points 
which  characterized  them  all  was  the  emphasis  laid 
on  good  scholarship,  and  the  pride  felt  by  each  chap- 
ter in  the  honors  along  this  line  that  have  come  to 
their  members  in  the  past  year.  Another  noticeable 
point  was  that  Chi  Omega's  chapters  seem  fully  to 
appreciate  the  obligation  and  advantage  in  taking  part 
in  all  the  activities  of  colle,e:e  life,  and  in  developing 
the  "many-sided*'  individual. 

Following  the  chapter  reports  came  reports  from 
the  Council  Officers,  and  it  was  easy  to  see  they  had 
not  been  idle  during  the  last  two  years. 

At  five  o'clock  adjournment  was  called  for  in  order 
that  there  might  be  time  for  rest,  dinner,  and  dressing 
for  the  theater  party  to  start  at  eight  o'clock. 
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WEDNESDAY 

Before  assembling  for  business  on  Wednesday 
morning,  the  Convention  gathered  on  the  hotel  steps 
looking  toward  the  lake,  for  a  picture.  We  thought 
it  a  fairly  good  group,  as  groups  go,  and  regretted 
merely  that  a  number  of  the  girls  were  not  there  to  be 
m  It. 

After  this,  once  again  we  came  together  for  the 
transaction  of  such  business  as  should  come  before 
us.  After  the  opening  ceremony  and  minutes  of 
Tuesday's  work.  Sister  Georgie  Shattuck  gave  her 
report  from  the  Catalogue  and  History  Committee, 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  a  storm  of  applause  greeted 
her  as  she  stepped  upon  the  platform,  for  she  carried 
in  her  arms  a  great,  big  bundle  of  manuscript  upon 
which  she  has  been  working,  under  great  difficulties, 
for  the  past  four  years.  She  has  completed  her  work, 
and  'The  Chi  Omega  Manual"  will  be  issued  at  some 
time  during  the  coming  school  year,  edited  by  Sister 
Mattie  Craighill,  and  published  by  Geo.  E.  Howard, 
our  official  printer.  The  price  is  fixed  to  be  not  more 
than  $1.50.  But  there  will  be  more  on  this  subject 
later  on. 

After  this  Mrs.  Purdue,  Miss  Holcombe,  and  Miss 
Craighill  spoke  of  Mrs.  Martin,  author  of  the  Soror- 
ity Hand-book — of  her  wide  interest  in  educational  and 
fraternity  matters — and  of  the  pleasure  of  a  corre- 
spondence friendship  with  her.  This  was  a  preface  to 
the  pleasant  letter  from  Mrs.  Martin,  read  to  the 
Convention  by  the  S.  K.  A.,  as  follows :

Following  this  came  Jobelle  Holcombe's  report  of 
her  work  as  Chi  Omega's  delegate  to  the  Inter- 
Sorority  Conference,  in  1906  as  secretary,  in  1907  as 
chairman.  Miss  Holcombe  has  been  a  valuable 
worker  in  the  I.  S.  C,  and  has  made  a  fine  impression 
for  Chi  Omega.  She  spoke  especially  of  the  broad 
Pan-Hellenic  spirit  that  characterizes  the  I.  S.  C,  and 
gave  as  one  of  the  principal  points  of  endeavor  the 
spread  of  this  feeling  among  the  local  chapters.  She 
told  interestingly  of  the  social  service  work  that  the 
I.  S.  C.  is  instituting  in  cooperation  with  the  Deans 
of  Women.  (Just  here  Chi  Omegas  thought  with 
pride  that  our  representative  in  the  L  S.  C.  is  also  a 
Dean  of  Women.)  Other  points  in  the  I.  S.  C.  min- 
utes were  dwelt  on  and  explained  by  Miss  Holcombe, 
and  we  all  felt  that  we  knew  and  understood  more 
of  the  doings  of  the  Conference  than  it  was  possible 
for  us  to  know  before.  At  the  end  of  her  report. 
Miss  Holcombe  was  appointed  by  a  unanimous  vote 
as  Chi  Omega's  representative  in  the  I.  S.  C.  for  the 
next  two  years. 

Next  came  a  discussion  of  how  far  Chi  Omega 
should  admit  students  from  affiliated  schools — music, 
oratory,  art,  etc.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  matter,  giving  as  a  recommendation  in 
their  report  the  next  day  that  not    more    than    one-

fourth  of  the  membership  of  a  chapter  of  any  one 
year  should  be  students  in  an  affiliated  school.  This 
recommendation  was  adopted  as  a  ruling. 

Other  matters  came  up,  and  were  dispatched. 
Among  these  was  the  request  from  Burr,  Patterson,  to 
become  an  official  jeweler  to  Chi  Omega.  This  re- 
quest was  granted,  and  Burr,  Patterson  &  Company, 
of  Detroit,  Mich.,  was  authorized  to  make  Chi  Omega 
jewelry. 

After  various  announcements  and  committee  ap- 
pointments, the  meeting  adjourned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  session  Mrs. 
Myrtle  Maclver  gave  a  valuable  talk  on  chapter 
houses — alumnae  financing  and  the  great  benefit  to  the 
chapter  and  the  whole  fraternity  for  chapters  to  own 
instead  of  rent  their  houses.  She  proposed  that 
some  plan  be  put  on  foot  whereby  Chi  Omega  could 
establish  a  national  house-fund.  Mrs.  Maclver's  talk 
aroused  an  interested  discussion,  the  results  of  which 
were  two:  First  that  a  Chapter  House  Department 
be  added  to  the  Eleusis;  second,  that  a  house  loan 
fund  be  established.  Two  committees  were  forthwith 
appointed:  the  one,  the  Information  Committee,  to 
supply  material  for  the  Eleusis  ;  the  other,  the  Loan 
Fund  Committee,  to  devise  means  for  raising  the 
fund.  These  committees  are  given  in  the  front  of 
the  Eleusis. 

Following  this  important  step.  Sue  Bitting,  chair- 
man of  the  Examination  Committee  for  the  past  two 
years,  gave  her  report.  She  commended  some  of  the 
chapters  by  name  for  their  excellent  records,  and 
condemned  others  for  their  poor  papers,  which 
showed,  she  said,  lack  of  preparation  and  general 
knowledge  of  fraternity  matters,  and  in  some  cases 
a  seeming  lacking  of  interest   in   the   work.     Sister 
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Bitting  expressed  the  sincere  wish  that  the  next  com- 
mittee will  be  able  to  report  favorably  of  all  the  chap- 
ters. The  examination  grades  will  be  given  in  the 
fall  Mystagogue, 

The  last  important  business  of  the  day  was  the 
adoption  of  an  official  banner  and  seal,  and  we  trust 
that  the  result,  which  may  be  seen  in  this  issue  of  the 
Eleusis,  will  be  pleasing  to  all.  To  Sister  Mary 
Wright  Bain,  S.  M.,  we  owe  a  large  measure  of 
thanks,  for  the  designs  are  hers. 

Adjournment  took  place  a  little  earlier  than  usual 
for  the  automobile  ride. 

Perhaps  the  best  evening  of  the  Convention,  not 
even  excluding  the  banquet,  was  this  Wednesday, 
and  none  of  those  who  were  there  can  ever  forget  the 
beauty  and  solemnity  of  the  "Model  Initiation."  It 
was  with  truly  grateful  and  appreciative  hearts  that 
the  Chi  Omegas  rose  to  their  feet  at  the  Thursday's 
session  in  response  to  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Bain 
and  her  co-workers  of  Omicron  Chapter,  especially 
Wendia  McCaskey,  who  had  the  initiation  in  charge. 

THURSDAY 

The  last  day  of  Convention,  and  there  was  still 
much  to  be  done!  An  additional  pleasure  and  inter- 
est this  day  was  the  presence  of  Doctor  Richardson. 

Somehow  the  air  seemed  tense  with  some  sort  of 
excitement,  and  every  one  was  sitting  up  straight 
when  the  S.  H.  called  the  house  to  order.  Evidently 
there  were  interesting  matters  to  come  up.  How- 
ever, various  committee  reports  were  serenely  listened 
to  and  acted  upon.  Then  a  telegram  from  the  Con- 
vention of  Delta  Delta  Delta,  in  answer  to  Chi  Omega 
greetings,  was  read:

Cordial  greetings  received.    Delta  Delta  Delta  in  convention 
assembled   extends  best  wishes  for  a  successful  session.

"We  are  ready  to  hear  the  report  of  the  S.  T.  B. 
on  Constitution/'  said  the  S.  H.,  and  every  one  felt 
that  the  ball  had  started  rolling. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  Washington  Con- 
vention two  years  ago,  when  certain  changes  and  re- 
visions were  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Ritual,  it 
was  decided  to  leave  the  work  still  open  two  years 
longer  for  further  polishing  before  final  adoption. 
Jobelle  Holcombe  was  given  charge  of  the  Constitu- 
tion work,  and  Mary  Wright  Bain  the  Ritual.  It  will 
be  remembered  also  that  at  the  S.  G.  C.  meeting  last 
summer  the  Council  devoted  a  large  part  of  the  time 
to  careful  consideration  of  Constitution  and  Ritual. 
It  was  this  work  especially  that  Miss  Holcombe 
brought  before  the  Convention.  Her  report  was  dis- 
cussed and  finally  approved  with  a  few  alterations. 
After  this  the  S.  H.  put  the  Constitution  before  the 
Convention,  and  the  expected  happened  when  a  sister 
arose  proposing  an  amendment  involving  a  radical 
change  of  policy  in  regard  to  Chi  Omega's  method  of 
granting  charters.  At  present  the  power  to  grant 
charters  is  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  Supreme  Gov- 
erning Council.  Chapters  are  notified  by  the  S.  K.  A. 
when  applications  come  in,  and  their  wishes  in  the 
matter  called  for,  but  the  final  decision  rests  in  the 
hands  of  the  Council.  The  amendment  proposed  was 
to  give  chapters  a  vote  and  to  grant  charters  by  a  two- 
thirds    majority.     A    spirited   and    interesting   debate 
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followed,  well  sustained  on  both  sides,  lasting  through 
the  morning  session.  There  is  no  doubt  about  it,  but 
that  those  who  felt  strongly  opposed  to  this  change  in 
Chi  Omega's  government,  regarding  it  as  a  backward 
step,  felt  decidedly  uneasy,  so  well  did  the  advocates 
of  the  proposed  change  maintain  their  point.  But 
finally,  when  Jobelle  Holcombe  had  spoken  against  it, 
they  felt  better,  for  surely  the  voice  of  a  Founder 
carries  weight,  though  the  voice  of  Jobelle  Holcombe 
would  carry  weight  if  she  were  the  newest  initiate. 
After  this  Doctor  Richardson,  who  had  sat  discreetly 
silent  on  his  front-row  seat,  was  asked  to  speak  by 
special  request.  The  good  "brother"  admitted  that 
he  was  badly  scared  as  he  rose  before  this  august  body 
of  his  Chi  Omega  sisters.  He  evidently  felt  sorry 
to  have  to  take  either  side,  and  so  expressed  himself. 
After  his  apolog>%  however,  to  the  other  side,  he  de- 
livered himself  of  the  opinion  that  he  did  not  believe 
the  proposed  change  would  be  for  Chi  Omega's  ad- 
vancement, and  he  supported  his  point  by  some  telling 
facts.  It  would  probably  not  change  results  for  the 
Fraternity  materially,  he  said,  since  the  chapters  al- 
ready have  a  "say,"  and  no  Council  would  grant  a 
charter  in  the  face  of  well-founded  opposition  from  a 
number  of  chapters.  The  proposed  change  would 
merely  add  cumbersomeness  to  the  working  machinery 
and  increase  the  work  of  the  officers.  A  ripple  of 
pleasure  passed  through  the  room  when  he  said  a 
prominent  fratemity  man  had  said  to  him  that  Chi 
Omega  is,  in  his  opinion,  one  of  the  best  governed  of 
the  Greek-letter  organizations. 

It  was  past  the  lunch  hour,  and  the  debate  had  con- 
tinued long  enough.  '*Are  you  ready  for  the  ques- 
tion?" asked  the  chairman.  "Question!"  came  the 
reply.     The  vote  was  taken,  resulting  in  the  defeat  of 
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the  proposed  amendment.  Adjournment  for  lunch 
followed,  and  whatever  disappointment  there  may 
have  been  in  the  hearts  of  any  over  the  morning^s 
work  did  not  show  itself.  There  was  a  beautiful  spirit 
animating  this  Fifth  Biennial  Convention,  and  there- 
fore everything  went  well.  We  all  agreed  with 
Doctor  Richardson  when  he  said  "You  can  always 
trust  a  Chi  Omega  Convention  to  do  the  right  thing." 

In  the  afternoon  came  the  consideration  of  the 
Ritual.  Mrs.  Bain  gave  as  her  report  the  model  ini- 
tiation of  Wednesday  night,  suggesting  one  further 
change,  and  her  report  was  accepted.  The  Constitu- 
tion and  Ritual,  therefore,  will  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  chapters  during  the  coming  year,  in  a  form 
that  will  be  considered  permanent  for  some  time  to 
come. 

Then  came  the  election  of  officers,  always  an  inter- 
esting occasion.  The  result  was  a  surprise  to  the 
members  of  the  past  Council,  who  honestly  believed 
that  the  Fraternity  probably  felt  they  had  been  in 
power  long  enough.  There  was  a  re-election  in  every 
case,  except  in  the  office  of  S.  T.  B.,  for  which  Jobelle 
Holcombe  declined  renomination  on  account  of  the 
heavy  duties  of  her  position  in  the  University  of  Ar- 
kansas. Sue  Bitting,  '05,  of  Mu  Chapter,  was  elected 
to  this  office,  and  her  efficient  work  on  the  Examina- 
tion Committee  makes  every  one  feel  her  an  accepta- 
ble addition  to  the  Council  even  before  she  has 
proved  herself.  The  ovation  accorded  Mrs.  Pur- 
due in  her  unanimous  re-election  as  S.  H.  was  gratify- 
ing to  her,  as  well  as  a  great  pleasure  to  every  one. 

Where  shall  we  hold  the  next  Convention  had  then 
to  be  decided.  Invitations  were  extended  by  Chi  and 
the  Lexington  Alumnae  for  Lexington,  Ky. ;  by 
Lambda  and  Kansas  City  Alumnae  for  Kansas  City; 
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Phi  Alpha  and  Washington  City  Alumnae  put  forth  a 
plea  for  Washington  again;  Zeta  and  Denver  Alum- 
nae asked  for  Denver;  and  lastly,  Epsilon,  whose  dele- 
gate was  detained  by  illness,  sent  an  invitation  for 
New  York,  in  which  Delta  and  Phi  Alpha  joined. 
The  vote  was  close,  resulting  in  a  majority  of  one  for 
Lexington.  Therefore,  in  1910,  Chi  Omegas  will  en- 
joy a  taste  of  the  far-famed  Kentucky  hospitality. 

A  few  other  matters  of  business  came  up,  among 
them  the  motion  of  the  S.  N.  V.  that  hereafter  the 
National  Treasury  pay  for  the  full  traveling  expenses 
of  chapter  delegates  instead  of  a  pro  rated  amount 
from  a  ^'Convention  Fund,"  as  heretofore.  This  mo- 
tion  carried  with  a  strong  majority  vote  of  the  actives, 
who  were  most  interested.  Then  the  S.  H.  ap- 
pointed the  various  standing  committees. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  handed  in  its  report, 
after  which  Mrs.  Purdue  said :  "Is  there  any  further 
business?"  as  the  rays  of  the  sun  fell  slanting  across 
the  lake  from  the  west.  Every  one  sat  still  a  moment, 
regretting  that  the  end  had  come,  and  wishing  to  hold 
it  on  even  a  little  longer.  But  there  was  nothing  else, 
apparently,  to  be  done,  and  the  motion  for  adjourn- 
inent  was  passed  with  a  sigh,  which  relieved  itself 
in  the  giving  of  the  well  known 

"We'll   try,  we'll  vie,   we'll  never  die, 
Chi,  Chi  Omega,  Chi!" 

before  the  assembly  dispersed. 

Thursday  night  came  the  beautiful  Convention  ban- 
quet, which  none  of  those  who  were  present  can  ever 
forget. 

And  this  was  practically  the  end  of  it,  for  Friday 
morning  saw  some  Chi  Omega  trunks  already  being 
carried  from  the  hotel.  The  goodly  number  who 
went  on  the  trip  to  Evanston,  however,  spent  a  beau- 
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tiful  day,  and  the  fifty  couples  who  participated  in 
the  informal  dance  that  night  at  the  Chicago  Beach 
seemed  to  be  supremely  happy.  The  "dignified" 
Council  members,  excepting  Mrs.  Purdue,  who  chape- 
roned the  dance,  went  to  the  "White  City'  under  the 
escort  of  Sister  Mary  Bain's  agreeable  husband,  who 
showed  up  in  Chicago  on  Friday.  It  was  a  truly  de- 
licious sight  to  see  Jobelle  Holcombe  go  down  into  the 
'*Devirs  Cave"  with  Mr.  Bain,  while  the  rest  of  us 
who,  according  to  Mr.  Bain,  were  "quitters,"  stayed 
outside  and  enjoyed  ourselves  hugely  watching  them 
disappear  as  their  boat  was  swallowed  up  in  the  omin- 
ous abyss.  We  enjoyed  greatly  watching  the  dancing, 
too,  when  we  returned  to  the  hotel. 

Saturday  the  new  Council — (there  was  one  new 
member) — met  to  lay  plans  for  the  coming  year,  plans 
which  we  hope  will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  Chi 
Omega. 

Saturday  night  was  a  somewhat  melancholy  time 
for  the  few  stragglers  left,  and  the  dining-room  and 
lobby  looked  sadly  deserted.  A  few  stayed  on  until 
Monday,  and  then  the  Chicago  Beach  Hotel,  where 
we  had  been  so  delightfully  entertained,  saw  the  last 
of  the  Chi  Omega  Convention. 

It  was  a  beautiful  experience  for  us  all !

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  S.  H. 

The  Fifth  Biennial  Convention  of  Chi  Omega, 
with  Ave  hostess  chapters,  is  surely  an  auspicious  oc- 
casion, and  we  who  are  here  have  reason  to  congratu- 
late ourselves.  "All  things  come  to  him  who  will  but 
wait."  Our  first  convention  was  planned  for  Chicago 
in  1899,  but  it  became  necessary  to  postpone  it,  and 
it  was  held  the  following  year  in  Memphis,  Tenn.  We 
were  greatly  disappointed  at  the  time,  but  as  we  look 
back  we  see  the  influence  of  our  fives.  It  was  more 
fitting  that  the  first  convention  be  held  after  Chi 
Omega  had  attained  the  age  of  five  years,  and  had 
twice  five  chapters. 

In  a  recent  editorial  found  in  a  household  magazine, 
the  opening  sentence  is,  "Enthusiasm  was  formerly  a 
national  trait."  The  editor  regrets  that  "very"  and 
"most,"  and  "best"  have  gone  out  of  fashion.  If  he 
could  know  something  of  a  fraternity  convention — 
the  eagerness  with  which  it  is  anticipated  on  the  part 
of  the  delegates,  the  zeal  with  which  preparations  are 
made  by  the  hostess  chapters  and  the  officers,  the  cor- 
diality with  which  the  sisters  greet  each  other,  he 
would  realize  that  there  are  still  some  enthusiasts 
abroad  in  the  land. 

The  ideal  may  be  termed  the  life-giving  principle 
of  an  organization  such  as  ours.  We  magnify  Chi 
Omega's  greatness,  and  conceal  her  weakness,  ever 
trying  to  overcome  the  latter,  and  this  applies  to  the 
members  as  well  as  to  the  Fraternity. 

In  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  address  delivered  at  Colum- 
bia last  year,  Talcott  Williams  said  that  this  Greek- 
letter  fraternity  is  the  child  of  the  romantic  spirit 
which  had  touched  the  life  of  the  civilized  world  with 
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a  new  light.  While  the  youth  of  every  nation  came 
together  in  new  student  organizations,  in  foreign 
countries  it  was  for  social  or  political  reasons.  In 
America  the  result  was  the  formation  of  Greek-letter 
societies,  "which  made  a  cult  of  fraternity,  and  of 
friendship  a  master  passion/'  We  are  proud  that 
young  people  of  lofty  purpose  are  thus  associated. 
We  delight  in  the  fact  that  fraternities  antedate  by  half 
a  century  any  common  organization  between  the 
teaching  bodies  of  American  colleges.  We  glorify 
"the  devotion  to  a  common  ideal  of  equal  rights  and 
of  equal  duties,  of  friendship  which  knows  neither 
rank  nor  possessions." 

Nothing  else  could  bring  together  so  many  young 
wontcn  as  we  have  here  to-day.  Nothing  else  could 
unite  them  so  closely.  Yesterday  morning  many  of 
you  had  not  met.  To-day  you  feel  as  though  you  had 
always  known  each  other.  You  give  your  confidence 
freely  one  to  another.  Each  has  been  found  worthy 
to  wear  the  badge. 

The  experiences  you  will  have  here  are  worth  a  one- 
hour  course  for  a  college  year.  Perhaps  I  should  say 
a  five-hour  course.     At  any  rate,  it  is  elective. 

Dear  young  sisters,  always  bear  in  mind  that  our 
Fraternity  is  too  lofty  ever  to  be  merely  a  social  or- 
ganization ;  that  simplicity  should  be  the  keynote ;  that 
innate  refinement  and  possibilities  of  development 
mean  more  than  material  attributes. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  express  to  the  hostess  chap- 
ters our  appreciation  of  what  they  have  done,  and 
will  continue  to  do,  for  our  pleasure  and  comfort 
(luring  our  stay  in  Chicago.  The  greeting  in  the 
I'l.Ki'sis  warmed  our  hearts. 

Sometimes  an  alumnae  chapter  hardly  knows  what 
to  ilo  with  itself.     The  Chicago  Alumnje  Chapter  hafi 
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had  reason  for  existing  this  year.  I  think  we  can 
never  have  another  convention  without  an  alumnx 
chapter  having  a  large  share  in  the  management.  We 
have  found  them  indispensible  in  both  Washington 
and  Chicago.  In  the  name  of  the  Fraternity,  I  wish 
here  to  thank  the  Chicago  Alumnae,  and  our  other 
hostess  chapters,  Xi,  Omicron,  Eta,  and  Nu,  and  to 
you,  one  and  all,  who  compose  the  Fifth  Biennial 
Convention  of  Chi  Omega,  I  give  greeting.

THE  MODEL  INITIATION 

It  was  in  the  true  spirit  that  characterized  the  prepa- 
ration for  the  ancient  Eleusinian  mysteries  that  the 
Convention  assembled  on  Wednesday  evening,  June 
24,  for  the  ''Model  Initiation''  to  which  all  had  looked 
forward  as  one  of  the  really  great  experiences  of  the 
Chicago  Convention. 

A  hundred  and  fifty  Chi  Omegas,  dressed  in  white, 
gathered  in  the  second  floor  corridor  of  the  hotel,  at 
half-past  eight  o'clock,  and  formed  in  double  line  in 
the  order  of  chapters,  the  six  council  members  leading.

The  Chicago  Convention,  which  all  Chi  Omegas  had 
looked  forward  to  with  such  eager  pleasure,  has  been 
rightly  placed  in  the  annals  of  the  Chi  Omega  Fra- 
ternity as  a  great  success.  But  to-day  we  find  our 
thoughts  still  turning  to  that  memorable  week  in  June, 
when  happiness,  love,  and  work,  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, reigned  supreme. 

It  seems  that  like  the  Walrus  and  the  Carpenter  of 
Wonderland  renown,  the  time  has  come  when  I  could 
talk  of  many  things,  but  our  Editor  asked  that  my 
thoughts  turn  especially  to  the  banquet,  that  all  the 
unfortunate  Chi  Omegas  who  were  not  there  might 
have  an  idea,  at  least,  of  what  the  crowning  event  of 
the  social  side  of  convention  was  like.

THE  BEACH  PARTY 

At  the  request  of  the  Editor  of  the  Eleusis,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  less  fortunate  sisters  who  were  un- 
able to  attend  the  Convention,  I  am  going  to  give  a 
brief  account  of  the  all-day  beach  party  at  Evanston, 
111.,  which  occurred  Friday,  June  26. 
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Our  last  business  session  was  held  on  Thursday 
afternoon,  and  the  banquet  came  Thursday  night.

THE  OFHCIAL  FLAG  AND  SEAL 

The  Official  Flag  of  Chi  Omega  is  a  pendant  ban- 
ner, as  seen  in  the  cut.  On  the  Cardinal  bar,  across 
the  top,  is  superposed  the  conventionalized  White  Car- 
nation. This  has  five  triangular  petals  with  live  scal- 
lops at  the  top  of  each.     From  this  cross-bar  extends 
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five  stripes,  three  of  Cardinal,  two  of  Straw,  and  the 
banner  is  always  to  be  pointed  as  shown.  The  correct 
colors  to  be  used  are  "Cardinal  3,"  "Mais  i,''  of  the 
dyes  of  Johnson,  Cowdin  &  Co.,  126  and  128  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City.  Chapters  will  do  well  to  ask 
for  these  colors  always  in  the  purchase  of  ribbon,  etc. 
The  making  of  the  official  banner  will  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  one  manufacturer,  whose  name  will  be  an- 
nounced in  the  Eleusis  later. 

The  banner  may  be  used  as  a  floating  flag,  as  seen  in 
the  cut,  placed  upon  a  field  of  Straw  color,  bordered  by 
Cardinal.  It  mav  be  used  also  as  a  letter  crest,  sur- 
rounded  by  the  Laurel  Wreath.  Stationery  with  this 
crest  may  be  ordered  from  Geo.  E.  Howard,  Chi 
Omega's  official  printer. 

The  seal  is  composed  of  the  head  of  the  patron  god- 
dess, Demeter.  The  date  below  is  the  year  of  Chi  Ome- 
ga's founding.  The  seal,  it  will  be  noticed,  has  fiz'C 
scallops.  Mr.  Howard  has  this  die,  and  orders  may  be 
given  him  for  its  use  on  stationery  or  an}'thing  that 
may  be  desired.  The  seal  will  be  placed  on  all  mem- 
bership certificates  hereafter. 


For  the  third  time  the  present  editor  must  thank  a 
Chi  Omega  Convention  for  the  great  honor  that  has 
been  conferred  upon  her  and  the  trust  that  has  been 
placed  again  in  her  hands.  Each  time  she  has  given 
these  thanks  with  greater  trepidation,  for  the  Eleusis 
must  advance.  Forward  being  Chi  Omega's  watchword 
in  everything,  and  the  question  is  whether  the  present 
leader  of  the  Eleusis  procession  has  not  led  as  far  as 
she  is  able.  However,  since  the  die  is  cast,  we  will  do 
our  best  for  another  two  years,  and  at  least  try  to  take 
no  backward  step. 

It  is  a  delightful  feeling  that  all  of  us  have  who 
were  at  Convention.

We  want  in 
Chi  Omega  the  girl  who  possesses  first  of  all,  strong 
moral  character ;  the  girl  of  intellect  above  the  average, 
if  possible,  and  not  below  in  any  case;  the  girl  who 
possesses  grace  and  charm  of  manner,  sweetness  and 
refinement  of  personality,  sympathetic  understanding 
of  other  people  and  interest  in  their  welfare.  We  are 
glad  also  when  they  have  beauty  in  addition  to  these 
more  important  traits.  Well,  we  found  all  these  quali- 
ties among  the  attendants  at  the  Convention,  in  greater 
or  less  degree,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  "Chi 
Omega  type'*  is  an  existent  reality. 


Wc  wish  we  possessed  a  pen  that  could  do  justice  to 
Jobelle  Holcombe,  one  of  Chi  Omega's  Founders,  the 
S.  T.  B.  for  the  past  two  years,  Chi  Omega's  repre- 
sentative in  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference,  and  Dean 
of  Women  in  the  University  of  Arkansas.  The  Con- 
vention could  not  find  adequate  expression  for  its  ad- 
miration and  appreciation,  any  more  than  the  present 
writer  can.  But  what  she  is,  her  fine  intellectual  and 
moral  qualities,  her  charming  and  interesting  personal- 
ity, wc  all  know  and  feel :  and  we  recognize  that  her 
traits  have  somehow  entered  into  the  fiber  of  Chi 
(^meg^a.  We  rejoice  likewise  that  she  is  in  a  position 
where  her  influence  can  impress  itself  upon  the  devel- 
opinir  lives  of  several  hundred  young  women  every 

year. 

And  while  we  are  eulogizing — what  possible  tribute 
is   hiijh   enough    for   us   to   pay    Mrs.    Purdue,    who 
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through  ten  years  past  has  devoted  to  the  upbuilding 
of  Chi  Omega  so  many  hours  from  an  already  busy 
life  as  a  model  housekeeper  and  a  perfect  mother.  As 
she  presided  over  the  Qiicago  Convention  with  the 
gentle  dignity  and  yet  firm  control  that  is  hers,  per- 
haps there  were  many  who  realized  that  the  sweet 
womanliness  of  the  chief  officer  has  moved  through 
the  whole  spirit  of  the  Fraternity  like  the  leaven  in  the 
loaf. 

Nor  should  this  flow  of  praise  stop  here.  Chi  Omega 
has  splendid  workers.  The  officers  and  committees 
have  been  doing  their  full  duty,  and  we  wish  the 
Eleusis  columns  might  mention  each  by  name  and 
show  just  what  each  has  done. 


It  was  a  pleasure  which  made  itself  very  evident  that 
Doctor  Richardson  should  be  present  on  the  last  Con- 
vention day.  He  has  never  before  attended  a  business 
session  of  a  Chi  Omega  convention,  and  it  was  a  new 
and  agreeable  experience  to  him,  as  well  as  to  the  rest 
of  us.  He  occupies  a  very  unique  position  in  the 
Greek-letter  world — perhaps  there  is  nothing  similar 
in  any  other  organization.  Chi  Omegas  are  as  proud 
to  have  Doctor  Richardson  wearing  the  badge  as  he 
is  to  wear  it,  and  all  of  us  appreciate  his  services,  past 
and  present,  and  his  unwavering  interest  in  our  cause. 


This  is  a  very  personal  issue  of  the  Eleusis,  we 
feel,  an  issue  that  will  make  an  outsider,  perhaps,  espe- 
cially should  the  outsider  be  of  a  cynical  turn,  smile  in- 
dulgently over  so  fine  a  display  of  youthful  enthusiasm. 
What  matter?  It  represents  truly  what  transpired,  in 
perhaps  a  less  highly  colored  picture  than  the  reality.

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Enthusiasm  is  a  grand  force,  and  is  the  cause  of  every- 
thing great  that  happens.  And  as  for  Chi  Omega,  we 
hope  she  may  carry  on  into  a  ripening  age  the  full  en- 
thusiasm of  her  exuberant  youth. 


The  Fifth  Biennial  Convention  marks  an  epoch  in 
Chi  Omega's  development,  again — to  quote  Mrs.  Pur- 
due— showing  the  influence  of  our  fives.  At  this  time 
our  chapter  roll  numbers  thirty-five — twenty-two  ac- 
tive and  thirteen  alumnae  chapters.  The  machinery  of 
government  is  in  fine  working  order.  The  treasury 
has  never  been  in  better  condition,  although  the  ex- 
penditures last  year  were  larger  than  they  have  ever 
been.  The  Constitution  and  Ritual  will  be  published 
this  year  in  the  form  that  is  to  remain  permanent  for 
some  time  to  come.  The  "Chi  Omega  Manual,*'  which 
is  to  be  a  history  and  catalogue  of  the  Fraternity,  is 
completed  except  for  the  printing  and  will  appear  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  The  complete  Song  Book,  con- 
taining music  and  words,  is  also  nearly  ready  for  pub- 
lication. Our  magazine  has  grown  to  the  size  of  al- 
most any  of  the  Greek-letter  journals,  and  surpassed  a 
number  of  older  papers.  Our  secret  publication,  the 
Mystagogue,  is  among  the  comparatively  small  num- 
ber issued,  and  the  first  among  the  sororities.  Our 
system  of  chapter  inspection  and  visiting  is  working 
well.  Indeed,  there  are  many  things  we  have  to  be 
thankful  for  as  we  pause  for  a  minute  at  this  mile- 
stone, and  look  back  over  the  way  we  have  come,  and 
the  pleasing  prospect  gives  us  courage  and  inspiration 
to  go  on  to  seek  yet  wider  pathways  of  endeavor. 


This   is  our  first  opportunity  to   welcome  Gamma 
Chapter  of  the  Florida  State  College  for  Women  at 
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Tallahassee.  We  give  this  welcome  most  heartily. 
May  G.  Miller,  the  S.  N.  V.,  had  the  privilege  and 
pleasure  of  installing  the  chapter  shortly  before  the 
close  of  school,  and  she  will  give  us  her  account  in  the 
November  Eleusis,  when  also  we  will  learn  something 
more  about  the  Alma  Mater  that  is  sheltering  our  new 
sisters  of  the  far  South. 


The  chapters  must  not  forget  that  October  Fifth  has 
been  set  apart  for  the  celebration  of  the  Autumn  Eleu- 
sinia  to  balance  Founders'  Day,  April  Fifth,  which  rep- 
resents the  spring  festival.  Many  interesting  and  ap- 
propriate celebrations  could  be  planned  for  this  occa- 
sion, and  we  hope  the  letters  in  the  fall  will  tell  of 
some. 


The  Certificates  of  membership  may  be  obtained 
from  the  S.  K.  A.,  and  as  they  are  very  pretty  objects 
each  Chi  Omega  will  enjoy  having  one. 


Chapters,  one  and  all,  we  must  get  into  our  member- 
ship this  coming  year  some  of  the  very  best  in  the  col- 
leges, and  only  that  quality!

The  Chicago  Convention,  long  heralded,  brilliantly 
successful,  has  passed  into  the  pleasant  twilight  of  Chi 
Omega  history,  and  your  Exchange  Editor  finds  her- 
self bidden  to  continue  the  work  which  she  has  found 
so  welcome  a  duty  the  past  two  years. 

There  is  all  too  little  opportunity,  we  think,  for  the 
average  active  chapters  of  fraternities  to  learn  much 
of  the  ideals,  the  work,  the  interests,  and  the  pleasures 
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of  their  so-called  '"rivals."  O  Greeks!  O  Barbarians, 
rather,  each  band  dwelling  within  the  narrow  confines 
of  its  petty  state,  intensely  absorbed  in  the  upbuilding 
of  its  own  bulwarks  of  defense  and  defiance,  and  pas- 
fionatcly  distrustful  of  the  strangers  in  the  land  be- 
yond its  borders !  The  great  road  that  was  builded  in 
old  days,  the  road  from  the  heart  of  poetic  Greece  to 
justice-loving  Rome,  brought  Art  to  Italy  and  Law  to 
Attica,  and  all  the  wealth  of  ctdture  and  civilization  to 
the  lands  that  bordered  the  great  way.  The  commerce 
that  sprang  up  sent  caravan  after  caravan  across  the 
hills,  traffic  and  barter  and  the  often  imperative  in- 
viting of  defenses  against  the  perils  of  the  journey 
brought  men  together  whose  tribes  had  been  ancient 
enemies,  and  they  found,  through  a  commimity  of  in- 
terest a  broader  understanding  of  their  common  hu- 
manity. And  even  so,  it  seems  to  us,  these  messengers, 
the  emissaries  of  ours,  our  journals  of  fraternity  life, 
go  from  coast  to  coast  not  only  of  benefit  to  their  own 
but  also  to  whatever  other  fraternity  has  the  good  for- 
tune to  meet,  salute,  and  ride  a  friendly  bit  along  the 
road  with  them.  To  us,  personally,  it  has  brought  an 
idea  of  Pan-Hellenism  that  otherwise  we  might  have 
missed  forever,  to  find  in  all  these  tireless,  earnest 
travelers,  our  exchanges,  the  same  ideals  expressed  as 
dicta  in  about  the  same  language,  but  discussed  in  so 
many  varied  terms  and  from  so  many  p)oints  of  view. 
At  the  University  in  our  citv  all  the  sororities  have 
promised  to  have  a  copy  of  each  of  their  magazines 
sent  down  to  the  University  Library  every  issue,  to  be 
put  on  an  open  shelf,  accessible  to  all.  This  spirit  in 
itself  shows  how  the  old  traditions  that  walled  us  in 
from  enemies  and  walled  us  out  from  many  a  pleasant 
Inter-Sorority  friendship,  are  crumbling  away.  If  it 
were  possible  at  every  college  to  have  a  Pan-Hellenic 
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shelf  in  the  library  and  have  the  members  of  every 
sorority  read  and  discuss  articles  that  appear,  of  what 
incalculable  pleasure  and  profit  it  would  be  to  all. 

And  so,  sister  Chi  Omegas,  to  prove  our  point  in  a 
wee  bit  way,  we  shall  simply  quote  you  this  time,  with- 
out discussion,  and  as  far  as  our  space  will  allow  us, 
such  clippings  as  we  think  you  will  on  the  whole  find 
of  most  general  interest  to  you. 


Services  to  our  fraternity  may  be  shown  in  three  ways,  in 
the  chapter-life,  especially  if  the  chapter  has  a  home,  in  society, 
and  in  the  college  or  university.  It  is  not  enough  to  pay  one's 
dues  regularly  and  do  satisfactory  work  on  committees, 
although  these  things  are  important.  Certainly,  in  chapter 
service,  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  any  office, 
reliability,  punctuality,  and  care  of  details  are  essential  ele- 
ments, but  these  things  are  not  properly  effective  unless  joined 
to  a  deeper  loyalty,  the  sort  of  spirit  that  is  willing  to  make 
real  sacrifices,  if  necessary,  for  the  common  good.  The  fra- 
ternity has  the  right  to  expects  this  of  its  members,  and  no 
one  should  consider  it  too  much  to  give.  In  the  life  in  a 
house  where  the  girls  are  together  for  nine  months  of  the 
year,  opportunities  for  the  cultivation  of  perfection  in  home 
service  are  unlimited. 

In  society,  the  service  field  only  broadens,  and  therefore  de- 
mands our  closer  attention.  We  are  there  representatives  of 
what  Alpha  Chi  Omega  stands  for  before  the  outside  world. 
In  our  appearance,  agrrecablencss,  kindness,  courtesy,  in  every 
department  of  behavior,  we  should  have  in  mind  a  high  ideal 
of  Alpha  Chi  womanhood  and  strive  to  emulate  that  ideal 
in  so  far  as  we  can.  Because  there  is  a  tendency  among 
critidsing  humanity  not  to  judge  an  organization  by  the 
standards  of  its  highest  or  even  its  average  member,  there 
is  an  especial  necessity  of  our  service  here  being  of  the  highest 
type. 

Where  fraternity  services  are  highest,  and  most  important, 
however,  is  in  capable  work  in  all  college  activities.  Here 
the  local  reputation  is  largely  determined,  the  tjrpc  of  the 
chapter  established,  and  the  true  combination  of  service  to  col- 
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lege,  fraternity,  others,  and  self  found.  Here  are  the  opportu- 
nities that  will  count  most  in  the  end  with  people  in  general, 
who  have  so  much  to  do  with  the  founding  of  a  name.  Fra- 
ternity loyalty  is  a  commendable  thing,  but  it  should  always 
be  joined  with,  never  supplant,  loyalty  to  college.  It  is  easy 
to  see  that  service  here  is  not  limited  to  intellectual  and 
scholarly  attainments,  although  the  importance  of  that  is 
freely  admitted,  but  every  department  of  college  or  university 
life  should  be  included  in  the  list  of  those  endeavors  by  which 
Alpha  Chis  show,  though  indirectly  to  be  sure,  their  loyalty 
to  their  fraternity. — Lyre  of  A.  "^  ^. 

Inspection,  more  frequent,  more  thorough,  more  efficient  and 
better  controlled  is  the  watchword  of  our  present  adminis- 
tration. It  costs  money  and  time  and  plenty  of  both,  but 
both  must  be  spent  for  it.  What  is  the  aim  of  this  fraternity? 
To  form  chapters  of  congenial,  able,  young  men.  To  teach 
them  the  value  of  mutual  helpfulness,  but  also  of  self-reliance ; 
to  develop  in  them  strong  characters.  To  let  them  learn  the 
value  of  team  work ;  the  subordination  of  the  selfishness  of  the 
individual  to  the  common  good.  To  make  them  honest, 
square,  upright,  and  fraternal.  These  things  do  not  spon- 
taneously develop.  Ideals  must  be  taught,  traditions  must  be 
transmitted.  Pride  of  fraternity  must  be  inculcated.  Reasons 
must  be  given  for  its  existence.  The  experience  of  one  gen- 
eration in  a  chapter  must  be  utilized  for  the  advancement  of 
the  next.  The  value  of  the  fraternity  as  a  whole  must  be 
Icanied  and  appreciated.  Inspection,  examination,  instruction, 
and  exhortation  are  the  remedies  for  many  undesirable  pres- 
ent day  conditions.  We  must  even  sacrifice  something  else 
if  necessary  to  secure  them.  But  cost  what  may  we  must 
have  them. — Beta  Theta  Pi. 


The  men  in  any  one  chapter  that  are  kindled  with  a  burn- 
ing zeal  to  accomplish  something  for  the  fraternity  can  usually 
be  counted  upon  the  fingers  of  one  hand,  and  then  perhaps 
leave  several  digits  unengaged.  The  credit  for  a  live,  suc- 
cessful chapter  can  in  most  cases  be  given  to  one,  or  at  the 
most,  three  energetic  and  enthusiastic  members.  And  they 
are  often   in   sore   need  of  helpers   to  hold  up  their  hands.

In  taking  upon  himself  the  initiatory 
vows  the  novice  obligates  himself  ever  to  ui^old  the  chapter's 
welfare,  and  is  therefore  in  duty  bound  to  do  his  utmost  for 
the  advancement  of  the  chapter.  No  outlay  on  his  part  will 
bring  quicker  or  surer  returns  than  a  willingness  to  work  in 
its  behalf,  foregoing  if  need  be  the  far  flung  fame  of  the 
gridiron  or  the  diamond  for  the  less  public  but  more  satisfy- 
ing plaudid  of  "Well  done"  from  his  own  fraternity  mates. 
If  then  the  field  be  not  only  easy  and  agreeable,  but  also 
flexible ;  if  both  the  student  and  the  chapter  derive  great  good 
from  such  endeavors;  who  can  deny  but  that  the  game  is 
many  times  worth  the  candle? — ^K  A  Journal.

character.  In  granting  these  scholarships  the  grand  council 
will  take  into  consideration  scholarship,  personality,  and  fra- 
ternity enthusiasm."

The  results  of  this  year's  annual  sorority  examinations  show 
the  necessity  for  study  of  the  fraternity  world.  Half  of  this 
list  of  questions  were  upon  topics  of  general  sorority  interest, 
and  many  chapters  were  surprised  to  find  how  little  accurate 
knowledge  was  possessed.  The  papers,  for  the  most  part, 
show  a  lack  of  thought  and  study  along  these  lines.  The 
last  convention  adopted  Mrs.  Ida  Shaw-Martin's  Sorority 
Hand-book  as  the  official  reference  book  of  the  sorority,  but 
no  rule  was  made  obliging  the  chapters  to  purchase  it,  as  the 
belief  was  that  its  intrinsic  worth  would  recommend  it.  Since 
examinations  are  over  the  chapters  will  realize  the  necessity 
for  such  information  as  the  Hand-book  contains,  for  more 
than  one  will  be  disappointed  at  the  low  average  received,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  every  chapter  will  purchase  enough  copies  to 
supply  its  members.  Purchase  the  Hand-book  and  study  it 
thoroughly  before  next  year's  examinations.  Alpha  Xi  Delta 
requires  her  girls  to  be  well  informed  on  general  sorority 
lines  and  there  is  no  better  source  of  handy  and  accurate  in- 
formation than  the  Sorority  Hand-book. — A  S  A.

We  note  of  late  an  increasing  interest  in  dramatics  in  col- 
leges.   >^^hereas    formerly   there    were   many   institutions    in 
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which  the  students  made  no  attempt  at  producing  or  present- 
ing plays  now  the  undergraduates  of  nearly  all  the  colleges 
give  one  or  more  plays  each  year.  And  whereas  formerly  the 
junior  play  was  about  the  only  dramatic  event  of  the  year 
now  it  is  customary  in  many  of  the  colleges  for  each  class 
to  present  some  sort  of  theatrical  performance  each  year,  and 
in  many  institutions  there  are  regular  dramatic  organizations 
which  are  perennial  and  which  not  only  present  their  plays  in 
the  college  town  but  also  take  the  road  and  give  performances 
in  other  cities,  sometimes  at  quite  a  distance  from  home. 
Moreover,  in  many  universities  fraternity  chapters  are  in  the 
habit  of  presenting  plays  each  year.  We  express  the  opinion 
that  the  dramatic  clubs  are  supplanting  the  decadent  glee  clubs, 
which  a  few  years  ago  stood  so  high  in  popular  favor.  What 
is  to  be  the  result  of  this  increasing  interest  in  dramatics  on 
on  the  part  of  college  men  and  women?  We  believe  that  the 
results  are  already  manifesting  themselves  in  the  turning  of 
an  increasing  number  of  collegians  to  the  stage,  and  this,  we 
believe  is  desirable,  when  the  college  play  awakens  latent  his- 
trionic talent  and  suggests  to  the  college  amateur  that  his 
field  of  greatest  usefulness  lies  in  the  direction  of  the  stage.

O  considers  her  mock  wedding  her  best  rushing  stunt.  This 
was  elaborately  carried  out  in  detail.  A  very  lengthy  bridal 
party  in  ^and  attire,  and  a  grand  burlesque  service,  tearful 
relatives  and  friends,  and  a  wedding  supper,  were  all  carried 
out  to  the  great  amusement  and  delight  of  the  guests. 

K  considers  her  Annual  Twilight  musicals  her  richest  rush- 
ing "stunt."  We  have  always  had  this  at  Anna  Rogers'  beau- 
tiful home,  which  lends  itself  particularly  well  to  the  twi- 
light part.  After  all  the  girls  and  their  mothers  (we  always 
invite  the  mothers  to  this)  and  the  rushees  have  assembled  all 
the  lights  are  turned  off  and  the  room  is  only  illuminated  by 
the  soft  red  glow  of  the  large  piano  lamp.  The  Kappa  girls 
give  a  musical  program  of  medium  length,  and  then  refresh- 
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ments  are  served.  This  is  always  one  of  our  last  stunts  and 
one  the  girls  reserve  their  prettiest  dresses  for,  so  in  every 
way  it  is  very  nice. 

One  bright  afternoon  last  fall,  we  of  *  rented  all  the  auto- 
mobiles in  town  and  had  an  "Automobile  Parade,"  All  the  ♦ 
girls  and  their  rushees  sailed  around  town  and  over  all  the 
pretty  drives  "around  about"  for  a  space  of  about  two  hours. 
It  was  a  warm,  sticky  day,  and  the  cool  ride  seems  to  be  re- 
membered more  pleasantly  by  our  freshmen  than  any  other 
rushing  stunt. 

To  tell  what  was  our  most  successful  rushing  stunt  is  a 
hard  task,  even  for  the  H  freshmen,  who  surely  ought  to 
know.  Perhaps  we  enjoyed  our  night  at  Carrie  Nye's  as  well 
as  any,  because  it  was  quite  novel.  You  would  call  it  a  ten- 
cent  party.  Each  Tri  Delta  girl  invited  one  freshman  to  go 
with  her,  and  informed  her  that  they  two  had  just  ten  cents 
to  spend,  and  were  to  get  as  many  different  kinds  of  things 
as  possible  for  the  money.  If  it  had  not  been  that  they  were 
college  girls  and  it  was  rushing  season,  the  storekeepers 
would  surely  have  thought  us  crazy.  Apparently  those  who 
visited  the  back  streets  and  smiled  the  sweetest  had  the  best 
luck.  The  smiles  seemed  to  have  as  much  purchasing  power 
as  the  money.  The  variety  of  things  obtained  extended  from 
tiny  candies  and  pencils  to  beans  and  carrots.  A  university 
banner  was  the  reward  of  the  most  successful  couple.  We 
sat  around  the  open  fireplace  at  Miss  Nye's  and  ate  a  fine 
supper,  after  which  we  toasted  marshmallows  and  sang  Tri 
Delta  songs. 

You  ask  for  what  n  considers  her  best  "rushing  stunt"  It 
is  such  a  very  simple  one  that  I  am  afraid  that  you  can  hardly 
call  it  a  "stunt"  at  all.  We  think  that  the  very  best  way  for  a 
girl  to  know  Tri  Delta  and  for  Tri  Delta  to  know  her  is  to 
make  her  feel  as  much  "at  home"  with  us  as  possible,  and 
accordingly  whenever  opportimity — ^in  the  form  of  a  dance  or 
a  play  at  the  Greek  theater — ^presents  itself,  we  ask  rushees  to 
the  fraternity  house  for  dinner  and  "all-night."  n's  most 
successful  rushing  has  resulted,  I  think,  from  these  jolly 
"homey"  little  times,  and  we  have  been  trying  for  the  past 
term  to  do  as  much  of  it  as  possible. — Trident  of  A  A  A.

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THE  CHI  OMEGA  LOVING  CUP 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Governing  Council 
held  just  before  the  Convention,  the  S.  M,  said :  "Our 
work  together  has  been  so  pleasant,  let  us  commem- 
orate our  association  in  some  way.  I  have  thought 
of  a  loving  cup  for  the  chapters."  The  other  mem- 
bers agreed  at  once,  and  the  plan  was  perfected. 

At  the  dose  of  the  Convention  there  was  only  one 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Council.  The  new 
S.  T.  B.  had  come  into  close  touch  with  us  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Examination  Committee,  and  it  seemed 
fitting  to  ask  her  to  have  a  share  in  the  cup,  as  we  felt 
that  she  would  enjoy  the  presentation  more,  when  the 
purchase  was  partly  hers.  So  it  came  about  that  the 
cup  is  offered  by  those  who  are  serving  on  the  Council 
from  1906  to  igio. 

The  loving  cup  is  to  be  passed  from  chapter  to 
chapter,  according  to  merit.  The  fir.st  award  is  to  be 
made  at  the  S.  G.  C.  meeting  next  summer,  and  the 
winning  chapter  will  be  announced  in  the  Eleusis. 
The  name  of  the  chapter  and  the  date  will  be  engraved 
upon  the  cup.  The  chapter  will  have  possession  at 
least  a  year,  during  which  time  other  chapters  will  be 
trying  to  win  it.  The  details  of  the  contest  will  appear 
in  the  Mystagogue. 
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Friendly  rivalry  adds  interest  to  daily  life,  especially 
among  young  persons.  In  working  together  for  an- 
other definite  object,  the  members  will  realize  that 
chapter  ties  are  strengthened.  For  the  good  of  Chi 
Omega  and  the  development  of  the  members,  fraternity 
duties  should  never  be  neglected.  Also,  Chi  Omegas 
must  do  their  university  work  well.  If  there  is  a  ten- 
dency to  lag,  they  will  be  spurred  on  by  the  thought  of 
a  trophy  that  the  chapter  hopes  to  win.  Like  the  laurel 
wreath  of  ancient  Greece,  the  cup  will  mean  no  mate- 
rial or  lasting  reward.  Simplicity,  as  shown  in  the 
design,  is  emphasized.  Let  the  Chi  Omega  Loving  Cup 
typify  companionship,  cooperation,  consideration,  con- 
stancy, and  courtesy.

FLORIDA  WOMATre  COLLEGE 

For  forty-seven  years  the  Florida  State  College 
flourished  as  a  coeducational  institution.  Despite  lack 
of  funds  and  equipment  and  other  such  drawbacks,  it 
managed  to  grow  until  in  1905  its  enrollment  was 
about  450  students :  its  buildings — two  moderate-sized 
dormitories  and  an  academic  building;  its  campus,  a 
wooded  hill  on  the  outskirts  of  Tallahassee ;  its  faculty, 
a  corps  of  twenty  men  and  women,  with  whose  co- 
operation its  President,  Dr.  A.  A.  Murfree,  had  been 
able  to  maintain  it,  and  to  whom  the  growth  of  the 
college  was  largely  due. 

Then  came  the  change.  In  the  year  1905,  at  the 
roirular  session  of  the  Florida  legislature.  Senator 
lUickman  introduced  and  passed  the  bill  by  which  the 
seven   coeducational   colleges  then   supported   by   the 
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State  were  made  nonentities,  providing  that  in  their 
stead  the  state  should  concentrate  all  its  resources  in 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  four  colleges — 
one  for  the  deaf,  blind  and  dumb ;  one  for  the  indus- 
trial education  of  the  Negro ;  a  university  for  men,  and 
a  college  for  women.  And  so,  the  same  agency  by 
which  the  Florida  State  College  had  been  wiped  out 
of  existence,  gave  birth  to  the  Florida  Woman's 
G>llege. 

In  September,  1905,  it  opened  for  its  initial  session 
with  an  enrollment  of  104  students. 

During  the  three  years  of  its  existence  it  has  strug- 
gled against  all  the  disasters  and  discouragements  that 
in  the  usual  order  of  things  beset  a  new  college.  At 
last  it  is  firmly  upon  its  feet,  so  to  speak,  and  its  friends 
and  patrons  feel  that  the  returns  are  amply  justifying 
the  labor  expensed. 

To-day  its  equipment  consists  of  an  academic  build- 
ing, a  gymnasium,  two  excellent  dormitories  and  a 
campus  of  above  forty  acres.  Among  the  student  ac- 
tivities are  an  athletic  association,  two  literary  societies 
and  two  fraternities.  The  literary  societies  publish  a 
bi-monthly  magazine  known  as  the  Talisman,  which 
is  the  unofficial  organ  of  the  college.  The  college 
curriculum  stands  high,  in  fact  is  only  two  points  below 
the  Carnegie  standard.  The  faculty  is  one  of  the  best 
in  this  section  of  the  country.  On  the  whole,  the 
Florida  Woman's  College  is  a  college,  not  made,  but 
in  the  making,  with  every  promise  of  success.

came  to  meet  her. 

That  night  a  table  in  the  dining-room  of  East  Hall 
was  reserved,  so  that  I  had  dinner  with  all  of  the  girls 
and  the  patroness,  Mrs.  Jerome  McNeil,  to  whom 
Gamma  feels  very  grateful  for  her  many  kindnesses  to 
them.  It  was  well  that  their  hospitality  whetted  my 
appetite,  for  the  next  day  there  was  no  time  for  din- 
ner at  all  for  two  of  us. 

It  was  May  7!  Installation  Day!  We  could  im- 
agine the  girls  of  other  chapters  calmly  walking 
around  their  campus  proudly  wearing  beneath  their 
pins  the  Cardinal  and  Straw,  thus  honoring  the  new 
chapter.  Not  so  with  us.  My  trunk  did  not  come. 
In  it  was  part  of  the  paraphernalia  Psi  had  loaned  for 
the  occasion.  There  was  nothing  left  to  do  but  sub- 
stitute, and  so  we  hurried  some,  for  many  were  the 
properties  to  secure.  Two  seniors  were  initiated  in 
the  morning,  that  they  might  rehearse  and  help  later. 

The  Elks  generously  offered  us  their  spacious,  at- 
tractive lodge  rooms,  which  are  the  most  desirable  in 
town,  and  at  "live"  o'clock  we  took  the  first  neophyte. 

Shortly  after  ten,  thirteen  new  sisters,  Mrs.  McNeil, 
and  I  sat  down  to  the  banquet-table.  It  is  impossible 
to  describe  the  thrill  of  joy  experienced,  when  I  saw 
all  the  sparkling  eyes  and  beaming  countenances  of  the 
happy  and  excited  girls.  Everything  had  gone  well, 
and  now  began  to  come  telegrams  of  welcome  from 
the  sister  chapters,  and  notes  of  congratulations  from 
the  college  organizations. 

From  the  grapefruit  with  guava  jelly,  to  the  last 
course,  our  color  scheme  was  carefully  observed,  and 
we  enjoyed  the  feast  the  more,  perhaps,  because  we 
had  followed  our  custom  of  fasting  during  the  meal 
prior  to  initiation. 
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In  the  center  of  the  table  were  flowers — a  great  bank 
of  them.  Some  were  from  professors,  some  from  the 
Elks,  and  some  from  Kappa  Delta.  Between  the 
courses  the  toasts  were  given,  some  in  poetry  of  high 
sentiment,  some  full  of  wit  and  humor,  but  each  a 
good  one.  and  all  full  of  hope  and  courage.  And 
most  heartily  did  we  drink  to  the  future  of  Chi  Omega ! 

The  next  day  I  had  a  talk  with  President  Murfree, 
and  he  spoke  in  complimentary  terms  of  our  girls,  and 
took  me  down  to  the  partially  completed  dormitory  in 
order  to  show  the  rooms  which  were  to  be  g^ven  to 
Gamma  for  her  chapter  quarters. 

It  seems  a  rather  unusual  record  of  honors  to  have 
the  four  class  presidents  of  a  college  come  from  one 
chapter  of  girls,  and  besides,  the  two  highest  honors 
of  the  graduating  class  came  to  Chi  Omega  also. 

The  people  of  Florida  believe  so  much  in  segrega- 
tion that  they  have  even  taken  the  boys'  school  out  of 
town  and  left  the  girls  in  Tallahassee,  with  the  new 
name  of  Florida  \\'^oman's  College.

The  huge  trees,  with  the  constant  swing- 
ing long  mosses,  are  surely  an  inspiration,  and  the 
townspeople  seem  so  sympathetic  and  interested  in  the 
student  life.  The  college  buildings  are  on  a  small 
hill  overlooking  on  one  side  a  fertile  valley  and  distant 
hills,  and  on  the  other  side  the  dome  of  the  State 
Capitol  Building. 

Then  there  were  drives  with  the  girls  down  sandy 
lanes  bcncalh  overlapping  branches,  hca\7'  with  the 
han.i^ins:  gray  mosses,  past  shaded  tobacco  fields,  and 
turpentine  forests  where  the  Gulf  breezes  play.

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I  reached  New  Orleans  just  in  time  to  be  present  at 
a  Rho  initiation  when  three  attractive  girls  were  given 
our  passwords,  and  where  I  was  most  hospitably 
entertained.  New  Orleans  has  so  many  historical 
interests,  that  every  minute  of  my  stay,  not  taken  up 
with  college  plans,  was  spent  in  sight-seeing. 

The  Rho  chapter-room  is  a  typical,  cozy  fraternity 
room,  and  is  open  as  a  study  room  to  the  students, 
for  this  is  a  sorority  custom  at  Sophie  Ncwcomb. 

There  must  soon  be  a  Chi  Omega  convention  at 
New  Orleans  so  that  more  sisters  can  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  receiving  the  welcoming  grip  a  Rho  girl  can 
give.     I  speak  from  experience.

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WE  THREE  AND  THE  ELEUSINIA 

What  we  expected  never  came  to  pass, 
What  we  did  not  expect  gods  brought  to  bear." 
Browning's  Transcript  from  Euripides 


"We  Three"  is  such  a  personal  title  that  we  shall 
have  to  tell  you  at  the  very  beginning  just  who  we 
are,  and  then  if  you  don't  know  us  you  can  read  every 
thing  else  first  and  come  back  to  us  last,  for  we 
wouldn't  like  to  imply  that  any  normal  Chi  Omega 
didn't  read  her  Eleusis  from  cover  to  cover. 

One  of  us  is  Ruth  La  Dow  of  Zeta  and  Sigma  and 
the  other  is  Elizabeth  Lee  Buckingham,  the  "Jimmy" 
of  Zeta  and  the  "Betty"  of  Mu.  And  the  two  of  us 
are  together  at  Stanford!  A  chapter  of  two  I  Isn't 
it  fine  ?  Whenever  we  can  find  an  hour  we  get  together 
and  talk  and  talk,  and  the  theme  is  always  the  same, 
so  it  was  no  great  wonder  that  we  should  plan  a  little 
celebration  of  the  Eleusinia.  We  bent  our  energies 
toward  making  it  a  fitting  and  enjoyable  recognition  of 
the  day,  and  browsed  around  in  the  library  in  quest  of 
Greek  histories  and  discussions  of  the  Eleusinian  mys- 
teries. It  was  gratifying  to  find  that  Tennyson  wrote 
his  poem  "Demeter"  because  he  considered  her  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  types  of  womanhood.  History 
never  before  seemed  so  fascinating  to  us.  We  found 
that  this  was  no  mean  festival  to  be  passed  by  with  a 
nod.  "Everyone  knows  that  it  was  universally  con- 
sidered by  the  ancients  that  the  doctrine  of  the  con- 
tinued existence  of  the  soul  after  death  was  especially 
proclaimed  at  Eleusis.  Some  writers  even  imply  that 
none  but  the  initiated  had  a  sure  hope  in  death. 
Sophocles  and  Polygnotus  alike  confine  the  bliss  of  a 
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future  life  to  those  who  had  received  the  promise  of  it 
at  Eleusis.  Plato  speaks  in  the  Phaedries  in  very  high 
terms  of  the  mysteries;  to  Plutarch  we  owe  the  fine 
saying  that  to  die  is  to  be  initiated  into  the  greater 
mysteries/*  (Percy  Gardner's  "New  Chapters  in  Greek 
Histor>%"  p.  408.) 

"Just  what  is  the  meaning  of  it  all?''  we  asked  our- 
selves, and  the  best  answer  we  could  find  was  this: 
"The  hidden  meaning  of  her  (Demeter's)  teaching  was 
clearly  that  just  as  Proserpine  returned  from  the  lower 
world  to  her  mother,  so  not  only  will  the  com  sown 
in  the  earth  sprout  forth  anew,  but  mankind  also  will 
overcome  death."  (Grote,  History  of  Greece.)  The 
program  for  the  day  as  far  as  we  could  see  was  left  in 
our  own  hands,  and  since  "a  ceremony  affects  people 
by  its  symbolism,  and  each  man  interprets  the  s)mibol- 
ism  according  to  the  state  of  his  own  heart  and  his 
belief"  we  paid  our  homage  to  the  patron  goddess  in 
the  "country's  cool  retreats." 

"We  will  pretend  we  are  in  Greece,"  said  Ruth, 
remembering  how  often  that  climate  has  been  com- 
pared to  California's.  For  here  no  less  than  in  the 
land  that  overlooks  famed  Salamis  the  fragrant  vine- 
yards stretch  across  the  valleys  and  fig  trees  and  silvery 
olives  flourish  in  the  fertile  soil.  Across  the  hills  the 
oaks  spread  even  as  there,  and  the  same  keenly  blue 
sky  and  joyous  sun  looks  down.  And  should  we  go 
high  enough  we  could  see  the  Pacific  breaking  along 
the  coast  line  as  the  Aegean  all  these  thousands  of 
years  has  beat  against  the  rugged  coast  of  Greece. 

It  seemed  selfish  to  enjoy  the  day  alone.  Then  we 
thought  of  dear  Faith  Shoup  Robinson  of  Mu  who  is 
livinc^  at  Los  Altos,  just  back  of  Stanford  in  the  foot- 
hills. The  feast  was  prepared  for  three  (you  see  we 
interpreted  the  old  mysteries  rather  broadly  and  sub- 
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stituted  nothing  less  than  beefsteak  for  the  poetic  but 
somewhat  unsubstantial  barley  meal  and  mint  posset 
of  the  famed  Demeter.)  Faith  couldn't  come,  and 
there  were  two  very  disappointed  girls.  Then  sud- 
denly who  should  appear  but  Maud  Hartsburg  from 
Zeta,  and  there  were  three  of  us,  or  I  should  say  four 
rather,  counting  Maud's  lyiother  who  has  the  true  Chi 
Omega  spirit.

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A  LATIN  PLAY  AT  BARNARD 

It  is  nearly  twenty  centuries  ago  that  the  last  comic 
Roman  writer  composed  plays  to  amuse  the  people  of 
Rome,  yet  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  people  call 
Latin  a  dead  language  these  plays  still  amuse  and  have 
for  the  greater  part  of  these  many  centuries,  amused 
the  western  world.  Although  they  were  based  on 
Greek  originals,  and  the  action  was  supposed  to  take 
place  in  Greece,  yet  their  spirit,  their  portrayal  of 
character,  and  their  humor  are  just  as  true  to  the 
twentieth  century  and  to  America. 

In  Europe,  both  on  the  Continent  and  in  England, 
Latin  plays  have  been  frequently  reproduced.  In  our 
own  country  a  notable  beginning  has  been  made  within 
the  last  thirty  years  in  the  rendering  of  the  ancient 
classical  plays.  Commonly  only  men  students  have 
participated  in  these  exhibitions,  but  at  Vassar  and  at 
the  University  of  California,  women  have  acted  class- 
ical plays  in  whole  or  in  part.  Until  last  year,  Columbia 
has  had  no  part  in  presenting  the  classic  drama  of 
Greece  and  Rome,  when  the  classical  club  of  the 
"female  annex''  (as  the  man  with  the  megaphone  in 
tlic  si^lit-seeing  automobile  is  unkind  enough  to  call 
us  at  Barnard)  acted  scenes  from  the  "Phormio"  of 
Terence.  That  was  such  a  success  that  we  decided  to 
try  it  af^^ain  this  year,  and  this  year  we  gave  the 
*'Menaechmi"  of  Piautus.  We  found  the  faculty  ready 
to  cooperate  with  us  in  every  way  that  they  could.  Dr. 
Charles  Knapp,  Professor  of  Classical  Philology,  pa- 
tiently saw  to  it  that  our  pronunciation  was  correct; 
Mr.  Tassin,  the  elocution  teacher,  oversaw  the  acting, 
and  Professor  Young,  an  authority  on  Greek  costume, 
told  us  how  to  make  our  garments ;  so  we  had  the  satis- 
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faction  of  knowing  that  our  costumes,  simple  as  they 
were,  were  essentially  true  to  the  facts  of  Greek  life. 
Everything  was  done  in  true  Latin  style.  The  pro- 
gram was  printed  in  Latin,  stating  that  the  per- 
formance was  to  begin  on  the  tenth  hour  of  the  day, 
the  date  was  the  sixth  day  before  the  Ides  of  March,  in 
the  133d  year  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
The  names  of  the  actors  were  in  Latin,  as  Elisa  for 
Elsie,  Mildreda  for  Mildred.  The  last  number  on  the 
program  was  an  invitation  to  meet  the  members  of  the 
Qassical  Club  and  enjoy  nectar  and  ambrosia  (lemon- 
ade and  cake).  The  "Citharoedae"  (Mandolin  Club) 
gave  a  classic  (?)  rendition  of  the  "Merry  Widow 
Waltz,"  which  put  the  audience  in  a  good  humor  for 
the  president's  welcoming  address  delivered  in  Latin. 
I  don't  know  how  much  of  this  speech  the  audience 
understood,  but  they  all  looked  intelligent  and  applaud- 
ed heartily.  For  the  benefit  of  the  unenlightened  and 
ignorant  people  who  do  not  belong  to  the  Classical 
Club,  and  who  cannot  speak  and  understand  Latin 
quite  so  readily  as  their  native  tongue,  a  S)mopsis  of 
the  play  was  given  in  English.  Doctor  Knapp  read 
Plautus'  warning  that  babies  were  not  allowed  in  the 
audience  and  that  women  must  be  silent  "lest  they  be 
a  plague  to  the  men  here  as  well  as  at  home." 

Then  came  the  scenes  from  the  "Menaechmi."  The 
plot  is  the  same  as  in  Shakespeare's  "Comedy  of  Er- 
rors," that  of  mistaken  identity.  There  are  two  twin 
brothers  named  Menaechmus  who  exactly  resemble 
each  other.  Menaechmus  I  was  kidnapped  when  he 
was  a  child  and  taken  to  Epidamnus  to  live,  where  he 
acquired  a  curious  wife  and  a  beautiful  friend,  who, 
according  to  the  convention  of  the  Roman  stage,  lived 
next  door  to  each  other.  Menaechmus  I  amused  him- 
self by  transferring  his  wife's  ornaments  to  his  friend. 
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and  was  getting  along  very  happily  when  Menaechmus 
II,  who  after  six  years'  search  for  his  brother,  arrives 
upon  the  scene.  Then  all  sorts  of  funny  complications 
arise.  The  cook  comes  in  with  the  dinner  that  Menaech- 
mus I  has  ordered,  meets  Menaechmus  II  thinking  him 
Menaechmus  I  on  accoimt  of  the  striking  resemblance, 
promises  to  have  it  cooked  in  a  few  minutes.  Men- 
aechmus II  thinks  the  cook  is  crazy,  the  cook  thinks 
that  his  master  is  joking,  and  finally  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that  he  is  crazy.  The  friend  comes  upon  the 
scene,  all  unsuspectingly  goes  up  to  Menaechmus  II, 
puts  her  arms  about  his  neck  and  lovingly  lays  her 
head  on  his  shoulder.  Imagine  the  astonishment  of 
Menaechmus  II  at  being  treated  this  way  by  a  beauti- 
ful strange  lady.  The  wife  enters  and  accuses  the 
innocent  man  of  doing  dreadful  things  which  he  has 
never  dreamt  of.  He  is  so  surprised  and  says  so  many 
times  that  he  knows  none  of  them  that  they  think  him 
crazy.  He  finally  decides  to  put  an  end  to  his  difficul- 
ties by  pretending  to  be  crazy.  This  part  of  the  play 
was  extremely  realistic.  Menaechmus  rushed  about 
the  stage,  shrieked  and  yelled.  He  was  about  to  be 
carried  off  as  a  madman  when  the  brother,  Menaech- 
mus I,  enters.  The  recognition  scene  follows,  when 
each  sees  what  is  apparently  his  second  self.  They  are 
so  astonished  that  all  they  can  do  is  to  open  their 
mouths  wide  and  stare.  Thus  the  two  brothers  are 
restored  to  each  other  and  Menaechmus  I  resolves  to 
sell  his  possessions  and  return  to  Syracuse,  his  native 
place. 

Learning  the  Latin  for  this  play  was  a  task  indeed, 
but  we  all  felt  well  repaid  for  doing  it,  better  repaid 
perhaps  than  the  audience  for  coming,  although  they 
(lid  generally  laugh  in  the  right  place.  In  this  way  we 
became  more  familiar  with  a  Latin  play  than  we  could 
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have  in  any  other  way,  we  gained  much  in  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  Latin  language ;  for  knowing  a  thing  well 
enough  to  translate  it,  and  knowing  it  well  enough  to 
say  it  are  quite  different,  and  last,  but  not  least,  we 
could  better  appreciate  the  true  modernness  of  the 
spirit  of  the  play ;  for  we  could  laugh  over  the  funny 
parts  in  a  way  in  which  I  am  sure  none  of  us  ever 
laughed  at  anything  Latin  before.

JAPAN— A  FIRST  IMPRESSION 

Slowly  the  great  vessel  swung  around  into  the  bay 
of  Yokohama  and  swept  majestically  toward  the  docks 
where  her  cargo  was  to  be  safely  deposited  on  Japanese 
soil.

and  reward  our  scrutiny. 

"Ah,  the  bad  omen,  the  bad  omen,"  I  heard  some 
one  murmuring  at  my  side  and  turning  saw  my  little 
Japanese  fellow  passenger  gazing  with  wide-open  eyes 
into  the  mist.

"Not  to  see  Fujiyama  as  one  comes  up  the  harbor," 
he  almost  whispered.  As  if  by  magic  at  his  words  the 
mist  lifted  and  with  a  gasp  he  pointed  westward. 

My  own  breath  came  quick  and  short  for  a  moment, 
for  there  rose  before  me  in  simple  majesty  the  sacred 
mountain,  or  Fuji-san,  as  the  people  affectionately  call 
it,  which  means  "Miss  Fuji." 
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The  sun  touched  its  snowy  peak  into  dazzling  white- 
ness and  it  rose,  clean-cut  and  absolutely  symmetrical 
against  the  deep  blue  of  the  sky.  It  looked  so  serene, 
so  pure  and  unharmed  by  the  ravages  of  time  that  I 
felt  it  well  deserved  a  sacred  deference. 

But  from  the  sublime  to  the  ridiculous  is  an  easy 
step,  and  before  I  realized  it,  I  was  off  in  a  little  tug 
whistling  and  puffing  up  to  the  landing.

We  were  whirled  along  the  **Bund"  which  always 
on  the  harbor  front  is  the  main  street  of  any  oriental 
city. 

We  happened  to  have  arrived  on  a  holiday,  and 
everywhere  the  flag  of  the  country  waved  bravely  in 
the  breezes.  The  great  red  ball  on  the  pure  white 
ground  seems  singularly  impressive  as  the  emblem  of 
the  country  of  the  rising  sun,  and  its  simple  yet  glar- 
ing quality  is  a  good  criterion  of  the  indomitable 
courage  and  resource  of  its  people. 

Wc  were  delighted  at  having  arrived  on  a  hoHday, 
but  we  soon  found  that  almost  every  other  day  was  a 
holiday. 
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The  Japanese  have  some  twenty-five  holidays  during 
a  year — fortunately  they  never  seem  to  fall  on  the 
same  day  as  the  holiday  of  any  other  nation.  When 
the  French  have  a  holiday,  the  Japanese,  as  well  as  all 
other  nations  represented  in  Yokohama,  observe  it  "out 
of  respect,"  and  so  on  through  all  the  nations  repre- 
sented. So  you  can  imagine  that  though  the  Japanese 
have  no  day  of  rest  on  Sunday,  they  are  not  absolutely 
devoid  of  days  of  cessation  from  work  at  least. 

But  to  return  to  the  Bund.  Everywhere  were  crowds 
of  holiday-makers.  The  women,  many  of  them,  had 
brightly  clad  babies  bound  on  their  backs  or  clinging 
to  their  hands.  These  balls  of  many  colors  topped  by 
brown  heads,  save  for  the  white  spot  shaved  on  top, 
toddled  along  on  their  wee  wooden  shoes  just  as  gaily 
and  easily  as  their  elders. 

Every  one  seemed  to  be  in  a  whirl  of  joyousness 
and  in  the  chattering,  laughing  crowd  we  saw  our  first 
glimpse  of  Japanese  life  and  heard  their  purring 
language,  sounding  very  much  like  Italian  or  Spanish. 

When  friends  met,  there  was  a  general  hold-up,  for 
they  bowed  toward  each  other,  almost  scraping  their 
noses  on  the  dusty  drive. 

We  were  whirled  past  handsome  villas,  set  in  dusky 
gardens  of  wonderful  composition,  with  their  toy 
mountains,  pools,  fountains,  quaintly  carved  bridges, 
and  lanterns  as  a  crowning  feature,  the  wonderful 
crooked  trees  cut  to  represent  birds  or  ships,  some- 
times Vikishas  ar*d  men,  yet  all  growing  with  the 
native  joyousness. 

Most  of  the  houses  were  natives'  and  presented  the 
most  delightful  airiness.  Built  probably  of  unstained 
wood  on  heavy  bamboo  piles  they  rose  in  simple  lines, 
and  with  their  portable  sides  flung  open,  so  that  we 
caught  glimpses  of  finely  matted  floors  on  which  per- 
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haps  were  distributed  soft  cushions,  and  here  the  family 
were  partaking  of  tea  and  tobacco  off  the  wee  tables, 
only  a  foot  high. 

Finally  we  reached  a  big,  ordinary  European  hotel, 
and  were  ushered  into  a  heavy  upholstered  apartment 
by  a  Norwegian  clerk. 

**And  is  this  Japan?"  we  gasped!  But  a  soft  knock 
came  at  the  door,  and  after  a  deep  bow,  in  tripped  a 
smiling,  dainty  little  **naisan,"  as  they  call  their  maids, 
to  do  our  bidding,  and  after  her  trouped  several  men, 
fairly  prostrating  themselves  before  us. 

**\Vould  the  gracious  ladies  condescend  honorably 
to  consider  our  unworthy  wares?"  and  out  of  brightly 
colored  handkerchiefs,  tied  by  the  four  corners, 
tumbled  wonderful  bits  of  cloisonne  and  sat-suma,  and 
embroideries  of  dazzling  intricacy. 

The  late  sun  peeped  in  on  us,  and  smilingly,  I  fancy, 
withdrew  again  to  leave  us  lost  in  awestruck  admira- 
tion of  the  crafts  of  Japan.

LA  POSADAS— THE  MEXICAN  CHRISTMAS 

CELEBRATION 

The  Christmas  season  in  Mexico  begins  nine  days 
before  Xochc  Bucna  (Christmas  Eve),  and  its  distinct- 
ive feature  is  a  nine  times  repeated  half- religious, 
half-festival  ceremonial,  Las  Posadas. 

Posada  is  the  Spanish  word  for  inn,  and  the  repre- 
sentatioTi  of  this  season  is  naturally  connected  with  the 
inn  and  stable  of  I'ethlehem.  The  things  needed  for 
the  Posadas  are  purchased  at  the  pnestos  (booths) 
that,  about  the  16th  of  Xovember,  spring  into  exist- 
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ence  all  about  the  alemada.  The  primary  requirement 
for  a  posada  is  a  g^oup  representing  the  Holy  Family, 
Los  Perigrinos,  These  are  made  of  wax  or  clay  and 
are  either  quite  artistic  or  the  merest  daubs.  These 
wanderers,  Mary,  Joseph,  the  angel,  and  the  ass  form 
the  central  figures,  about  which,  with  utter  disregard 
of  Palestine  setting,  are  grouped  other  clay  figures 
picturing  Mexican  life. 

The  posada  is  usually  set  up  upon  a  table,  in  a  room 
decorated  in  green  and  tinsel,  and  bright  with  many 
candles.  Near  the  Perigrinos  a  pasteboard  inn  is  sur- 
rounded by  cactus  and  maguey  plants  of  paper,  and 
near  by  numbers  of  clay  figures  in  Mexican  attitudes 
and  costumes.  The  tortilla  maker,  a  cargador  with 
charcoal  on  his  head,  jota  dancers,  and  donkeys  loaded 
with  pulque  are  presented  as  groups  that  Mary  and 
Joseph  are  to  pass  on  the  journey  to  Bethlehem. 

In  a  way  the  religious  ceremony  is  an  enacting  of 
the  journey  to  the  Inn  of  Bethlehem.  Between  seven 
and  eight  the  members  of  the  family  and  often  invited 
guests  assemble  in  the  room  where  the  posada  has  been 
set  up.  The  youngest  member  of  the  family  places 
the  group  of  Perigrinos  upon  a  waiter,  around  whose 
edges  lighted  candles  have  been  placed.  This  heads 
the  procession,  and  all  others  present  follow  with  a 
lighted  candle  in  hand  chanting  a  carol  of  praise  to  the 
Virgin.  The  odd  procession  marches  upstairs  and 
down,  in  and  out  of  rooms,  and  around  and  around 
the  patios.  At  last  the  party  separate  into  two  divi- 
sions with  a  closed  door  between,  and  sing  songs,  ask- 
ing and  being  refused  admittance  to  the  inn  because 
of  the  crowds.  The  two  parties  join  forces  again  and 
journey  back  to  the  posada  room,  to  leave  the  Holy 
wanderers  at  the  stable  of  the  inn.  A  prayer  ends  the 
religious  ceremony.    Souvenirs  in  shape  of  china  boots, 
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Stumps  of  trees,  baskets,  and  flowers  filled  with  bon- 
bons, are  given  each  one  present,  and  then  the  party 
adjourns  to  the  patio  to  the  merry  festivity  of  the  even- 
ing. 

This  is  the  breaking  of  the  Pihata,  Pinatas  are  also 
purchased  at  the  puestos.  The  earthen  vessels  and  the 
olios  in  constant  use  in  all  Mexican  kitchens,  are  dec- 
orated with  tissue  paper,  or  dressed  up  as  priests  or  as 
cartoon  of  some  politician  or  well-known  man.  Many 
of  these  decorated  olios  are  most  artistic,  and  wax 
leaves  make  them  like  immense  tropical  flowers.  Some- 
times the  pinatos  are  only  made  of  olios  a  few  inches 
in  width,  others  are  two  feet  across.  This  pinota  is  the 
Mexican  Christmas  stocking.  Into  it  go  candies,  pieces 
of  sugar-cane,  oranges,  peanuts  and  sometimes  trifling 
gifts.  The  most  usual  place  for  the  hanging  of  the 
pinoto  is  in  the  poHo,  where  it  is  suspended  just  out  of 
reach.  After  the  posoda,  the  party  are  blindfolded  and 
each  given  a  chance  to  break  the  pinoto  with  a  stick. 
Failures  cause  much  laughter,  but  after  awhile  one 
whack  breaks  the  clay,  and  the  contents  scatter  over 
the  floor.  A  happy  scramble  follows,  and  then  a  merry 
time  eating  the  dulces.  With  the  breaking  of  the 
pifiata  the  fun  for  the  little  ones  ends,  except  when 
fireworks  and  blowing  of  whistles  and  horns  is  per- 
mitted. For  the  grown  folks  a  dance  and  banquet 
often  follows  the  pinata. 

Among  the  weathy  the  posada  ceremonials  are  often 
elaborate.  Handsome  figures,  expensive  souvenirs, 
beautiful  costumes,  banquets  and  dances  make  the  nine 
days  of  the  posadas  the  gayest  season  of  all  the  year. 

Many  times  lots  of  fun  results  from  "April  fool" 
pnlatas.  Phlcvtas  are  hung  with  the  eyas  empty  or  filled 
with  molasses  or  perfume  that  spatter  all  over  the 
paiio,  causing  a  wild  scramble  to  escape  a  ruined  frock. 
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The  Christmas  tree,  Santa  Claus,  and  letters  to 
Santy  are  customs  not  observed  by  children  of  Mexi- 
can families.  Some  small  presents  are  usually  given 
the  children  Christmas  morning,  but  New  Year's  day 
is  the  occasion  for  the  interchange  of  gifts.  Except 
for  visits  and  festival  dishes,  the  Posada  of  Noche 
Buena  ends  the  fun  of  the  Christmas  season.

A  HOUSE  BLESSING 

The  Beauty  of  the  House  is  Order; 
The  Blessing  of  the  House  is  Contentment; 
The  Glory  of  the  House  is  Hospitality; 
The  Crown  of  the  House  is  Godliness. 


This  is  our  new  department  in  the  Eleusis — one 
which  we  hope  is  going  to  be  a  help  to  us  all. 

At  the  Chicago  Convention,  it  will  be  remembered, 
much  enthusiasm  was  stirred  up  on  the  subject  of 
chapter  ownership  of  houses  in  Chi  Omega.  The  result 
of  the  Convention  discussion  was  the  appointment  of 
two  standing  committees,  to  be  named  the  "Loan 
Fund"  and  "Information"  committees.  The  names  of 
the  persons  constituting  these  are  given  at  the  front  of 
the  magazine  in  the  fraternity  directory.  The  first- 
named  committee  has  for  its  duty  the  accumulation 
of  a  fund  to  be  solicited  from  the  alumnae.  This 
money  will  be  lent  to  the  chapters  at  regular  interest 
for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  building  houses.  The 
Information  Committee  is  to  supply  this  department  of 
the  Eleusis  with  suitable  material  (they  will  do  it 
next  time!). 

We  hope  to  make  this  department  helpful  especially 
to  the  chapters  that  are  domiciled,  but  suggestive  and 
interesting  likewise  to  those  whose  members  live  in 
the  college  dormitories  or  towns.  By  the  next  issue 
of  the  Eleusis  we  hope  also  to  have  a  heading  similar 
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to  the  ones  we  already  have  (and  we  think  them  very 
pretty!)  drawn  by  our  Founder  and  artist,  Ina  Boles 
Morton. 


Chi  Omega  chapter  houses  are  located  at  the  fol- 
lowing universities:  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  California, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Texas,  Michigan,  and  Colorado — 
at  all  the  institutions  in  our  chapter-roll,  in  fact,  where 
the  other  sororities  have  houses.  All  of  these  are  rented 
homes  except  that  of  Eta,  at  Michigan.  We  are  proud 
of  this  chapter,  our  first  to  feel  able  to  buy  a  house. 
Nu  at  Wisconsin  and  Lambda  at  Kansas  are  working 
hard  and  taking  steps  toward  ownership  of  their  homes, 
and  some  of  the  others  likewise  are  agitating  the  ques- 
tion. We  believe  that  by  the  end  of  another  decade 
every  chapter  of  Chi  Omega,  located  where  chapter 
houses  are  allowed  and  the  custom,  will  be  living  in  a 
house  of  its  very  own. 


The  following  sketch  of  life  in  Omicron's  chapter 
house  is  the  first  of  a  series  that  will  appear  in  suc- 
ceeding issues  of  the  Eleusis  in  order  of  chapter  estab- 
lishment. 


OMICRON  AT  HOUSEKEEPING 

(university  of  ILLINOIS) 

It  is  probable  that  to  every  chapter  which  keeps  up 
a  chapter  house  there  comes  in  the  course  of  its  expe- 
rience a  crisis,  when  the  mistakes  that  inexperienced 
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girls  are  bound  to  make  when  trying  to  manage  house- 
keeping on  a  large  scale,  have  piled  up  difficulties 
which  seem  insurmountable  to  the  girls  who  confront 
them.    It  is  at  this  time  that  the  girls  who  are  to  make 
chapter  history  must  study  and  comprehend  the  mis- 
takes that  have  been  made  and  the  reasons  for  them, 
and  having  become  for  the  time  being  old  and  wise 
in  the  experience  of  others,  they  must  take  steps  to 
remedy  the  present  difficulties  and  also  make  such  pre- 
cedents and  organize  all  things  in  such  a  way  as  to 
forestall  the   possibilities  of  mistakes   in   the    future. 
Omicron  has  passed  through  such  a  crisis,  and  because 
the  experience  was  not  a  pleasant  one  the  girls  who 
were  concerned  in  it  feel  that  thev  would  like  to  share 
the  benefit  of  it  with  as  many  as  possible  and  save 
them  the  experience  itself.    As  for  the  details  of  the 
situation  and  the  way  it  was  met,  they  would  make  an 
interesting  story  but  have  no  particular  bearing  on  the 
purpose  of  this  article.     It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  a 
small  active  chapter  returning  in  the  fall  found  a  debt 
to   meet   and   the   realization   that   with   the    strictest 
econoHiv  all  they  could  do  in  the  ensuing  year  would 
be  to  keep  up  their  running  expenses.     Within  three 
r.o'uhs  the  debt  was  met  and  our  credit  restored  in 
ts^wTi   an  !    we  take   ever\-   opportunity   to  thank  our 
a!iy-'r.;v  and  our  S.  G.  C.  for  all  that  they  did  to  help 
u>  rr.ako  this  possible.     It  is  the  reason  for  this  situa- 
tiv^ri  ?.n.\  the  rr^eans  we  have  taken  to  prevent  its  rccur- 
roTKX^  rhat  may  be  of  interest  to  other  chapters. 

T!h*  cause  we  found  in  the  mistakes  that  any  inex- 
por-cr.oe.!  o-lrls  would  naUirally  make.  There  had  been 
no  ;\vk\:iMto  system  of  bookkeeping.  Care  had  not 
been  taker,  to  see  that  ever>'  grirl  kept  her  room-rent, 
K\ir.'.  .\!>  :  v-ues  paid  up  promptly.  Sometimes  the 
iror.ov  was  put  in  the  bank  and  sometimes  it  was  not.

Reports  from  the  diflferent  departments  were  not  often 
insisted  upon  and  the  chapter  was  in  ignorance  of  what 
their  situation  really  was.  In  short,  there  was  a  gen- 
eral carelessness  and  lack  of  business  methods  in  all 
departments.  The  girls  who  realized  where  the  trouble 
lay  knew  no  more  than  their  predecessors  of  the  right 
way  of  doing  things,  but  they  took  the  matter  up  as  a 
problem.  They  consulted  their  fathers  and  other  busi- 
ness men  and  then  planned  the  following  system. 

The  household  affairs  are  in  the  hands  of  three  dif- 
ferent g^rls.  The  house  treasurer  takes  in  the  room- 
rent  from  the  girls,  and  with  it  pays  the  rent,  the 
electric  light  and  water  bills,  all  furniture  bills  and 
other  incidentals  which  have  to  do  with  the  repairing 
and  keeping  the  house  in  order.  This  girl  is  also  the 
head  of  the  house  committee  and  sees  to  it  that  the 
girls  keep  their  rooms  clean  and  in  order.  The  com- 
missary does  all  the  ordering  for  the  table  and  has 
complete  control  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  room.  She 
receives  the  board  from  the  girls  and  from  that  pays 
all  bills  for  the  kitchen,  including  the  gas  bill  and  help. 
The  Fraternity  treasurer  collects  the  chapter  and  initia- 
tion dues  and  pays  all  fraternity  bills,  such  as  national 
dues,  the  plate  for  the  college  annual  and  so  forth. 
Each  of  these  girls  has  a  separate  bank  account  and 
every  cent  collected  is  immediately  deposited  in  the 
bank.  At  the  time  it  is  received,  a  receipt  is  given  to 
the  g^rl  who  pays,  the  amount  is  put  down  to  the  credit 
of  the  girl  who  pays  and  a  note  stating  what  it  pays 
for  and  it  is  also  recorded  in  the  day  book  as  so  much 
received,  from  whom,  and  for  what.  Every  bill  is 
paid  by  check  and  no  bill  is  paid  except  personally  or 
by  the  personal  authority  of  the  girl  in  whose  depart- 
ment it  is.  An  itemized  account  of  all  expenditures  is 
kept  in  the  day  journal.    No  bill  is  paid  without  get-

ting  a  receipt  and  these  receipts  are  kept  forever  in  a 
letter  file. 

These  details  will  sound  foolish  perhaps  to  any  girl 
who  has  had  any  business  dealing^,  but  the  average 
girl  knows  nothing  of  them  and  this  lack  of  knowledge 
is  often  the  g^eat  rock  of  disaster.  Every  week  before 
fraternity  meeting  there  is  a  meeting  of  all  the  officers, 
and  the  girl  in  charge  of  each  department  makes  a 
detailed  report  of  matters  up  to  date  and  her  books 
are  audited.  The  g^rls  then  consult  as  to  policy  in 
important  matters,  but  in  the  main  we  leave  things  as 
much  as  possible  to  the  judgment  of  the  girl  in  charge 
for  we  feel  that  she  knows  the  situation  better  than 
any  one  else  can.  Each  report,  necessarily  much  con- 
densed, is  repeated  later  in  fraternity  meeting.  There 
is  a  by-law  of  the  chapter  which  says  that  if  a  girl's 
bills  for  the  preceding  month  are  not  paid  by  the  tenth 
she  shall  be  fined  five  cents  a  day  in  each  department 
in  which  she  is  behind.  Owing  to  the  existence  of  the 
by-law  it  is  ahiiost  never  necessary  to  enforce  it.  So 
much  for  finances. 

Since  the  chief  aim  of  our  lives  in  school  is  to  do 
our  work  well,  wc  have  certain  house  rules  to  make  it 
as  easy  for  the  girls  to  study  as  we  can.  These  rules 
govern  the  number  of  dates  a  girl  shall  have  during 
the  week,  the  hour  at  which  all  men  must  leave  the 
house,  the  hour  at  which  everything  must  be  quiet  and 
a  few  other  matters  which  have  to  do  with  the  general 
order  of  the  house.  The  G.  H.  is  house  presi- 
dent and  sees  that  house  rules  are  kept  and  has  the 
responsibility  of  the  thousand  and  one  things  that  come 
up  unexpectedly  to  be  settled  at  once  for  the  best  good 
of  the  girls  in  the  house  and  the  standing  of  the  chap- 
ter in  the  sight  of  the  world  outside.  To  our  freshmen 
we  give  the  minor  duties,  such  as  answering  the  phone 
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and  doorbell  and  the  more  routine  committee  work. 
And  toward  the  last  of  the  year  we  take  them  entirely 
into  our  confidence  with  regard  to  the  inner  machinery 
and  accustom  them  more  and  more  to  the  responsibility 
and  the  best  way  to  do  all  things  in  order  that  they 
may  not  need  the  bitter  teaching  of  experience  with 
poor  ways. 

There  is  much  more  to  tell  of  the  running  of  a  chap- 
ter house,  but  this  has  become  too  long  already  and 
I  think  I  have  given  an  outline  of  the  method  and  spirit 
in  which  our  house  is  conducted.  I  know  that  other 
chapters  will  have  suggestions  that  will  be  very  helpful 
to  us  and  we  are  anxious  to  hear  of  "the  way  other 
people  do  things."

SCHEMES  FOR  HOUSE  OWNERSHIP 

The  old  question  '*Shall  a  chapter  own  its  own  house 
or  rent?"  has  been  very  nearly  settled  nowadays  in 
favor  of  the  better  business  proposition,  the  owning 
of  the  chapter  house  by  a  corporation  of  alumnae,  or 
by  some  benevolent  alumnus  of  the  college  in  which 
the  chapter  is  situated. 

At  Illinois,  the  men's  fraternities  are  either  already 
paying  for  their  houses  or  are  considering  schemes 
for  paying  for  a  new  house.  Several  fraternities  own 
their  houses ;  that  is,  they  have  paid  a  creditable  pro- 
portion of  the  indebtedness  off  the  property.  Several 
men's  fraternities  at  Illinois  have  bought  lots  and  are 
negotiating  for  a  home,  with  alumni  and  friends. 
Their  plan  is  to  raise  two-thirds  of  the  proposed  cost 
of  their  home  and  mortgage  the  building  and  lot  to  the 
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builder  of  the  house.  The  cost  of  lots  is  large  and 
with  the  usual  st>'le  of  fraternity  house  which  is  con- 
structed in  Champaign,  any  contractor-builder  will 
gladly  build  for  a  mortgage  on  the  property  (where 
the  lot  has  been  paid  for)  and  some  cash. 

The  house  built,  the  next  consideration  is  the  lifting 
of  the  mortgage.  Generally  some  business  genius 
forms  an  association  or  corporation  of  alumni  and 
proceeds  as  with  a  business  proposition.  Each  active 
member  and  all  alumni  pay  a  certain  sum  each  year. 
If  paid  in  a  lump  sum  early  in  the  fall,  the  sum  is 
smaller  than  if  the  money  is  paid  in  monthly  install- 
ments. 

The  corporation  is  formed  of  the  president,  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  a  board  of  governors.  The  election 
of  the  board  of  governors  from  the  alumni  is  arranged 
so  that  only  two  governors  retire  each  year,  leaving  a 
majority,  older  and  experienced  governors,  entirely 
acquainted  with  the  business  done  during  the  past 
vear. 

The  management  of  the  house  is  left  entirely  to  the 
active  chapter.  The  active  chapter  pays  the  corpora- 
tion rent  each  year  and  has  nothing  to  say  about  the 
manacrcment  of  the  corporation. 

The  only  woman's  fraternity  to  own  a  house  here 
is  Kaj^pa  Alpha  Theta.  An  uncle  of  one  of  the  chapter 
Ic^aiKv!  tlie  house  association  most  of  the  money,  and 
tlie  active  prls  pav  two  installments  a  vear,  the  active 
chapter  kocpinor  ^^p  the  repairs,  etc. 

Omicron  has  becrun  to  consider  plans  for  a  home  of 

Its  own.     The   lease  on  the  present  home  expires  in 

three  years  an.]  at  the  end  c^f  that  time.  Omicron  will 

have  a  new  home  of  its  own— this  is  our  determined 
hope.

Now  we  have  an  October  Fifth  to 
match  it,  as  the  definite  day  for  the  actual  celebration 
of  the  Autumn  Eleusinia.  Many  of  the  chapters  seem

In  the  fall,  then,  the 
gorgeous  dahlias  and  chrysantbemtims  make  us  glad 
with  their  reminder  to  us  of  our  Cardinal  and  Straw, 
and  far  and  wide  the  trees  blaze  it  forth,  from  hilltop 
and  plain,  enrapturing  heart  and  eye.  Perhaps  there 
could  have  been  no  more  fitting  celebration  of  the 
Autumn  Eleusinia  than  the  bon-fires  which  some  of 
the  chapters  built  beneath  the  autumn  trees  with  the 
sunset  sk>-  shining  between  all  in  a  splendor  of  Car- 
dinal and  Straw.

Dear  Sisters  in  X  0: 

We  have  been  very  busy  since  our  last  letter  to  you,  and 
there  is  much  to  tell  you.  We  have  a  splendid  new  dormi- 
tory, called  Bryan  Hall.  Upon  this  dormitory  are  two  towers. 
In  the  plan  of  this  building  these  tower  rooms  were  reserved 
for  the  fraternities,  the  south  tower  belonging  to  the  K  A,  and 
the  north  tower  to  X  0.  The  furnishing  of  our  rooms  was 
an  interesting  task.  There  are  two  rooms,  an  upper  and  a 
lower  connected  by  a  winding  stair.  All  the  woodwork  and 
the  staircase  are  finished  in  weathered  oak,  so  Mission  fur- 
niture was  the  obvious  thing.  The  walls  were  green,  and 
these,  of  course,  had  to  be  changed.  So  we  had  them  colored 
Straw,  just  a  shade  darker  than  the  ceiling.  Around  the  top, 
as  a  border,  was  stenciled  a  Greek  key  design,  every  fifth 
square  containing  the  monogram  X  0.  When  this  had  been 
done,  the  question  of  seating  capacity  presented  itseli,  and  we 
solved  the  problem  by  upholstering  three  boxes  in  Cardinal 
design.  These  make  nice  window  seats,  and  are  fine  as  recep- 
tacles for  all  sorts  of  things.

In  the  opposite 
corner,  under  the  stair,  is  a  stand  to  hold  our  chafing-dish 
and  tea  set.  The  floor  is  covered  with  a  Cardinal  and  Straw 
art  square.  There  are  Straw  colored  curtains  at  the  window 
and  Cardinal  and  Straw  pillows  on  the  window  boxes.  On 
the  walls  are  pictures  done  by  the  girls,  and  photographs  of 
the  Fraternity,  pennants  being  scattered  around  everywhere. 
Altogether,  it  is  a  most  charming  little  place,  and  we  shall 
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enjoy  its  coziness  especially,  because  we  have  done  the  work 
on  it  ourselves. 

We  celebrated  the  Fifth  by  putting  the  finishing  touches  to 
the  rooms,  and  about  five  o'clock  sat  down  to  a  feast  of  fruit 
and  nuts.  As  the  twilight  deepened  we  lit  the  Five  Cardinal 
candles,  and  in  their  soft  light  sang  the  songs  of  Chi  Omega. 
It  was  our  first  celebration  as  Chi  Omegas. 

We  have  just  organized  Pan-Hellenic  here,  and  are  getting 
along  nicely,  though  we  had  to  compromise  with  K  A  on  De- 
cember 15  as  pledge  day,  they  urging  an  early  and  we  a 
late  one.

The  business  man  of  to-day 
wh.^  erT7pK\vi  the  coUege  man  will  ask.  essentially,  three  ques- 
ti.-r?— "What  ^a5  been  your  CTperience ?''  ''Which  school  are 
yoi:  irczzi"  a^.d  ''Pid  v.'ii  finish*"  He  desires  to  know  if  the 
arp''CJ"t  tVr  a  position  has  the  strength  and  ability  to  stick 
IC  a  safk  once  bepun.  Here.  then,  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
chapit-r  to  be  of  practical  value  to  (he  individual  by  exercising 
over  h-in  an  inriiience  that  will  keep  him  in  school  as  an 
avtfrajre  f;::<!cn:  or  better,  !f  this  influence  begins  to  work  on 
the  man  from  ihc  day  of  his  initiation  and  continues  tbrough- 
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out  his  first  two  years  as  a  student  he  will  have  learned  its 
helpfulness  and  so  seek  to  perpetuate  the  system  of  chapter 
surveillance  over  its  members.  In  some  colleges  we  already 
have  this  scheme  of  chapter  examination  into  the  work  of  the 
individual  members  with  a  result  that  is  wholesome  and  val- 
uable when  properly  operated. — Delta  of  2  N. 


The  just  criticism  of  college  men  is  inspired  by  the  per- 
formance of  those  who  went  to  college  without  a  purpose  and 
who,  instead  of  applying  themselves,  cultivated  idle  habits  with 
the  idea  that  the  future  would  take  care  of  itself.  Sad  indeed 
is  the  plight  of  these  men  when  suddenly  thrown  on  their  own 
resources,  but  sadder  still  is  the  plight  of  the  man  who  has 
kept  his  nose  in  his  book  throughout  his  college  career,  with- 
out a  taste  for  the  wholesome  broadening  influence  that  comes 
from  association  with  one's  fellows. 

The  college  man  who  realizes  his  opportunities  will  keep  a 
fixed  purpose  before  him;  he  will  be  faithful  to  his  work,  still 
susceptible  to  the  charm  of  agreeable  companionship.  After 
he  starts  out  for  himself,  he  will  win  his  way  first  by  his  per- 
sonality and  later  by  his  ability,  and  the  sooner  he  accepts 
hard,  earnest  work  as  what  counts,  believing  that  "There  is  but 
one  philosophy  and  its  name  is  Fortitude"  the  sooner  will  he 
achieve  success. — Record  of  '^  A.  E. 


The  Sigma  Nu  Fraternity  can  do  another  thing.  It  can  take 
the  lead  in  the  establishment  of  a  national  Pan-Hellenic  organ- 
ization, crystallizing  local  movements  by  one  which  will  be 
official  in  its  character,  having  the  sanction  of  the  various  col- 
lege fraternities  throughout  the  United  States  through  official 
representation.  Such  an  association  could  accomplish  great 
good.  It  could  legislate  to  regulate  the  fraternities  and  bring 
them  within  the  spirit  of  the  universit>',  which  covers  a  multi- 
tude of  matters.  It  could  among  other  matters,  solve  such  dis- 
agreeable questions  as  "lifting"  and  prescribe  more  healthful 
rules  for  pledging — rules  which  would  guard  against  immature 
action  on  the  part  of  young  collegians,  in  fact  on  the  part  of 
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many  who  have  not  reached  the  state  of  being  collegians,  being 
"nipped"  while  they  are  still  in  high  school.  We  may  not  suc- 
ceed at  first — if  not,  try  again. — Delta  of  2  M. 


It 
is  part  of  an  article  reproduced  from  the  London 
Times,  August  19,  1908.  which  is  one  of  a  series  of 
articles  on  educational  matters  in  the  United  States. 
Thus  we  sec  ourselves  as  others  see  us. 

COLLEGE  SECRET  SOCIETIES 

Intrenched  in  American  universities  and  colleges  are  institu- 
tions called  "fraternities,"  which  have  successfully  repulsed  a 
general  attack,  which,  on  account  of  the  undemocratic  charac- 
ter, has  developed  against  them  in  recent  years.  These  frater- 
nities are  secret  societies,  based  upon  kindred  interests  and 
tastes.  They  bear  Greek-letter  names,  such  as  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
Alpha  Delta  Phi,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  and  Psi  Upsilon,  which 
have  some  significance  which  none  but  the  initiated  may  know. 
Some  fraternities  have  as  many  as  seventy  "chapters"  distrib- 
uted through  as  many  colleges;  and  the  chapters  bear  to  each 
other  a  relation  similar  to  that  which  exists  between  Masonic 
ledges.  In  college  grounds  there  are  often  costly  chapter 
houses  which  provide  for  the  fraternity  members,  and  exclu- 
sively for  them,  all  that  is  fundamental  in  the  life  of  a  young 
man — *'a  pleasant  place  to  sleep  in  and  to  dine,  and  a  pleasant 
follow  with  whom  to  work  and  to  play."  Membership  of  cer- 
tain fraternities  confers  social  distinction  and  is  greatly  cov- 
eted ;  and,  as  popularity  is  ordinarily  the  most  important  con- 
dition of  obtaining  election,  to  become  popular  becomes  the 
ruling  passion  of  many  who  are  ambitious  of  the  honor.  From 
Yale  graduates  I  have  heard  strange  tales  of  the  sudden  lapse 
from  such  grace  as  membership  of  the  Student's  Christian 
Association  may  be  held  to  imply,  on  the  part  of  candidates 
who  liave  failed  of  election  to  the  "Skull  and  Bones"  or 
"Scroll  and  Key"  which  are  secret,  although  not  Greek-letter 
fraternities,  and  to  which  members  are  elected,  not  as  ordi- 
narily from  among  the  freshmen  or  sophomores,  but  from 
the  incoming  senior  class  by  graduating  members,  on  the  eve 
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of  "Commencement"  Fraternity  members  wear  and  display 
badges  of  various  kinds,  such  as  a  key  or  a  shield  bearing  the 
Greek-letter  name,  and  have  secret  hand-grips,  watchwords, 
hailing  signs  of  recognition  and  membership  tests.  Most  col- 
leges that  have  any,  have  many  fraternities ;  and,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  each  session,  social  attentions  are  paid,  often  in  com- 
petition, by  the  members  of  the  several  societies  to  such  fresh- 
men as  may  be  deemed  desirable  as  fellow-members  on 
account  of  some  distinction,  which  is  not  infrequently  that  of 
wealth,  which  they  are  supposed  to  possess — an  undignified 
scramble  which,  not  inappropriately,  is  called  "rushing." 
Election  is  for  life,  and,  after  college  days,  close  relations  arc 
maintained  between  graduate  and  undergraduate  members, 
and  one  man  who  has  been  to  college  and  cannot  wear  a  fra- 
ternity badge  has  a  certain  presumption  against  him  in  the 
public  mind. 

These  fraternities,  as  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  name 
implies,  are  exclusively  for  men.  But  women,  when  they  were 
admitted  to  the  universities  and  colleges,  and  when  women's 
colleges  were  founded,  set  themselves  to  secure  the  advantages, 
such  as  they  might  be,  of  fraternities  by  organizing  similar 
institutions  for  themselves;  and  these  are  now  found  in  most 
of  the  western  co-educational  colleges  and  state  universities, 
in  some  colleges  for  women,  and  even  in  many  high  schools, 
both  east  and  west.  These  are  sometimes  called  "Sororities," 
but  generally  they  call  themselves  and  prefer  to  be  called  fra- 
ternities. To  a  Greek-letter  fraternity,  connected  with  a 
woman's  college,  I  brought  an  introduction  from  a  relative  of 
mine  who,  not  altogether  unwisely,  had  studied  American 
women's  colleges  from  within  as  a  student  at  one  of  them,  and 
who  was,  and  therefore  is,  a  fraternity  member.  The  intro- 
duction  ran:    "My  Dear  Girls — I  introduce  to  you  by  this 

note  your  Uncle ."    Curious  to  know  whether  "sorority" 

was  so  fully  recognized  in  this  society  that  my  relationship  to 
one  of  its  members  would  be  accepted  as  involving  the  same 
relationship  to  all  her  fellow-members,  I  forwarded  the  note 
immediately  on  arrival  in  America.  By  return  post,  I  received 
the  reply:  "Our  dear  Uuncle:  Come  along  immediately  and 
we  will  take  care  of  you.  Rushing  will  be  in  full  swing  soon. 
We  want  your  help."  I  went  and  was  "cared  for;"  and  I 
found,  as  I  have  found  in  men's  fraternities,  that  the  bonds 
of  fellowship  were  many  and  strong. 
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It  was  to  promote  social  union  that  fraternities  were  first 
formed  They  have  increased  in  number  and  strength,  in  spite 
of  persistent  opposition,  because  the  colleges  failed  to  make 
pioper  provision  for  the  social  life  of  the  students;  and  they 
became  secret  partly  because  of  a  certain  hostility  between 
professors  and  students  and  chiefly  because  the  investiture  of 
a  little  mystery  made  them  more  attractive  to  youthful  minds — 
what  happens,  for  example,  within  the  stone,  windowless, 
tomblike  halls  of  the  ''Skull  and  Bones"  is  a  constant  and 
attractive  riddle  to  the  students  at  Yale.  In  many  colleges, 
the  conditions  which  determined  the  character  of  the  original 
fraternities  have  been  modified,  but  one  oiiginal  character  of 
these  societies  has  persisted  and,  although  American  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  which  at  first  closely  followed  one 
type,  are  now  greatly  diversified  and  are  governed  by  widely 
differing  social,  educational,  moral,  and  political  influences,  in 
all  kinds,  and  in  most  of  each  kind,  fraternities  are  found. 
Although — as  I  said  in  my  last  article — for  the  purposes  of 
scholarly  instruction  in  general  and  of  instruction  in  modem 
sciences  in  particular,  the  best  American  universities  are  per- 
haps superior,  yet  in  all  the  social  aspects  they  are  inferior  to 
English  colleges,  which,  in  this  latter  respect,  as  Americans 
testify,  are  as  nearly  perfect  as  human  institutions  are  capable 
of  becoming.  Fraternities  represent  an  attempt,  on  the  part  of 
American  students,  to  satisfy  their  social  cravings  by  providing 
in  their  chapter  houses  an  equivalent  of  the  English  college 
residential  halls. 

THE   DEFFXrr   OF   FRATERNITIES 

The  attempt  is  laudable;  but  the  result  is  necessarily  inade- 
quate and  fraught  with  harm  to  the  highest  interests  of  the 
students  and  colleges.  At  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  as  at  every 
university,  there  are  clubs ;  but  a  student  w-ho  belongs  to  one 
or  more  of  them  is  still  bound  up.  in  his  general  life,  with  the 
life  of  his  college.  The  member  of  an  American  fraternity, 
however,  is  by  the  very  nature  of  its  organization,  withdrawn 
from  all  of  his  fellow-students  who  are  not  fellow-"f rats ;" 
and  his  first  loyalty  is  not  to  his  college,  but  to  his  fraternity. 
The  disabilities  under  which  non-fraternity  students  lie  are 
serious ;  and  about  one-third  of  the  students  are  outside  their 
college  fraternities.     All  of  these  are  socially  unaffiliated  with 
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the  college,  and  they  lack  all  the  facilities,  social  and  intel- 
lectual, that  come  from  fraternal  life.  This  evil  is  intensified 
by  the  custom,  which  obtains  in  most  colleges,  of  organizing 
the  social  life  in  the  first  year  of  the  undergraduates'  course. 
Thus,  students  who  fail  of  election  to  a  fraternity  in  their 
freshmen  year  are  doomed  to  perpetual  exclusion.  "Some 
fellows,"  it  has  been  said,  "starve  physically  without  a  friend 
with  whom  to  share  their  hardships,  and  some  after  a  few 
months  of  lonesomeness  and  neglect  give  up  their  university 
career,  broken-hearted,  and  so  take  perhaps  their  first  step  in  a 
life  of  failure,"  and  even  those  who  graduate,  even  if  it  be  with 
honors,  can  never  wear  a  fraternity  badge,  which  is  ordinarily 
more  highly  prized  than  any  distinction  that  is  legitimately 
academic.  Possibly,  however,  evil  is  snbtly  wronp'ht  more 
surely  upon  those  who  are,  than  upon  those  who  are  not,  fra- 
ternity members.  The  dominant  ambition  of  each  society  is 
to  make  itself  strong  and  influential  and  to  draw  into  it  those 
who  will  increase  its  power.  These  are  not  usually  the  most 
refined  and  scholarly  students;  and  their  influence  becomes 
more  pernicious  in  the  confined  atmosphere  in  which  it  is 
exerted  than  it  would  be  in  the  general  college  life.  Many 
fraternities  certainly  have  excellent  fellows  as  members;  but 
their  fellowship  is  restricted  to  their  own  exclusive  set,  and 
thus  they  lose  the  great  benefit  that  should  come  from  familiar 
association  in  college  with  many  dissimilar  minds.  And,  in 
their  "rushes"  to  secure  the  most  coveted  members,  and 
especially  in  their  combinations  in  favor  of  the  fraternities  as 
against  the  colleges,  these  societies  give  rise  to  some  of  the 
most  disturbing  and  belittling  factors  of  college  life. 

But  the  chief  objection  urged  by  American  opponents  of 
fraternities  is  that  they  are  undemocratic  and  tend  to  empha- 
size social  distinctions  and  foster  cliques.  Sidney  Whitman, 
in  "Imperial  Germany,"  points  out  that  even  in  so  aristocratic 
a  country  as  Germany  students  meet  upon  terms  of  fraternal 
equality,  since  a  common  devotion  to  knowledge,  without  de- 
stroying the  distinctions  of  birth  and  fortune,  yet  creates  above 
them  a  higher  university  where  the  most  intelligent  and  labo- 
rious take  the  first  place.  American  colleges  and  universities 
fall  below  this  level;  and  perhaps  their  greatest  need  is  a 
purer  and  better  democracy  in  which  there  shall  be  neither 
need  nor  place  for  the  present  social  organizations  and  combi- 
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nations  which  reproduce  the  class  distinctions  based  chiefly  ca 
wealth  which  are  arising  in  all  parts  of  the  cotintry. 

SUPPRESSION  Ok  REOONsntucnoN  ? 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  suppress  fraternities. 
But  opposition  has  only  served  to  make  them  more  secret,  and 
perhaps  to  cliange  their  name  to  clubs.  Princeton  prohibited 
them  in  1853 ;  and  to-day  that  tmiversity  is  honey-combed  with 
dubs  which  cause  heartburnings  by  their  exdusiveness,  break 
up  the  solidarity  of  the  students,  and  interfere  with  their 
proper  work.  Now  saner  methods  are  advocated.  Recogniz- 
ing that  fraternities  persist  because  they  supply  in  some 
measure  a  vital  need  of  college  life,  educational  reformers  pro- 
pose to  reorganize  the  sodal  life  of  the  college  and  provide 
intelligently  what  the  students  are  blindly  striving  to  secure. 
Educational  experiments  are  being  attempted  in  American 
universities,  based  upon  experiences  in  other  countries,  and 
notably  in  England.  Two  years  ago,  President  Wilson  intro- 
duced a  modified  form  of  the  Oxford  tutorial  system  into 
Princeton.  This  reform,  which  marks  a  spirit  of  reaction  from 
the  advance  of  German  methods,  is  being  effected  with  ease 
and  enthusiasm,  and  is  restoring  the  close  and  intimate  contact 
of  pupil  and  teacher  which  had  been  lost,  with  so  much  else 
that  was  valuable,  in  the  rapid  growth  of  American  colleges. 
While  this  system  is  still  in  the  experimental  stage,  President 
Wilson  boldly  addresses  himsdf  to  the  problem  of  fraternities, 
from  which  many  college  presidents  have  turned  in  dismay, 
and  announces  a  plan  to  establish  quadrangles  at  Princeton — 
that  is,  small  self-contained  colleges,  within  the  university, 
after  the  manner  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  with  a  common 
living  room  and  dining  hall  in  which  the  students  of  all  the 
four  years  shall  reside  together;  and  the  president  suggests 
that  "as  an  act  of  supreme  self-sacrifice"  the  existing  clubs  at 
Princeton,  one  of  which  owns  a  house  valued  at  $100,000, 
should  turn  their  property  over  to  the  university  to  be  trans- 
formed into  the  new  "quads."  The  University  of  Wisconsin, 
one  of  the  best  and  most  democratic  state  institutions,  has 
discovered  that  the  influence  of  fraternities  is  wholly  undemo- 
cratic, and  is  bent  upon  building  up  a  college  residential  life.. 
Many  years  ago,  President  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  suggested  that 
the  manifold  problems  that  have  come  up  with  the  growth  and 
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prosperity  of  American  universities  might  be  solved  by  build- 
ing up  colleges  within  each  university;  and  now,  Charles 
Francis  Adams  proposes  a  comprehensive  scheme  which,  if 
carried  into  effect,  would  make  the  present  Harvard  cease 
to  exist  except  in  continuity  and  in  name,  the  chief  change 
being  the  formation  of  a  group  of  colleges,  each  independent 
and  so  limited  in  size  that  individuality  should  be,  not  only 
possible,  but  a  necessary  part  of  the  scheme,  the  students  and 
instructors  in  each  constituting  a  large  household  under  several 
roofs  and  with  common  grounds.  It  is  claimed  that  if  this 
plan  were  adopted,  the  university  would  revert  to  the  original 
idea  of  the  American  college;  it  would  also  conform  in  many 
respects  to  the  present  idea  of  the  English  university  on  which, 
originally,  the  American  college  was  formed. 


All  records  for  registration  at  Columbia  University  have 
been  broken  this  year,  and  now,  with  several  more  days  on 
which  students  will  probably  appear,  the  total,  including  the 
summer  session,  has  reached  5,774.  In  this  list  there  is  a 
number  of  names  duplicated,  which  will  be  taken  out  when 
the  registration  is  over,  but  the  total  number  of  students  this 
year  bids  fair  to  be  more  than  5,500. 

In  every  branch  of  the  university  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  students.  The  greatest  gain  is  in  the  School  of 
Mines,  Engineering,  and  Chemistry,  83  having  been  added, 
making  the  total  661.  The  next  largest  increase  is  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy,  78  to  a  total  of  262  and  then  comes  the 
School  of  Law  73  to  243.  In  Teachers  College  there  is  an 
increase  of  44  to  697,  in  Barnard.  45  to  461 ;  Fine  Arts,  31  to 
143;  in  the  College,  18  to  616,  and  in  Medicine,  10  to  272, 
graduate  schools,  7  to  847. 

In  the  first  year  classes  also  there  is  an  increase  all  along 
the  line — from  143  to  170  in  the  College,  no  from  74  in  Law, 
81  from  59  in  Medicine,  184  from  183  in  Science.  Not  includ- 
ing the  Summer  Session,  Barnard  College,  Teachers  College 
and  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  the  registration  is  2,822  as 
against  2,510. 
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In  a  service  of  love  only  can  we  show  the  spirit  of  true 
living.  Not  to  serve  because  one  cannot  do  much  is  to  quendi 
the  spirit  of  brotherhood  in  one's  own  heart 

No,  it  is  the  many  littles  that  make  the  big,  and  although 
the  effort  may  not  be  seen  or  appreciated,  every  deed  though 
small  will  make  history  for  our  dear  Alpha  Xi  Delta — and  the 
influence  of  the  service  will  go  toward  the  bettering  of  woman- 
hood. 

Even  though  your  effort  may  fail  to  accomplish  what  3roa 
had  dreamed  it  might,  yet  the  motive  is  what  counts.  The 
willing  spirit  within  you  gives  quality  to  service.  If  you  have 
failed  to  realize  your  ideal,  don't  become  discouraged  but 
remember  that  truest  success  can  be  attained  through  conse» 
crated  determination. — Alpha  Xi  Delta.

riRST  SESSION 

The  Seventh  Inter-Sorority  Conference  was  called  to  order 
Friday,  September  ii,  1908,  at  3  p.  m.,  by  Miss  A.  W.  Ljile, 
Pi  Beta  Phi,  presiding  officer.  Miss  L.  P.  Green,  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta,  acted  as  Secretary. 

The  following  delegates  presented  credentials  and  were  duly 
enrolled :

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Each  delegate  presented  a  report  upon  the  action  of  her 
fraternity  on  subjects  of  Inter-Sorority  interest;  Pan-Hellenic 
difficulties  and  suggestions  for  future  Inter-Sorority  Coopera- 
tion. 

Motion  carried  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  on 
recommendations  to  which  all  recommendations  in  reports 
should  be  referred.  Committee — Miss  Sheppard,  Delta  Gam- 
ma; Miss  Stoner,  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma. 

Then  followed  the  report  of  Miss  Smith,  Pi  Beta  Phi, 
Secretary  of  the  Conference,  1907-8.  Her  summary  of  the 
year 's   work   follows : 

I.    Secsetary's  Report. 

During  the  year  just  closing,  the  advance  in  inter- fraternity 
relations  has  been  manifest  in  two  noteworthy  instances. 
First,  no  complaint  or  Pan-Hellenic  difficulty  has  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inter-Sorority  Confer- 
ence for  investigation.  Second,  no  group  of  chapters  has 
applied  for  admission  to  the  Conference. 

Eight  hundred  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Sixth  Inter- 
Sorority  Conference  were  printed  and  distributed. 

Soon  after  the  Sixth  Conference,  the  Pan-Hellenic  Associa- 
tion of  Michigan  sent  to  the  Secretary  a  statement  of  the 
position  of  Sorosis,  together  with  a  request  for  special  dis- 
pensation. The  Secretary  sent  to  the  Grand  Presidents  the 
following  query:  **Are  you  willing  to  grant  a  special  dis- 
pensation to  your  chapter  at  the  University  of  Michigan, 
allowing  them  to  pledge  senior  high  school  girls  ? ' '  All  eight 
Grand  Presidents  concerned  agreed  to  grant  the  dispensation 
for  the  college  year  1907-8.  The  Pan-Hellenic  at  Michigan 
was  then  notified  that  a  special  dispensation  was  granted  it 
until  the  Seventh  Inter-Sorority  Conference  convened. 

Representatives  of  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference  were  in- 
vited to  meet  with  the  Conference  of  Deans  of  Women  in 
State  Universities  for  one  session,  Friday  afternoon,  Decem- 
ber 20th.  Each  fraternity  was  notified  of  the  meeting  and 
sent  a  representative  when  possible.  (A  report  of  this  joint 
meeting  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report.) 

The  question  of  Pledge  Day  seems  by  no  means  settled, 
some  schools  which  have  had  a  late  Pledge  Day  even  agreeing 
to  try  Matriculation  Day  for  next  year.    In  view  of  the  dif- 
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fcrencc  of  opinion  upon  this  question  and  considering  how 
thoroughly  the  matter  has  been  discussed,  one  delegate  makes 
a  timely  suggestion  that  attention  be  turned  to  the  ameliora- 
tion of  faulty  conditions  common  to  all  fraternities. 

According  to  the  direction  of  the  Sixth  Conference,  Miss 
Thompson  compiled  and  distributed  a  report  on  the  present 
condition  of  Pan-Hellenics  in  the  United  States,  a  most  valu- 
able article  for  the  use  of  all  chapters. 

Later  a  letter  was  written  to  inform  alumna?  more  deti- 
nittly  in  regard  to  the  purposes  of  Inter-Sorority.  Four 
hundred  copies  of  this  were  printed  and  distributed. 

As  directed  by  the  Sixth  Conference,  the  Secretary  has 
printed  joo  blanks  for  presenting  matters  for  the  vote  of 
Grand  Presidents. 

The  Secretar>'  has  had  constant  demand  for  the  names  of 
secretaries  of  Pan-Hellenics.  She  had  printed  500  blanks, 
to  be  filled  with  name,  address  and  fraternity  of  Pan-Hellenic 
secretar>'.  These  blanks  were  sent  to  colleges  and  returned 
so  that  there  is  now  on  file  for  the  use  of  the  incoming 
Secretar>'  a  complete  list  of  Pan-Hellenic  secretaries. 

The  manner  of  exchange  of  magazines  has  proven  unsatis- 
factory. 

Motion  carried  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Inter-Sorority 
Secretary.

Hellenic  has  presented  no  petition  Un  renewal  !..f  i:s  expired 
dispensati(^n. 
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In  view  of  this  report,  the  Seventh  Inter-Sorority  Confer- 
ence is  proud  to  announce  that  henceforth  Wisconsin  frater- 
nity chapters  will  conform  to  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference 
rule  prohibiting  the  pledging  of  non-matriculates. 

2.  Pan- Hellenics. 

The  committee  upon  present  condition  of  Pan-Hellenics 
presented  its  report — which  was  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
Conference  fraternities  early  in  1908.  Attention  was  called 
to  the  fact  that  the  variation  in  time  of  opening  of  our  col- 
leges— from  August  ist  to  October  ist — results  in  some  cases 
in  longer  compacts  than  the  report's  enumeration  by  date  of 
pledge  day  makes  evident. 

Motion  carried  to  accept  this  report  with  hearty  apprecia- 
tion of  Miss  Thompson's  fine  work. 

3.  Inter- Sorority  Conference  Constitution. 

Alpha  Omicron  Pi  reported  an  affirmative  vote  upon  the 
proposed  constitution.  As  all  the  other  represented  fraternities 
had  endorsed  this  constitution  at  the  time  of  the  Sixth  Con- 
ference, a  motion  was  carried  that  the  official  organization  for 
Inter-Sorority  Conference  shall  be  the  constitution  as  printed 
in  report  of  the  Sixth  Conference, 

4.  Pan-Hellenic  at  Michigan. 

A  petition  for  a  renewal  of  its  special  dispensation  to  pledge 
preparatory  students  was  presented  by  the  Michigan  State 
University    Pan-Hellenic. 

Since  the  local  Sorosis  continues  to  refuse  to  cooperate  in 
the  abolishment  of  such  pledging,  it  was  deemed  expedient 
that  this  dispensation  be  renewed,  in  order  not  to  handicap 
the  nationals  at  Michigan. 

Motion  carried  that  this  Conference  recommend  to  the 
Grand  Presidents  of  fraternities  represented  at  Michigan 
State  University,  that  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  the  Michi- 
gan Pan-Hellenic  for  one  year,  provided  only  seniors  in  the 
high  schools  be  pledged  and  the  pledge  be  withdrawn  if  the 
pledged  girl  does  not  enter  the  University  one  year  from 
September  following  the  plcdg^ing;  this  dispensation  to  expire 
September,  1909. 
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Motion  carried  that  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference  Secretary 
convey  to  the  Michigan  Pan-Hellenic  our  sincere  congratu- 
lations upon  the  progress  of  Pan-Hellenic  ideas  in  its  Uni- 
versity. 

5.      KxCHANGE  OF  I'^RATERNITY  MAGAZINES. 

This  subject  was  fully  discussed.  There  was  unanimous 
agreement  that  the  present  plan  of  exchange  is  unsatisfactory 
and  that  the  ideal  plan  of  exchange  with  all  chapters  is  im- 
practical because  of  expense.  It  was  reported  that  the 
chapters  of  some  fraternities  subscribe  for  the  magazines  of 
other  fraternities,  and  also  that  some  Pan-Hellenics  do  the 
same.    The  following  action  was  taken  concerning  exchanges: 

Carried  that  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference  Secretary  pre- 
pare a  journal  exchange  list,  said  list  to  include  three  national 
officers  of  each  Intcr-Sorority  fraternity  (these  three  officials, 
in  each  case,  to  be  designated  by  their  fraternity),  and  the 
delegates  to  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference.  This  official 
exchange  list  is  to  be  sent  each  fraternity  editor,  who  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  mailing  of  her  magazine  to  all  addresses 
on  the  list. 

Motion  carried  that  each  fraternity  editor  put  the  library  of 
every  university,  where  her  frateniity  is  represented,  on  her 
mailing  list  and  notify  her  chapters  of  these  fraternity  librar- 
ies:  this  library  exchange  to  supplant  the  former  Pan-Hellenic 
exchange. 

Carried  that  each  fraternity  editor  be  asked  to  keep  an 
accurate  list  during  1908-9  of  the  subscriptions  received  from 
Pan-Hellenics  and  from  chapters  of  other  fraternities,  and, 
through  her  Inter-Sorority  delegate,  submit  a  report  of  the 
same  to  the  next  Inter-Sorority  Conference.  Each  fraternity 
is  a^ked  to  suggest  to  its  chapters  the  value  of  subscribing  for 
other  fratemit>'  magazines. 

6.    Dean's  Conference.

TIk'  Deans  of  Women  of  State  Universities  were  in  sub- 
st.;:  •."..i!  ;mre«.nu-nt  on  the  following  topics  of  interest  to  fra- 
ternitv    women: 
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Chaperones. — ^The  office  should  be  dignified  by  better  defi- 
nition, and  more  authority.  One  way  of  doing  this  is  to  make 
the  chaperone  a  member  of  the  committee  of  the  chapter, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  formulate  suitable  house  rules,  and  to 
secure  their  observance.  Such  a  committee  should  be  of  great 
assistance  to  a  chapter  in  determining  its  social  activities,  etc. 

Rushing. — ^This  way  of  recruiting  the  chapters  is  deplored. 
Sophomore  pledging  is  approved,  and  a  scholarship  standard 
of  eligibility  is  advocated. 

Parties. — The  use  of  university  buildings  for  parties  is 
advised  wherever  this  is  possible,  as  opposed  to  clubs  and  halls 
not  located  on  the  campus. 

Scholarship. — ^Thc  practice  of  some  fraternities  in  securing 
from  the  Deans  periodic  reports  of  individual  grades  for  each 
chapter  is  believed  to  encourage  scholarship. 

Visiting  Delegates. — The  Deans  are  glad  to  meet  these 
ladies,  and  welcome  conferences  with  them  early  in  their 
visits  to  their  respective  chapters. 

This  report  was  followed  by  a  discussion  of  chapter-houses 
and  chaperones.  Mrs.  Tennant  reported  her  list  of  eligible 
chaperones  as  very  small,  but  that,  if  a  small  salary  was  con- 
nected with  the  position,  more  chaperones  would  be  available. 

Motion  carried  that  the  president  appoint  a  committee  to 
consider  with  Deans  of  Women  the  position  of  the  fraternity 
chaperone  in  college  life,  also  the  functions  and  qualifications 
of  chaperones.  Committee:  Alpha  Chi  Omega,  Gamma  Phi 
Beta,  Chi  Omega. 

Adjourned  for  the  annual  luncheon  of  Inter-Sorority  Con- 
ference delegates.  The  luncheon  was  at  the  College  club, 
which  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  their  rooms  for  our  last 
session. 

THIRD  SESSION 

The  session  opened  with  a  continuation  of  the  discussion  of 
the  meeting  of  fraternity  women  and  Deans.  Particular 
attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Deans  had  concurred 
with  former  Inter-Sorority  Conferences  in  recommending  a 
sophomore  pledge  day. 

Motion  carried  that  the  Seventh  Inter-Sorority  Conference 
again  urge  a  late  pledge  day,  preferably  a  sophomore  pledge 
day. 
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The  committee  on  recommendations  then  presented  its 
report,  which  included  all  recommendations  from  delegates' 
reports  to  the  first  session. 

7.    Pan-Hellenic  Recommendations. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  to  local  Pan- 
Hellenics  with  the  request  that  each  Pan-Hellenic  give  them 
careful  consideration,  and,  as  far  as  practical,  adopt  the  prin- 
ciples of  each  recommendation. 

A.  Kvery  Pan-Hellenic  MUST  conform  to  the  by-law  that 
requires  each  fraternity  chapter  to  be  represented  in  Pan- 
Hellenics  by  one  active  and  ONE  ALUMNA  member.  It  is 
urged  that  alumnae  members  be  chosen  with  great  care. 
Women  several  years  out  of  college,  who  are  in  close  touch 
with  their  University's  and  their  chapter's  life,  and  in  sym- 
pathy with  Inter-Sorority  Conference  ideas  and  work — upon 
which  they  should  be  well  informed — should  be  chosen  for 
these  positions.  A  long  tenure  of  office  for  efficient  alumnx 
members   is  also  deemed   advisable. 

B.  Pan-Hellenics  are  urged  to  adopt  a  rule  requiring  defi- 
nite scholarship  attainment  in  the  University,  as  a  qualifica- 
tion for  eligibility  to  fraternity  membership. 

C.  We  recommend  to  Pan-Hellenics  that  they  endeavor  to 
restrict  the  expense,  number  and  duration  of  social  functions 
and  engagements  by  women's  fraternities  as  far  as  is  com- 
patible  with   local   conditions. 

D.  We  suggest  that  Pan-Hellenics  be  careful  not  to  create 
feeling  between  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  college  women 
through  too  many  or  thnnij;h  inopportune  Pan-Hellenic  meet- 
ings and  functions. 

E.  Pan-Hellenics  are  urged  to  avoid  all  public  press  noto- 
riety and  to  endeavor  always  to  keep  the  respect  of  their 
University  and  town  communities. 

F.  We  strongly  recommend  that  rach  Pan-Hellenic  have 
some  general  meetings  to  which  ALL  fraternity  members  are 
invited  and  allowed  to  take  part  in  discussions— meetings  to 
read  and  discuss  Inter-Sorority  Conference  report-;  shr.rt- 
coniing<  of  onr  la^t  compact:  tiTrcts  of  n  sopliomore  plclge 
day  in  orr  college,  etc. 

G.  Since  at  the  University  of  Wi<ronsin  an  orp^anizaron  of 
the  resident  alunuux  of  r.H  fraternities  has  proved  mo-^t  help-

ful  in  solving  fraternity  and  university  problems  concerning 
rushing,  social  life,  etc.,  it  is  the  concensus  of  opinion  in  this 
Conference  that  similar  organization  would  prove  helpful  in 
every  university  where  fraternities  are  represented.  It  is 
therefore  suggested  that  in  each  Pan-Hellenic  the  alumna 
members  take  the  initiative  in  forming  such  an  organization 
for  their  college.
